Dear Comrades and Friends, 

We all know that Comrade Kim I] Sung has realiz- 
ed everlasting achievements in the development of 
the cause of world revolution and the Marxist-Leninist 
theory since he put his foot on the path of revolution 
early in his life and till the present time. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung has initiated the great 
Juche idea, since he began the Korean revolution, 
He developed and deepened the idea into a_ great 
theory with an integrated theoretical and _ practical 
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framework. This has been achieved throughout the 
long march for the Korean and world _ revolutions. 
Thus, Comrade Kim Il Sung developed the Marxist: 
Leninist theory and promoted it to a new, higher 
stage. 

The Juche idea is the essence of the revolutionary 
thought of Comrade Kim I] Sung. This revolutionary 
thought of the great Comrade Kim Il Sung is a 
complete theoretical and practical system revolving 
around the Juche idea. This thought offers the strate- 
gical and tactical ways with which peoples can pur- 
sue their revolutionary struggle and the practical 
bases for building communist society. 

Should we fail to absorb the Juche idea, we shall 
be unable to grasp the great revolutionary idea of 
Comrade Kim I] Sung or understand its inexhaustible 
greatness and vitality. 

Dear Comrades and Friends, 

I would like to say a few words about some of the 
theoretical issues which constitute the basic content 
of the Juche idea. 

The Juche idea is a Marxist-Leninist guideline 
including the fundamental principles of revolution 
and offering the basic stand and the original way of 
soundly solving all issues which may emerge during 
the battle of revolution and construction. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung has taught us that: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that the 
masters of the revolution and the work of construction 
are the masses of the people and that they are also 
the motive force of the revolution and the work of 
construction. In other words, one is responsible for 
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one’s own destiny and one has also the capacity for 
hewing out one’s own destiny.” 

The masses of the people should themselves carry 
out the process of revolutionary struggle and con- 
struction at one and the same time. Thus these 
masses can rid themselves of all vestiges of serfdom 
and lead an independent and creative life. 

The masses of the people are the masters of the re- 
volution and construction and they are the motive 
force of revolution and construction. When oppressed 
and exploited masses of the people lack awareness 
and consciousness, consider it their fate to suffer 
from hunger, poverty, suppression and exploitation, 
and content themselves with aspiring after the re- 
sources in the hands of imperialists, then they can 
never be able to save themselves from the yoke of 
humiliation and servitude. 

This cruel lesson is recognized by millions of peo- 
ple including those in Middle Eastern and African 
countries who have suffered from the injustice of 
imperialism and colonialism throughout hundreds of 
years and are still suffering to date from the effects 
of this injustice. However, when the oppressed people 
become conscious, they realize that they are the 
masters of their own fate. When such people realize 
that they can liberate themselves through their own 
forces and their own struggle, then they can achieve 
a decisive victory in their battle for liberation from 
all forms of dependence and chains. This is the first 
reality of the revolutionary struggle and construction 
process which people learn from the Juche idea. 

What then is the deep philosophical basis of the 
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Juche idea which states that the masses of the people 
are the masters of the revolution and construction 
and the motive force of revolution and construction. 

This deep philosophical basis rests on one princi- 
ple, namely that man is the master of all things and 
decides everything. The beloved and respected leader 
says: “The basis of the Juche idea is that man is the 
master of all things and the decisive factor in every- 
thing.” 

This original summing up by Comrade 
Kim I] Sung of the essence of the Juche idea is an 
innovative expression which constitutes the basis of 
a Juche philosophy in a genius manner, and explains 
the roots of the philosophical concepts of the working 
class concerning a world of new shape. 

The great Comrade Kim II Sung did not conceive 
man in terms of matter in general as the case had 
been in the past, but he looked at the world as a 
whole from the viewpoint of man whom he considers 
the highest form of the development of matter. 

Thus he has scientifically determined the position 
of man in the world and its role in it. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung taught us: “Independence 
is what keeps man alive. If he loses independence 
in society, he cannot be called a man; he differs little 
from an animal.” 

This original premise of Comrade Kim II Sung 
defines the general characteristics of man. Man is an 
independent creature who actively transforms nature 
and society. It is man’s creative capability which 
can transform and control the world. The animal is 
completely dominated by nature, but man never sur- 
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renders to it and its blind force; it is he who adapts 
it to his own wishes, and depends in its adaptation on 
the law of nature. He is not content with the trans- 
formation of nature alone, but also transforms and 
develops social relations among people, through the 
practice of social activities. 

If man loses his independence, he consequently 
loses his nature, and becomes an animal. Such a man 
does not enjoy human values; such a man is not 
treated as man. 

For this reason independence is an essential and 
vital precondition for man’s dignity as a human be- 
ing. 

Conscious reasoning is the decisive factor which 
determines man’s behaviour, and on reason depends 
the success of man and his triumph. 

This is a preliminary fact established in life. 

Whenever the determination of a revolutionary 
people is consolidated, and their conscious reasoning 
is promoted, they spring to revolution and construc- 
tion. They devote to them all their potentialities, and 
harness to their service all they have of wisdom, in- 
novation, and creative enthusiasm. 

Man, having this conscious reasoning, can grasp 
nature’s law of evolution and the law of social deve- 
lopment. He turns to the development of nature and 
society, and puts them under his control. 

This is the essence of the philosophic idea of 
Juche, and its thinking basis. It has ingeniously been 
formulated by Comrade Kim Il Sung, and thus he 
puts this revolutionary lever in the hands of the 
working class as well as all the progressive peoples, 
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and arms them with this theoretical and ideological 
weapon, which is indeed the soundest theory and the 
best way to render man the pivot of thinking and 
interpretation of the world. Thus man can be in a 
position to refashion simultaneously nature, society 
and the people. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung has taught us the follow- 
ing: 
“Establishing Juche means taking the attitude of 
a master towards the revolution and construction. 
Since the masters of the revolution and construction 
are the masses of the people, they should take a res- 
ponsible attitude of a master towards the revolution 
and construction. The attitude of a master finds ex- 
pression in an independent and creative stand.” 

*_..The independent stand is the fundamental stand 
which we must maintain in the revolution and con- 
struction, and the creative stand is the fundamental 
method that we must apply in transforming nature 
and society.” 

Thus the behaviour of the author of revolution and 
upbuilding is an essential prerequisite which stems 
from the philosophy of Juche. 

And when the masses of the people realize that 
they are the makers of their destiny, they will behave 
as masters of their destiny in revolution and building; 
they will devote all their potential—which is infinite— 
throughout their glorious struggle, to the refashion- 
ing of nature and development of society. 

This fact has gloriously been established by the 
great achievements of the national liberation move- 
ments in the Middle East and Africa, in their struggle 
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against colonial and racial policies of the imperialist 
aggressors and their allies and satellites. It also has 
been substantiated by the great achievements of the 
newly emergent independent states in this area, in 
their struggle for the consolidation of their indepen- 
dence and the creation of a new life in freedom and 
sovereignty. 

Unless the peoples all over the world, including 
the peoples of Guinea-Bissau, Angola, Mozambique, 
Namibia, Zimbabwe, South Africa, behave as authors 
of the revolution and building, and not depend on 
others, they will never be able to expel the colonial- 
ists and racists, and achieve the liberation of their 
fatherlands. 

When one disseminates consciousness among his 
people, and when the people behave as author of the 
revolution and upbuilding, then, and only then, can 
one lead his people, can he take the revolution and 
building to the stage of certain success. 

In order to act as author of revolution and up- 
building, it is necessary to take two positions: the 
position of independence, and that of creation. 

Independence ‘is the cornerstone to which the peo- 
ple and the revolutionaries of a country must stick 
in their quest of revolution and building. 

Revolutionary struggle is the struggle for the libe- 
ration of people from all forms of dependency; revolu- 
tionary struggle is the struggle of the masses of the 
people in defence of their independence; the author of 
revolution and building in any country is the people 
of that country; and nobody can stage a country’s 
revolution on behalf of the people of that country. 


For this reason it is incumbent on the people of a 
country, if they ever wish to achieve revolution and 
building successfully, to solve their problems inde- 
pendently—relying on themselves, free of dependency 
on the big powers. 

Then, and only then, can this people defend their 
sacred right as author of the revolution and upbuild- 
ing; and are able to shoulder responsibilities. 


When one does not adopt independence, when one 
becomes dependent on big powers, he will not be able 
to draw up the policy which serves his country’s 
revolution and his people’s interests. On the contrary, 
he will blindly follow the others, and therefore lose 
his ability to think independently. Consequently, he 
will not be able to distinguish between right and 
wrong, and will be liable to go astray. Then, he will 
not be able to exercise his sacred right as author of 
revolution and building. Not only this, but he will 
lead the revolution and building to failure, and will 
be an obstruction to the revolutionary movement all 
over the world. 


Marshal Kim Il Sung has taught us that he who 
depends on big powers is stupid, and a mation which 
depends on big powers will collapse, and the party 
which depends on big powers will foil revolution and 
building. This fact has also been established by 
world history and the international revolutionary 
movement. 

This is the stand of independence. 

As to innovation, it is the basic way which we 
should follow in transforming nature and society. 
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Man determines all other things. The masses have 
infinite wisdom and inexhaustible force. 

As long as the conditions of a revolution and 
building differ from one country to the other, the 
revolutionary objectives also differ from one country 
to the other. 

For this reason it is incumbent on the peoples and 
revolutionaries to renounce ideological rigidity of 
ready-made formulas and copying other people’s ex- 
periences; they have to revive the innovating wisdom 
and force of the popular masses; they have to solve 
their problems in accordance with the factual condi- 
tions of their country. 

There has not been and there cannot be ready- 
made formulas and mathematical equations for stag: 
ing any country’s revolution. 

There are two things which go side by side: appli- 
cation of Marxism-Leninism, and benefiting from the 
experiences of other countries provided they are 
adapted to the factual conditions of each country. 
These two conditions can effectively contribute to the 
formulation of the right line and sound policy of each 
country. 

If one solves the issues of his country’s revolution 
by relying on its practical experience, and sticking to 
the factual situation of the country, then he will en- 
sure the scientific basis, realism and popularism in 
all the policies and lines he draws up. 

In this ingenious manner, Comrade Kim II Sung 
shed light on the road to the revolution and upbuild- 
ing of nations. In this way, peoples and revolution- 
aries of any country can get over dependence on big 
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powers, and do away with ideological rigidity, and go 
along the right path to a successful achievement of 
revolution and upbuilding. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung has taught us the follow- 
ing: 

‘In order to become the master of its own destiny, 
a nation must have an independent government and 
firmly guarantee political independence.” 

Comrade Kim Il Sung does not confine himself 
to laying down the theoretical and philosophical 
principles of the Juche doctrine and taking the basic 
stand and principal way to revolution and upbuild- 
ing, but adds to it the embodiment of the Juche 
doctrine in all domains: independence in policy- 
making, self-sufficiency in economics, self-defence in 
national defence. 

Marshal Kim I] Sung said that Juche must be 
completely instituted in the field of ideas, in other 
words, all the people must arm themselves with the 
doctrine of Juche ‘to serve the Korean revolution. 

By adopting Juche ideologically, peoples are 
liberated from all distorted ideas such as dependen- 
ce on big powers, and ideological rigidity and na- 
tional depersonalization which underrates the ma- 
tional feeling of independence and the revolution- 
ary spirit, and badly affects independence and in- 
novation. 

The jauthority which yields to pressure and 
carries out all orders from wherever they are dictat- 
ed, cannot be a really popular authority; and sa coun- 
try which has such an authority can never be inde- 
pendent and sovereign. 
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The principle of independence in politics neces- 
sitates complete equality and reciprocal respect 
among nations. For this reason it does not only re- 
ject dependency, but also reject domination of 
other nations. A nation which dominates another 
cannot be a free nation. 

These are the principles of independence in poli- 
tics. 

What then is the doctrine of Juche in economics? 

Self-sufficiency in economics is the wonderful 
embodiment of the idea of Juche in building up the 
economy of a country. 

Comrade Kim II Sung said: 

“Without self-reliance in the economy, it is impos- 
sible to meet the people’s growing material demands 
and materially guarantee them a real role as master 
of the state and society. Economic dependence on 
others cannot guarantee political independence and 
without independent economic power, it is impossible 
to carry through the line of self-defence in national 
defence.” 

Hence, self-sufficiency in economics is the ma- 
terial basis of political independence, and a strong 
economy is the basis for a strong national defence. 
When an independent national economy is built up 
on the basis of self-reliance, it will be possible to 
produce at one and the same time, the necessary 
instruments for the economic build-up, and those 
necessary for national defence, as well as the other 
requirements for the welfare of the people. In brief, 
by upbuilding the independent national economy, we 
consolidate the country’s political independence and 
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ensure the practical dignity of the people. Self-suf- 
ficiency in national defence is the wonderful embodi- 
ment of the Juche doctrine in the field of national 
defence. 

Marshal Kim II] Sung, the inspired strategist and 
military leader, has taught us that in the military 
domain, as in the economic domain, one should build 
up one’s total defence force, i.e., he has to be on the 
alert, strong ideologically, economically and militari- 
ly, in order to be able to defend himself by his own 
means. 

Self-defence in guarding the nation is incumbent 
upon each independent and sovereign state. It is 
the military security for political independence and 
economic self-sufficiency of a country. 

Foreign support during the war is important, but 
under all circumstances it only is a support but 
does not play the decisive role. 

When a people build up their defence force by 
themselves, they will be able to defend their country’s 
independence and their revolutionary gains, and 
shield them against the imperialists’ aggressions. 
They can ensure the rise of anew society which pro- 
vides a secure life for its people. 

Here we move to another aspect of the Juche doc- 
trine. 

How does this doctrine regard internationalism 
and the international revolution? 

Juche doctrine is a revolutionary idea which is 
completely consistent with the spirit of the interna- 
tional proletariat. 

The revolution of one country is a link in the 
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chain of the international revolution and a part of it. 
The victory of the revolution of one country is 
a big contribution to the victory of the international 
revolution. 
The final victory of the great international revolu- 
tion can be achieved through the victory of the 
revolution of each country in the world. 


Thus each people can turn the revolution of their 
country, into a pivot for their thinking and work, and 
do their best to achieve revolution and upbuilding of 
their country at a quicker pace and with more returns. 
The people who do this take the right way which 
contributes to the success of the international revolu- 
tion and leads to it in the end. 


This uncontestable truth has been illumined by 
the Juche idea, thus providing the guarantee for the 
working class to discharge faithfully and simult- 
aneously, its mission of nationalism as well as of 
internationalism. 

Marshal Kim II Sung has stated: 

“Today progressive people in the world want to 
live in accordance with the Juche idea and many 
countries demand independence. No one wants to he 
subjugated by others. No nation will tolerate inter- 
ference in its internal affairs and infringement upon 
its dignity.... The world’s people are now demanding 
the Juche idea and many countries are on the road of 
independence. This is an irresistible trend of our 
time.” 

The age in which we live is stamped by the 
struggle of all the oppressed people to realize self- 
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determination. This age is witnessing the fise of in- 
dependent countries and oppressed peoples in different 
parts of the world and so in every region on the 
globe, in the persistent struggle they undertake in 
order to realize national independence, social pro- 
gress and economic prosperity. 

Our age is firmly resolved to adopt an indepen- 
dent and creative stand within the world communist 
movement. It is worth to mention that the contem- 
porary communist movement is passing through 
historical conditions which greatly differ from those 
of the past. For, while the communist movement was 
confined in the past only to some parts of the world 
when the Communists were indulging in the study of 
the communist doctrine and its applications, we find 
that at present the communist movement has embrac- 
ed all parts of the world. The Communists are now 
able to stand on firm grounds and to turn into fighters 
capable of adapting the essence of communism to the 
field of labour. 

Many of the countries of the world in our age have 
adopted a socialist regime. This has eventually led 
to the reformulation of many of the issues connect- 
ed with the establishment of socialism anid commun- 
ism into new formulas. Thus the finding of 4 new 
guiding doctrine capable of solving all thé existing 
problems of our time has become a vitally important 
issue directly connected with the future of the revolti- 
tion. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung, the great Marxist-Leninist 
and genius leader, realizing the new pressing and 
urgent requisites of the revolution of our age, has 
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created the immortal Juche idea as a solution to those 
problems. Thus he enlightened the path to all pro- 
gressive nations in the entire world so as to help 
them to achieve national independence against im- 
perialism and to lay the foundation of socialism and 
communism. 

The Juche idea stands as a new doctrine, a guid- 
ing director for all countries in phase of revolution 
and construction, during the different stages of 
development. Basing himself on this, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung was not only able to lay the foundation 
and rules of the Juche doctrine but was also able 
to lead the Workers’ Party of Korea and the Korean 
people towards a national application of his doctrine, 
thus giving rise to a new era of Juche. 

It would be appropriate in this respect to quote 


Comrade Kim I] Sung: “In our country the Juche 
idea is a stern fact of history established in all as- 


pects of social life.” 

We all know how hard and complex were the sub- 
jective, objective and historical conditions in the bat- 
tle of revolution and construction in Korea. 

The American imperialists who were defeated for 
the first time in their history in the Korean war used 
to claim that the Korean people would never be able 
to reconstruct what the war had destroyed even over 
a hundred years. Yet, the Korean people armed with 
the Juche idea did not feel despair even for one mo- 
ment during the worst circumstances. The people 
began to reconstruct their country right after the war 
knowing for sure that they would never be able to 
rebuild their country unless they depended upon 
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themselves. Then came the miracle which surprised 
the whole world, the wonder of “Chollima’”’. 

The Korean people managed to carry out a difficult 
task when they rebuilt the economy and industry of 
the country in 14 years. As a result, Korea changed 
into a strong socialist and industrial country. 


The miracle was achieved within such a short 
time and the world began to call Korea the “country 
of Juche”, the country of “Chollima”, and the coun- 
try of the socialist example. 

What was the basic reason behind all these 
achievements? It is the great Juche idea and the 
genius of Comrade Kim II Sung and his wise leader- 
ship. All those who visited Korea saw for themselves 
this great miracle. 

The experiences gained by the Korean people are 
very valuable experiences which inspire the peoples 
of the militant countries and arouse confidence and 
enthusiasm in the young states recently liberated 
from colonialism. 

The Juche idea has now gone over the borders of 
Korea to become an original intellectual trend in our 
time. It is spreading every day among the peoples of 
the world, a thing which is a proof of its inexhaustible 
vitality, originality and correctness. 

The revolutionary peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America are nowadays waging a fierce 
struggle against the aggression and intervention of 
imperialism in order to maintain their independen- 
ce and sovereignty and achieve self-sufficiency in 
the field of economy and national self-defence. 
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In the Middle East, the Arab peoples, including 
the peoples of Palestine, Syria and Egypt, are 
continuing their fierce struggle to crush the Ameri- 
can imperialist aggression waged by Zionism on 
behalf of the United States and in order to liberate 
their usurped land. 

In Africa, the continent which one day was 
called the dark continent, the peoples are carrying 
the banner of struggle to repel aggression and 
exploitation by American imperialism and its wes- 
tern European allies and in order to completely 
liberate the whole continent. 

The peoples of Mozambique, Angola and Guinea- 
Bissau are struggling weapon in hand to expel the 
Portuguese colonialists, liberate their land and gain 
independence. The people of Zimbabwe are also 
firmly and courageously struggling against the 
fascist barbaric rule of British colonialism and lan 
Smith’s racialist clique. 

The people of Guinea-Bissau have liberated three- 
fourths of their land and have recently established 
the Republic of Guinea-Bissau which is the legitimate 
authority recognized by the progressive peoples of the 
world. 

Many peoples in the Middle East and Africa which 
have already got their independence are now remov- 
ing the malignant traces of the colonialist era and 
are seeking to realize political independence, econo- 
mic self-sufficiency, reinforce self-defence, and pre- 
paring national cadres to run the economy and the 
state affairs besides developing national culture. 

Here, the example set by Somalia emerges as 
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an example that occupies a remarkable position 
among the peoples who realized great successes in 
revolution and construction. 

The Somali people have nationalized factories, 
corporations, banks and firms which were owned by 
foreign imperialist monopolies. The Somali people 
then began to implement the three-year plan to 
develop their national economy and raised high the 
slogan of self-reliance “ISKA WAH U QABSO”. 

The Somali people established many factories 
including a textile factory, a leather factory, a timber 
factory and a meat canning factory. Somalia now 
produces the consumer goods it needs out of its own 
resources. It has also realized many achievements in 
consolidating the material bases for agriculture and 
cattle ‘breeding which are the two most important 
factors of the national economy. 

Now, we see for ourselves how the Somali peo- 
ple have changed the face of Mogadishu and turned it 
into a beautiful capital. They have also realized many 
things in the field of establishing public buildings 
such as this peoples’ hall we are now nieeting in, 
and also in the field of building new roads, schools, 
hospitals and dwellings. All these have been achiiev- 
ed during two or three years of revolution (the 
Revolution of October 21). 

The Somali people are still continuing — their 
fierce struggle for removing the traces of the old 
colonialist rule and realizing Somalization of the 
different political, economic, scientific and cultural 
fields. 

The most important thing which is now being 
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carried out by the Somali people is their doing 
without foreign civil servants in the governmental 
apparatus, the economy and the management of thé 
economy, replacing them by responsible Somali citi- 
zens. 

The establishment of the national university has 
been one of the effective measures which will have 
their basic role in meeting Somali needs of national 
cadres necessary for the realization of the revolution 
and the building of the new society. Besides, there 
is the expansion in technical institutes and second: 
ary and other schools. This, in addition to other 
activities, is aimed at stamping out illiteracy which 
is one of the obvious remnants of colonialism. 

The Somali people seek to increase the rates of 
production and labour with the aim of stamping 
out subversive conspiracies inside and outside So- 
malia and to enhance its defence capability in order 
to be able to maintain and defend its revolutionary 
gains. 

This is the example set by new Somalia. There 
are other examples set by Algeria, Tanzania, Congo, 
Guinea and the Sudan. 

These achievements have been realized under the 
banner of independence and _ anti-imperialism. 
They were also realized through self-reliance. 

This disproves the imperialists’ and colotialists’ 
claims and also the claims of reactionaries and rac- 
ists that the Third World countries cannot stand on 
their feet. 

Dear Comrades and friends, respectable delega- 
tes, 
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These achievements and this progress on the path 
of revolution and construction have proved and still 
prove that the Juche doctrine has become a guiding 
doctrine and a glaring beacon. The Juche idea is one 
that guarantees the triumph of revolution in each 
country as well as the triumph of the world revolu- 
tion. It is a victorious invincible weapon. 

The Juche idea has become an accomplished fact 
both in theory and practice. It is impossible to guide 
the revolution and construction to victory, and it is 
also impossible to correct any deviations except 
through this great doctrine.

Ladies and comrades, 

My humble contribution in the work of this impor- 
tant scientific seminar shall be under the following 
title: 

The role of the leader of the proletariat in the 
development of history and the immortal Juche idea 
created by the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung. 
Honourable conferees, 

Historical materialism of the people’s movement 
has indeed been the subject of intensive study and 
attention of many philosophers and thinkers since 
philosophical thinking has embarked on the examina- 
tion of the material issues of the community. 

In this context, history has been defined as an 
everlasting continued cycle of events, an interlock- 
ed combination of its parts, and a development ac- 
cording to established laws. 

The march of history in our contemporary life is 
persistent, it gives rise to the emergence of clear 
community development throughout the ages. We find 
that the evolutionary ideas, though they play their 
role in the process of embodiment, yet these ideas can- 
not directly and in themselves affect the material 
community life. So we find that these ideas live in the 
minds of men, but the crystallization of these ideas and 
their resulting effect on the social evolution are never 
apparent except when reflected on the conduct and 
behaviour of people. When ideas meet the natural 
requirements of social life, then sooner or later they 
will find their way to the minds of the broad masses 
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and become their own ideas that unify them in one 
capable army inspired by one objective and one uni 
fied will. Thus the spontaneous resentment of the 
masses and their spontaneous movement change into 
an organized struggle. Then ideas crystallize in an 
effective action that unifies people, organizes them 
and prompts them to carry out creative activities. 

It is an established scientific fact that when ideas 
possess the masses, they become a physical force. 

The emergence of eminent leaders is closely con- 
nected with the norms of historical development. 
Their emergence is in fact a reality taking the form 
of an inevitable necessity at certain circumstances. 
The role of such leaders is manifest in the fact that 
their activity is connected with the struggle of clas- 
ses for the concretization of the ideas of the leaders 
in the active work of these classes with the aim of 
changing the ideas of the leaders into a scientific 
fact. Then it can be said that those ideas transform 
into material force. 

This is the basic role of eminent leaders in history. 
It is the leaders of the working class who innovate 
revolutionary ideas and seek to arm the broad mas- 
ses with these ideas. They organize and unite these 
masses and lead revolution and construction to vic- 
tory. The leaders of the working class, in initiating 
the struggle of the masses of the people and in ex- 
plaining and crystallizing the scientific strategy and 
tactics, organize the broad masses and lead them in 
the implementation of these strategy and tactics until 
the revolution and construction are achieved and vic- 
tory realized. They create revolutionary traditions 
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which constitute the original historical roots of the 
revolution and the party and are considered an 
inexhaustible source for the successful conduct of 
revolution. 

The great leaders, in leading the organizations 
and machinery forming the whole system of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat, provide the foundation 
for implementing and proving the established scienti- 
fic and historical fact stating that masses make his- 
tory, but their strength does not emerge unless there 
is a leader to organize and lead these masses to vic- 
tory. 

The education of the masses, their organization 
into cadres for revolution and construction is a great 
job which can only be done by an eminent leader who 
is a representative of and a pioneer for the working 
class. 

Based on what I have said, it can be said that the 
role of the great leader Comrade Kim Il Sung in the 
Korean revolution and in world revolution in general 
is a proof of this established fact and premise. It is 
he who initiated the everlasting Juche idea which is 
a symbol of the great Marxist-Leninist thought in our 
time. It was Comrade Kim Il Sung who planned the 
line of struggle of the masses of the people, and 
created original revolutionary traditions through the 
anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle. Comrade 
Kim Il Sung led the whole system of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat and has always been in the 
vanguard of the revolutionary struggle as a planner 
and executor, and ias a leader of his nation on the 
road of realizing the revolution, building socialism, 
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and has succeeded in consolidating the national build- 
ing. He is the son of the people, their great leader 
and the man who realized the revolution and achieve- 
ments of the people. He is also the representative and 
leader of the working class. 

The role of the masses and the struggle of clas- 
ses in determining the path of history can be realiz- 
ed through the attachment of the masses to the 
thoughts of the leaders, so that this process of deter- 
mining the path of history may coincide with the 
momentous plans. 

Thus the theory of the motivating forces behind 
social progress creates a historical turning point. 
Among these objective conditions, the emergence of 
the great revolutionary leader, the innovating 
Marxist-Leninist Comrade Kim I] Sung, has been a 
great historical turning point that led to basic trans- 
formations in Korea and on a world scale. The 
results of these deep transformations were reflected 
on the life of the Korean people and world revolu- 
tions. 

Thus the glorious revolutionary history of the 
prominent leader Comrade Kim I] Sung is in fact 
the mainspring which provides the whole Korean 
people with the strength of confidence and_ the 
courage of solidity. It also imbues the struggling 
peoples who look forward to realizing their indepen- 
dence, prosperity, freedom and happiness and to 
socialism and communism, with all this confidence 
and solidity. Comrade Kim Il Sung is the personi- 
fication of desired aspirations of the people. He 
creates revolutionary enthusiasm and wisdom and

he is the pioneer beacon of revolution which lights 
the road for victory. 


The Essential Content of the Juche Idea 


When speaking about the essence of the great 
Juche idea, the great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung 
said: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that the 
masters of the revolution and the work of construc- 
tion are the masses of the people and that they are 
also the motive force of the revolution and the work 
of construction. In other words, one is responsible for 
one’s own destiny and one has also the capacity for 
hewing out one’s own destiny.” 

The masters of the revolution and construction 
are the masses of the people. This means that the 
revolution and construction are carried out by the 
masses of the people who should shoulder the whole 
responsibility for that. 

Also, the motivating forces of the revolution and 
construction lie in the masses of the people, because 
these masses have inexhaustible creative power and 
wisdom which make it possible to achieve revolution 
and construction by their own forces. 

The revolution can never succeed without the 
struggle of the masses, and their concept of this 
struggle. For this, the Juche idea calls upon the 
masses of the people to adhere to the behaviour of 
the master of revolution and construction. 

What then does the establishing of Juche mean? 
Comrade Kim I] Sung said: 
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“Establishing Juche means taking the attitude of 
a master towards the revolution and _ construction. 
Since the masters of the revolution and construction 
are the masses of the people, they should take a res- 
ponsible attitude of a master towards the revolution 
and construction. The attitude of a master finds ex- 
pression in an independent and creative stand.” 

Revolution and construction are a work for the 
masses of the people, a work that has to be carried 
out by themselves. Therefore, the transformation of 
nature and society demands an independent position 
and creative activity. 

Thus it becomes clear, according to the above- 
mentioned premise, that having the attitude of the 
master of the revolution and construction can be 
manifested in independence and innovation. The 
attitude of independence is related to the way of 
defending the right of the master of the revolution 
and construction and shouldering responsibility as 
such. In other words, the independent attitude 
means the renouncing of the spirit of dependence, 
and that one thinks with one’s own mind and has 
confidence in his own forces and should solve 
problems arising as a result of all this through the 
revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 

Based on the interests of its people and revolu- 
tion, each country should always maintain a con- 
sistent independent attitude in laying down all poli- 
cies and lines through its own efforts, and imple- 
ment the revolution and construction in accordance 
with the principle of self-reliance. 

In order that one may adhere to his independent 
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attitude, one should oppose being a protege of big 
powers and should also avoid national nihilism. 

Experiences of history show that when a person 
takes to flunkeyism he becomes an idiot, when a na- 
tion takes to flunkeyism the country is ruined and 
when a party takes to flunkeyism it makes a mess 
of the revolution. 

Those who advocate being tails of big powers 
are lost in darkness and lose confidence in their 
own forces. They turn into living parasites, 

The creative stand is related to the way of con- 
solidating the role of the masses of the people, of 
those interested in the transformation of the world 
and of society. 

In other words, the creative stand means reliance 
on the revolutionary enthusiasm and the creative 
efforts of the masses of the people. 

It means application of the general principles 
of Marxism-Leninism, the experiments of other 
countries in accordance with their historical condi- 
tions and the national characteristics of the country, 
but opposing ideological rigidity. 

The proponents of ideological rigidity always 
impart what the others have, automatically without 
examining the factual situation and conditions of the 
other’s country. Then they apply what they impart 
short of the moral, psychological, technical and social 
heritage. 

It is impossible to stage any revolution without 
providing the mecessary positive, material and gener- 
al conditions for it. Marxism-Leninism cannot be a 
strong arm for this revolution unless the doctrine is 
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reconciled with actual conditions and characteristics. 

For this reason each country must apply Marxism- 
Leninism in accordance with the concrete actual con- 
ditions of the country without being bound up by 
any particular formula or obstructive enunciation. 
This solution necessitates—in addition to the analysis 
of the actual conditions, political and social heritage 
that fit into the national framework of the country— 
respect of the other country’s experiments so that 
benefit from them should be based on criticism which 
brings about the adjustment of those experiments to 
meet the conditions and the actual prevailing situa- 
tion in the country. Then those experiments should 
be digested after removing all the problems which 
undermine the application process. 

He who does not succeed in applying Juche in the 
ideological and jpolitical domains, will never be able 
to take initiatives, and will end in rigidity and 
inability to take the right steps. This will conduce 
to his blind imitation of others, in other words, total 
ideological bankruptcy. 

The idea of Juche as elaborated by the great 
Comrade Kim Il Sung means the pure thinking of 
Marxism-Leninism in our age. The great leader 
Comrade Kim II Sung said: 

“The Juche idea is in full agreement with the fun- 
damental principles of Marxism-Leninism; it came 
into being as a reflection of the new stage of develop- 
ment of the international communist movement and 
its essential requirements.” 

A revolution is staged and developed by the 
internal factors of each country; the makers of any 
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revolution in any country are the working class and 
{he people of that country. 

A revolution can neither be exported nor imported. 
This means that innovation is the basic need jor the 
idea of Juche and is identical with the basic princip- 
les of Marxism-Leninism. The Juche idea is also 
identical with the creative character of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

Marxism-Leninism is not ideological rigidity; it 
is rather a creative doctrine. 

For this reason Marxism-Leninism must be ap- 
plied and developed in a creative manner which 
meets the new conditions of revolution and construc- 
tion. And in this way it can bring up its force as a 
distinct weapon for revolutionary struggle. 

The idea of Juche envisaged to solve the problems 
stemming from revolution and construction within 
the context of independence, embodies the creative 
spirit of Marxism-Leninism already mentioned. 

Revolution of one country is a link in the chain 
of international revolution, and part and parcel of 
it. For this reason, the Juche idea needs to have the 
upper hand in so far as revolution and construction 
of a country are concerned, so that it may be identic- 
al with the spirit of proletarian internationalism. 

The great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung has 
expounded all the theoretical and practical problems 
of our age which have led to the development of the 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine and its promotion to a 
higher level. 

On the basis of a scientific analysis of the econo- 
mic structure and social relationships of colonized and 
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neo-colonized countries, Comrade Kim I] Sung defin- 
ed the actual revolution of these countries as “anti- 
imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic revolution”. He 
resolved the question of power in this revolution in a 
creative manner. He also explained the mission of 
the people who have been liberated from the yoke of 
colonialism, their mission of economic and _ social 
transformation. 

The great leader Comrade Kim II Sung has put 
forward a creative scientific theory relative to social- 
ist and communist construction. He also put forward 
a grand idea relating to the continued enhancement of 
the role of the leading party and consolidation of 
the proletarian dictatorship until socialism and com- 
munism are successfully achieved at the level of the 
whole world. His idea relates also to the right asso- 
ciation of the class line and mass line. 

He also put forward a pilot-idea for the continua- 
tion of the revolution after the establishment of the 
socialist system. It fixes a strategic target of achiev- 
ing materialistic and ideological communism. 

At the same time, he put forward the scientific 
strategical and tactical ideas which will bring about 
the victory of the international revolution. In the 
forefront is the basic strategy of the international 
revolution, the spearhead of which is directed against 
American imperialism. It is a strategy relating to 
the stripping of American imperialism off its 
weapons; it is a programme of common action and 
united front against American imperialism and 
colonialism. 

Moreover, the leader of the world revolution, 
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Comrade Kim I] Sung, has explained all the theoretic; 
al and practical problems of the present age. All this 
indicates that the everlasting idea of Juche which has 
been initiated by Comrade Kim II Sung, is the same 
dectrine as the great doctrine of Marxism-Leninism 
in an age when colonialism is on the decline and so- 
cialism and communism are on the ascent. 

The Korean people have made great achievements 
by applying the idea of Juche in all domains of 
revolution and construction. For this reason the Ko- 
rean people strongly rally around Comrade 
Kim Il Sung, the great leader of the revolution, with 
one idea and one will. 

The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea has 
become a Socialist, industrial country with a strong 
independent national economy, a _ bright national 
culture and an overwhelming defence force. 

On the basis of the idea of Juche, the great 
Comrade Kim Il Sung put forward a wise plan for 
the independent and peaceful reunification of Korea. 

On 23rd June last, he proposed a five-point plan 
for the peaceful and independent reunification of the 
country: 

1. Removal of military confrontation between the 
North and South and easing of tension between 
them. 

2. Achievement of multisided cooperation and ex- 
changes between the North and South. 

3. Convening a big national conference to embrace 
representatives of the various classes and strata 
of the people, and representatives of the political 
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parties and social organizations in the North and 

South. 

4. Establishment of a confederation embracing the 
North and the South to be called the ‘Federal 
Republic of Koryo.” 

5. Admission to the UN as one state called the 
“Federal Republic of Koryo.” 

The five-point reunification plan as launched by 
the great leader Comrade Kim II] Sung, reflects the 
desire and interests of all the Korean people and 
therefore can be considered as a programme for the 
Korean people’s struggle for reunification. But the 
American imperialists and the rulers of south Korea 
are dead set against this just plan, and hatch cons- 
piracies to continue the division of Korea. 

I strongly denounce the intrigues and_ sickly 
maneuvers to perpetuate the two artificial Koreas, 
hatched by the American imperialists and the clique 
of Pak Jung Hi, and firmly call for the immediate 
withdrawal of the aggressive forces of American im- 
perialism from southern Korea. 

I also absolutely support the five-point plan for 
the unification of the nation, which was _ presented 
by the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung. 

Due to the everlasting achievements realized and 
still being realized by the great leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung along the progress of the Korean 
revolution and the world revolution, and of Marxism- 
Leninism, progressive peoples all over the world ex- 
press their great respect for the great leader and 
share with the Korean people their limitless love for 


him.

We warmly thank the patrons of this scientific 
seminar for having extended an invitation to us so 
that we may participate in this historic gathering. 
The invitation from the Somali Secretary of State for 
Higher Education and Cuiture requesting us to par- 
ticipate in this scientific seminar on the Juche idea 
of the Middle, Near East and African countries came 
as a welcome surprise, for we attach great signifi- 
cance to the dynamic idea of Juche. 

We have heard of and been inspired by, the rev- 
olutionary origination of “ISKA WAH U QABSO”, 
self-reliance in Somalia. During our short stay here 
we are certain that we will acquaint ourselves better 
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with the great revolutionary strides being made by 
this country, under the illustrious leadership of 
President Siad Barre. 

The invincible Juche idea immediately, on men- 
tion, brings to mind the glorious revolution of Ko- 
rea which was personally led by the outstanding rev- 
olutionary leader, Comrade Kim I] Sung. 

The Juche idea was one of the loftiest ideas that 
was brought forth in the course of the anti-Japanese 
revolutionary struggle. 

The Korean revolution had accumulated a lot of 
experiences; the earlier communist movement had 
failed because of lack of wise leadership at that time. 
Thanks to the coming of Comrade Kim I] Sung into 
the Korean struggle for liberation, he brought in a 
revolutionary scientific mind that soon changed the 
entire revolutionary course and brought the glorious 
victory we today witness. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung had found that for the de- 
velopment and success of the Korean revolution it 
was of primary importance to apply Marxist-Lenin- 
ist theory. However, because of the specific conditions 
of Korea with its peculiar characteristics, it was es- 
sential that Marxist-Leninist theory should not be 
applied dogmatically. He, therefore, applied this theo- 
ry in a unique way and developed it independently. 

It was in this Marxist-Leninist application that 
Comrade Kim I] Sung created the Juche idea, an 
idea which has become the greatest revolutionary 
tool amongst contemporary ideas, because within it 
lies the hope of developing nations and the national 
liberation movement. 
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The question, therefore, arises: What do we un- 
derstand by the Juche idea? 

Comrade Kim I] Sung has stated: “To establish 
Juche means, in a word, to approach revolution and 
construction in one’s own country with the attitude 
of a master. This means adhering to the independent 
stand of rejecting dependence on others and of using 
one’s own brains, believing in one’s own strength and 
displaying the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, 
thus solving all problems for oneself on one’s own 
responsibility. It also means maintaining the creative 
stand of opposing dogmatism and of applying the 
universal principles of Marxism-Leninism together 
with the experiences of other countries to suit the his- 
torical conditions and national peculiarities of one’s 
own country.” 

By Juche is meant abiding by the principle of solv- 
ing all problems of the revolution and construction 
independently in accordance with the actual condi- 
tions of one’s own country and primarily by one’s 
own efforts. This implies creative application of the 
general truth of Marxism-Leninism and the ex- 
perience of the international revolutionary movement 
in keeping with the historic conditions and national 
peculiarities of one’s own country. It also signifies 
independent solution of one’s problems in the rev- 
olutionary struggle and construction by displaying 
the spirit of self-reliance. 

Though the Juche idea was initially developed in 
order to serve the Korean revolution at a time when 
Comrade Kim Il Sung was expounding ideas and 
theories that would bring eventual success, it is ob- 
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vious that he did not have his mind of Korea, he was 
making a monumental contribution to the world rev- 
olution and was also thinking of the great task of 
national reconstruction. 

Once the Juche idea has been grasped, firstly, the 
divisions within one nation that are brought about 
hy so-called “aid” come to an end; and, secondly, 
mass mobilization towards national liberation and 
construction becomes more effective. It was in the 
application of the Juche idea that Comrade 
Kim Il Sung so wisely brought forward ideas and 
theories that the Japanese militarists, and later the 
United States imperialists, came to learn of their 
invincibility after being routed on the battlefield. 

Through the application of Juche, the Korean 
people’s struggle was analysed and summed up, the 
successive stages of the national liberation revolu- 
tion, democratic revolution, socialist revolution and 
socialist construction, were victoriously passed. The 
difficult problems arising out of the transitional 
period towards the final victory of socialism were 
scientifically clarified theoretically. The strategy of 
anti-imperialist, anti-US struggle at the present 
stage was elaborated. This was an outstanding con- 
tribution to the national liberation movement and it 
has enriched the treasure-house of the world revolu- 
tionary movement. 

The Juche idea rejects subservience, flunkeyism 
and dogmatism; this concept embraces the principle 
of self-reliance in ideology and in politics, in the 
economy and in military affairs. It means to think 
creatively about all problems ourselves, to solve them 
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in accordance with actual conditions in our own 
countries, independently with our own strength, and 
in accordance with our own revolutionary interests. 

Through the Juche principle we can apply, in our 
respective countries, the universal truths of the 
world’s revolutionary movement, the experience of 
other countries, while opposing subservience and 
dogmatism. No people can carry through revolution- 
ary construction successfully without giving full 
play to the spirit of self-reliance. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung has stated: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that the 
masters of the revolution and the work of construc- 
tion are the masses of the people and that they are 
also the motive force of the revolution and the work 
of construction. In other words, one is responsible for 
one’s own destiny and one has also the capacity for 
hewing out one’s own destiny.” 

The people themselves are the decisive factor in 
any revolution. Nobody can carry revolution out for 
them. Revolution can neither be imported nor ex- 
ported. 

If a nation becomes subservient, it will lose inde- 
pendence. If an individual becomes subservient, he 
becomes incapable of making an independent judge- 
ment and becomes a useless person. Historical ex- 
perience shows that all those who become subser- 
vient become traitors to a nation. 

Whilst we uphold the line of self-reliance based 
on the idea of Juche of Comrade Kim [1 Sung, this 
idea must strengthen proletarian internationalism. 
For the line of self-reliance is inseparable from pro- 
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letarian internationalism. The two must never be 
counterposed under any circumstances or for any 
reason whatsoever. 

Viewed from the above, therefore, it becomes ob- 
vious that the Juche idea and its urgent necessity 
does not need over-emphasizing, its implementation 
should be a_ priority. 

The developing countries of Africa, Asia and 
Latin America have as yet, in more than two decades 
of nominal independence, in some cases, not made 
the economic and cultural breakthrough that holds 
the promise for a good and prosperous future. The 
reasons for this economic stagnation are not far to 
seek. For that matter many peoples and nations in 
the developing world have been becoming poorer 
than before. 

The Third World has placed greater emphasis on 
“aid”. This “aid” benefits the donor countries ins- 
tead of the recipient countries because it becomes 
the cloak under which exploitation is intensified. 

This is not the occasion for making a serious an- 
alysis of what the so-called ‘‘aid” does to a develop- 
ing economy. The facts are pretty well-known to all 
of us. We would like to point out, however, that the 
imperialists in their political, economic and cultural 
aggression of the developing nations have created ar- 
tificial wants amongst our people to the extent that 
before people in a developing nation can do anyth- 
ing, they complain that they have no money, no 
money to build a school, no money to build a house, 
no money to make a road and similar complaints. 
Yet the fact of the matter is that to build a house or 
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school you need bricks and wood and water. We have 
soil and clay in abundance, in fact we are standing 
on it, so making bricks just needs rolling up our 
sleeves and doing a piece of work. It is ridiculous, 
similarly, to complain of a lack of water when all 
you have to do is to dig. 

This may sound to some like an over-simplifica- 
tion, but have a look at the rural areas of many a 
developing country and you will realize its truth- 
fulness. 

When you grasp the Juche idea, you will find 
that you have armed yourself with the key that will 
open all the secret passages to your problems. You 
have a magic weapon that can turn soil into a house 
or school, you can make roads where there is dense 
bush and, indeed, you can get water out of a rock if 
you strike it with a pick long enough, going deeper 
and deeper down. 

Mass mobilization is an essential part of the 
Juche idea. It can be effectively implemented only if 
the masses themselves are armed with this dynamic 
idea. They will creatively apply it, innovate methods 
of work and bring out their creative ability. 

The Juche idea has special significance to us in 
the national liberation movement. As we said earlier, 
its application in Korea taught the Japanese militar- 
ists and the US imperialists a good ‘lesson. The Jap- 
anese militarists were thrown out of the country and 
the US imperialists were compelled to bow down and 
humiliatingly sign an armistice agreement. Today 
they are only hanging on to part of Korea, the south- 
ern part, by their finger nails, because their puppet 
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Pak Jung Hi spends sleepless nights owing to the 
revolutionary upsurge raging in south Korea today. 

The African countries and the Arab countries are 
at war with United States imperialism through its 
puppet, the Israeii zionists. Self-reliance in defence 
is the only way by which we will be able to wage a 
protracted war until victory. 

With the Juche idea, we fully support the Arab 
countries for the liberation of their sacred lands 
from the Israeli zionists. We stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder with the Palestinian compatriots who are 
engaged in a glorious struggle for the liberation of 
Palestine from the greatest imperialist evil in the 
Middle East and Africa today, Israeli zionism. We 
fully support the ARE and Syria in the present war. 

We fully support the peoples of Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia. We assert that there is only one China, 
the People’s Republic of China, and Taiwan is part 
of China. 

We stand shoulder-to-shoulder with the national 
liberation movements in Guinea-Bissau, Angola, 
Mozambique, Zimbabwe, Namibia, Azania, and other 
areas still fighting for national liberation. 

We support the struggles of the Latin-American, 
African and Asian countries for the consolidation of 
independence and national sovereignty. 

In south Korea today, the revolutionary move- 
ment is in a high-tide of struggle. The students, mass 
organizations and democratic personages are wag- 
ing a relentless struggle for the overthrow of Pak 
Jung Hi and his gang of American puppets. The Ko- 
rean people in the south want democratic rule and 
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are in line with the aspirations of all the Korean 
people, a unified Korea. The Korean people reject 
US imperialist attempts at creating “two Koreas”. 

Comrade Kim II Sung has summed up the just 
demands of the Korean nation in his five-point pro- 
gramme for the reunification of Korea. 

Of primary importance now is that the United 
States troops that are militarily occupying south Ko- 
rea under the signboard of the United Nations should 
get out of south Korea so that the Korean people can 
be free to settle outstanding questions aiming at 
uniting their country peacefully without outside in- 
terference.

The development of the gigantic struggle in the 
Asian Continent for national liberation serves as a 
great experience to Latin America. 

Asian peoples had lived in the age of darkness 
where ignorance, starvation and unemployment were 
predominant under colonial domination accompanied 
with the harshest exploitation. The imperialist mast- 
ers robbed them of their huge natural riches like the 
real birds of prey and enriched their metropolitan 
states, which were soon converted into highly indu- 
strialized, monopoly capitalist states, and sold at 
high prices their commodities to the so-called under- 
developed countries. 

These forms of commerce and industry operate in 
most of the courttries of America and Africa, through 
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the predominance of Yankee imperialism, which em- 
ploys many forms of domination, always imposing 
unconditional subordination on the rulers who ma- 
nage the nations in collusion with imperialism. And 
the peoples suffer exploitation and humiliation by 
the so-called multinational companies which are no 
more than the agencies and branches of large com- 
panies, above all, of the United States and other big 
powers. 

Under the banner of Marxism-Leninism which 
has been developed and enriched by the new concep- 
tions formed in each country in accordance with its 
respective geopolitical realities, the Asian Continent 
has waged grand movements for national liberation 
along a correct line, with the participation of the 
masses, through uncompromising and indomitable 
struggles without concession to the enemy and arms 
in hand, defeated US imperialism, got rid once and 
for all of its permanent allies and unconditional pup- 
pets—the native bourgeoisie—and built a new, free 
fatherland for the well-being of the people, where 
natural resources are exploited not for foreign po- 
wers and the wealth of a certain country but for the 
exclusive benefits of the working class and_ the 
peasantry. 

The liberated countries of Asia, such as the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China, the glorious Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea, the Democratic Republic 
of Viet Nam and the recently-triumphed Laos and 
Cambodia, followed a correct policy of class struggle, 
fought against the common enemy with all the availa- 
ble means, and made use of inexhaustible strength

of their peoples, of their excellent cadres, who, with 
heroic tenacity, sacrifice, sincerity and wise leader- 
ship have grown in strength in the struggle against 
the strong enemies which resorted to all the vile, sa- 
vage and foul means to quench their righteous strug- 
gle but met with failure in the end to crown the op- 
pressed people with victory. No people in the world 
can forget these heroic feats, for they represent truly 
popular epic poems and showed the inerasable path 
of struggles of the masses which, with actual sacrifi- 
ces, experiences gained in the failures, much blood 
shed and destruction, ushered in a new dawn and 
gave birth to free nations, which constitute democrati- 
cally highly developed socialist states, and our great 
solidarity goes to all the combatants struggling for 
national liberation. Mention should also be made oi 
the peoples of Africa, who remained for centuries 
under the most cruel domination of some of the great 
powers, and who fought against all the adversaries 
including the powerful imperialist forces, with the 
real consciousness of the oppressed classes, until 
their liberation to become independent of the metro- 
politan states and construct free states to be incor- 
porated in the ranks of the Third World countries. 
The peoples under arms who are fighting in the 
iron-like National Liberation Fronts will never yield 
to the plunderers, the vicious bloodsuckers, who avail 
themselves of the special war, concentration camps, 
harsh repression and employ a number of methods 
of oppression and torture. The participation of women 
in these patriotic struggles was very important. Their 
hatred to the enemies became an invincible force. The 
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women, with self-sacrifice, wisdom, courage, bravery 
and decision, contributed to the triumph of the libera- 
tion of many peoples. In particular, while looking 
after their houses and taking care of their children, 
they fought, arms in hand, in the towns and the coun- 
tryside. Daily life was not interrupted. Men and 
women found time to work in the fields of agriculture 
or in the centres of production, with the object of 
obtaining more necessary products for living. In 
these periods of struggle, in spite of tremendous dil- 
ficulties, the children, who represented the future 
generation, received education at the improvised 
schools in various places. The fundamental thing is 
that they continued to grow up in the arduous period 
of struggle for liberation while being equipped with 
a new coriception of life so that a new society to be 
formed after popular triumph might protect them 
and initiate a new era without injustice, an era of 
peace, that is, a life full of happiness. 

The great leader Comrade Kim II Sung said: 

“The struggle of the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America against imperialism and colonialism 
is a sacred liberation struggle for hundreds of mil- 
lions of oppressed and humiliated people; it is also 
a great battle to cut the life line of world imperialism. 
This struggle and the revolutionary struggle of the 
international working class for socialism are the two 
major revolutionary forces of our times, and _ they 
join into one torrent which will carry imperialism to 
its grave.” 

Sublime are the position and the historical role 
of all the national liberation movements which were 
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started in the colonies and organized with the po- 
pular ardor, often without economic means, without 
arms, but because of the constancy, correct lines and 
the participation of the masses. 

As is generally known, it was considered before 
that the problem of the national liberation of colonies 
or of peoples subjected to the so-called representa- 
tive democracy could be solved mainly in dependence 
on the revolutionary struggle of the working class 
of the metropolitan states or of the labour unions of 
the oppressed states. 

The historical conditions of our times are that 
hundreds of millions of oppressed people have cast 
off the yoke of exploitation and the chains of ignomi- 
ny and tyranny, have appeared on the arena of his- 
tory and raised the cry of liberty, through the po- 
pular movements of armed struggle to strike at im- 
perialism and at the successive rulers, and through 
heroic feats performed in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 

Proceeding from these historical conditions of our 
times, the respected and beloved leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung formed a new conception. 

With his great profundity and revolutionary sen- 
sibility, he overthrew the old conception which sole- 
ly regarded the labour movement of the metropolitan 
state as the principal factor and force of the revolu- 
tion and considered the national liberation move- 
ments of the colonies to be a mere contingent of 
reserve, and presented such an indestructible, ori- 
ginal theory as the Juche idea, in whose conception 
is established the necessity of the intervention of the 
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masses, that is, of the people themselves, in the na- 
tional liberation movements, through the display of 
their revolutionary enthusiasm and immense creative 
initiatives, thus laying down the axiom that the peo- 
ple are invincible in their just struggle. 

Comrade Kim II Sung has made a really great 
contribution through his wise conceptions and his 
opportune scientific-theoretical clarification of all the 
problems. He inculcates on the masses of the people 
that they are the motive force of the anti-imperialist 
and anti-feudal people’s democratic revolution, that 
the revolutionary forces have to be formed only with 
their participation, and that, only with the forms 
of struggle created instinctively by one’s people who 
are growing in strength against the common enemy 
which is stronger, has better arms and more money 
that enable him to repel by force the popular actions, 
is it possible to overwhelm this numerical superiority 
and advantages with the patriotism of the people, 
with their permanent heroism and sacrifice, until the 
final victory. 

It is necessary to take account of the participation 
of the people, who is the blood, sap, vigor, that is, the 
principal contingent for the triumph of the revolution. 
It must be clearly known that the participation of the 
people should not be considered to be a reserve but 
be regarded as the main and decisive factor in the 
popular revolutionary struggle, in the liberation of 
the people. In this participation should be included, 
as one of the basic links, the peasants, who constitute 
the absolute majority of the respective populations in 
the colonial and dependent countries and who should 
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be united to struggle under the leadership of the 
working class and the cadres hailing from the masses 
of the people. What is indispensable is the formation 
of an anti-imperialist national united front, systemiz- 
ing in an integral way the strategy and tactics for 
attaining the victory of the national liberation move- 
ment, which must take the armed struggle as the 
most powerful tool, and combine with it other rev- 
olutionary tasks helpful to final victory. 

Thus, with the organic combination of the task 
of national liberation and that of class emancipation, 
a wide road has been opened to socialism for the first 
time in history. 

The transformation of the old relations of produc- 
tion in the urban and rural areas and the establish- 
ment of the unique domination of the relations of 
production is the legitimate course of development 
of the revolution and the central task to be carried 
out in the period of transition from capitalism to so- 
cialism. However, previously it was considered as a 
formula that the technical transformation of the rural 
economy preceded the cooperativization of the 
individual economy. It was said that expropriation 
was the only method in the elimination of the capi- 
talist class. However, Comrade Kim I! Sung, without 
sticking to the existing theories, propounded the 
theory of transforming the economic form along so- 
cialist lines prior to the technical transformation of 
the rural economy and the original theory on the 
socialist transformation of the capitalist commerce 
and industry without expropriation, thereby newly 
indicating the need for the socialist transformation 
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of the relations of production and the conditions for 
its realization. The whole process of the socialist tran- 
sformation which was victoriously carried out in Ko- 
rea confirms in an all-round way the correctness and 
immortal vitality of that theory. 

Thanks to this creative theory on the socialist 
revolution, the new legitimacy of the victorious ac- 
complishment of the cause of class liberation could 
be clarified. 

On the other hand, it should be clearly known that 
Marxism-Leninism is not a dogma. On the contrary, 
it has been rapidly enriched, fortified and developed. 
In order to know the theory, we must engage in a 
profound study, which will enable us to destroy for 
ever dogmatism as well as revisionism. In the cen- 
tury of the duration of Marxism and in the more than 
00 years of the development of Marxism by Lenin, 
capitalism passed to its stage of monopolism, with 
the creation of imperialism which originated an epoch 
distinct objectively from that the founders of Marx- 
ism-Leninism had lived in. 

The universal principles of Marxism-Leninism 
must be applied and developed creatively in accord- 
ance with the changes made in our epoch, taking into 
consideration the peculiar conditions of each coun- 
try. 

We reject dogmatism, because it is the process of 
thinking which operates with invariable concepts and 
formulas without taking account of the concrete 
conditions of place and time, or ignoring the princi- 
ple which affirms the concrete character of truth. The 
appearance of dogmatism is connected with the deve- 
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lopment of religious representation, with the exigency 
that all the believers should accept the dogma of the 
church which is established as indisputable truth not 
subject to criticism but obligatory on them. In modern 
philosophy, dogmatism is united with the anti- 
dialectical conceptions which negate the idea of the 
variability and development of the world. In the poli- 
tical life dogmatism leads to sectarianism, the 
abandonment of creative Marxism, subjectivism and 
to the inconsideration of practice. At present, dog- 
matism, together with revisionism, constitutes a grave 
danger to the international labour movement. On the 
other hand, revisionism is an opportunist current in 
the revolutionary labour movement, is contrary to 
Marxism, although it holds its banner. The adherents 
of these tendencies try to revise Marxism, its revolu- 
tionary program and its strategy and tactics. The 
revisionists seek to introduce the bourgeois ideolo- 
gies into the labour movement, adapting Marxism to 
the bourgeois interests, in order to remove the essence 
and fundamentals of Marxism. It is evident that both 
dogmatism and revisionism impede the growth and 
development of Marxism-Leninism. 

The essence and basis of the system of ideas and 
theories of the respected and beloved leader President 
Kim I! Sung is the Juche idea. Juche is a union of 
two Korean words: the first word “Ju” means master 
and the second “che” body. Namely Juche means the 
master of one’s own body, but it should not be tran- 
slated literally or simply. Literarily, philosophically, 
economically, socio-politically, juridically and his- 
torically it contains many principles and concepts 
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which make it possible to resolve rationally all the 
problems of life. 

President Kim I! Sung’s system ol ideas and the- 
ories whose essence and basis is the Juche idea is 
an original system, which has applied and developed 
creatively the universal truth, established by the 
founders of Marxism-Leninism, in conformity with 
the change of the times, especially with the historical 
conditions and national characteristics of Korea. It is 
a heroic creation; it makes it possible to satisfactorily 
solve all the new problems which could not be raised 
in the past. 

Marshal Kim Il Sung, while wisely leading the 
revolution in the second stage, that is, in the stage 
of the formation of the Workers’ Party and the build- 
ing of socialism, regarded the general principles of 
Marxism-Leninism, the fundamental pillars for the 
seizure of power by the working class, as the guide- 
line and, at the same time, solved many things in 
an original way by applying with initiative the uni- 
versal truth of Marxism-Leninism to the historical 
conditions and peculiarities of Korea, many questions 
which had not presented themselves in the epochs of 
Marx and Lenin and which could not even be fore- 
seen and which made it imperative to make a pro- 
found analysis and development, finding correct 
solutions by one’s own methods, with one’s brain and 
with the help of the social sciences, in accordance 
with the requirements of the Korean revolution. These 
were the proper and original roads that brought 
about world-startling, great results. The application 
of this conception in other nations is not imitation, 
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nor copying; it only means a correct interpretation 
and application to the concrete reality, which makes 
it possible to solve all the problems. 

The Juche idea, which is distinguished for its 
originality, is one whole system of ideas and theories 
of President Kim Il Sung, the ever-victorious iron- 
willed brilliant commander and gifted military stra- 
tegist, and is the fruit of his creative energy obtained 
from his own experiences among the popular masses, 
which today serves as an encyclopedia that plays an 
extraordinary role in the ideological preparation of 
the revolution. It is a systematic compilation of the 
extraordinary achievements in the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea in all fields, with an original 
system of composition, the main contents of which 
are the theory of revolution and construction, and the 
correct method of revolutionary leadership, based on 
the Juche idea. 

President Kim I] Sung clearly taught the most 
important character, characteristics, peculiarities of 
the contemporary epoch with ingenious sagacity and 
capacity of penetrating the essence of things better 
than anyone else under any complex circumstances. 
His profound teaching enables us to understand the 
objective essence of things and comprehend that our 
era corresponds without the slightest doubt to the 
epoch of Juche. By studying, learning and analysing 
the rich contents of this idea will we be able to 
realize how ingenious, correct and great it is. Only 
the gifted capacity and activity of the father of the 
Korean people Marshal Kim I] Sung, who knows how 
to translate the sentiments of the masses which no 
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one could understand before, could create a concep: 
tion that is distinguished for its universality, has a 
stable basis and can be applied in every part of the 
world in conformity with the concrete reality of each 
country. 


President Kim Il Sung has said that today the 
progressive world people wish to adopt the Juche 
idea as a means of claiming for their independence. 
No one wants to be subordinated to others and no 
nation tolerates an intervention in its internal affairs 
and allows its national dignity to be trodden under- 
foot. The newly independent countries and even the 
capitalist countries want to take the road of inde- 
pendence and, for that end, take the Juche idea as 
a weapon. 


The basis of the Juche idea is that man is master 
of all things and the decisive factor in everything. 
Man is a social being which produces instruments of 
labour, his conduct is directly determined by his 
thinking, sentiments, will, degree of understanding 
of the laws of nature and society, and by the profun- 
dity of cognizance of himself. Man engaged in pro- 
duction adapts nature to himself. Man cannot exist 
separated from other men and is formed in certain 
conditions. The human nature is not an abstract 
thing inherent in individuals. It is in reality the enti- 
rety of social relations. Man’s activity is performed 
in the long run in its material condition of life. The 
essential and specific features of man are his cons- 
ciousness, spiritual life, and the capacity for utilizing 
various instruments of labour, which are the products 
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of social labour. In place of the old philosophical 
theory on “human nature”, Marxism made clear the 
conception on the concrete nature of man which is 
conditioned by the concrete historical regime of so- 
ciety. In any moment of society man is the product of 
the development of the entire humanity; he assim- 
ilates and reelaborates the results obtained in the 
whole course of history. The forms in which all the 
preceding culture is assimilated and the particularity 
of the influence exerted on man by the historically 
given social relations are determined after all by the 
character of production. When the division of labour 
exists, as in the society of antagonistic classes, man 
cannot freely develop his physical and intellectual 
possibilities and becomes inevitably malformed, 
which is expressed, among others, in the opposition 
between mental and physical labour. And man be- 
comes, as Clearly seen in the capitalist regime, an 
appendix to machine, and the working masses be- 
come the objects of exploitation and are removed 
from active social life and the accumulated cultural 
wealth. 

Only under the socialist system can man have all 
the possibilities of his all-round development, of 
manifestation and cultivation to the maximum of his 
individual aptitude and inclinations, which are plac- 
ed in the service of the collective. In this stage of 
truly popular demccracy the transformation oj nature 
and the utilization of its huge resources are carried 
out for the good of the popular masses and man, too, 
is considered to be the most precious of the world 
and the most powerful of the earth. It is only then 
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that the educational work becomes an important part 
of human work. 

Nature is an objective reality existing outside and 
independent of consciousness. The relations of man 
with nature assume a social character, as they are 
connected by the development of the productive 
forces and the relations of production. The libera- 
tion of man forms dialectical unity in three aspects: 
first, the emancipation of man from nature; second, 
his social liberation; and third, his spiritual libera- 
tion. The liberation of man can be achieved only 
when his external liberation from nature and society 
is accompanied by his spiritual liberation. History 
is the process of continued advance for the true 
liberation of man. 

The liberation of man can be made only with the 
correct application of the Juche idea. 

President Kim Il Sung, qualifying man as a so- 
cial being whose life is independence, elucidated in 
all aspects the social essence of man. 

Man does not want to obey meekly and blindly 
the objective laws of nature and society but wants 
to become their master and tries to incessantly tran- 
Sform the world in accordance with his desired end, 
lofty purposes and hopes. 

The Juche idea reaffirms that man is the absolute 
master of nature as well as society and the master 
of himself. It is with this conception that the human 
revolution is going on in the Korean revolution which 
marches ahead, behind the uplifted invincible banner 
of the Juche idea, under the wise and supreme lead- 
ership of President Kim I] Sung. It is a revolution 
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aiming to establish a transcendental social system 
consistent with man himself. 

The respected and beloved leader President 
Kim Il Sung has taught his people that in work they 
should set an example of working self-sacrificingly 
at the head of others, like the revolutionary fighiers, 
and in life they should become the models of true 
persons with acknowledged simplicity and modesty 
who can help one another. 

When Marshal Kim Il Sung was asked about the 
significance and exact contents of the Juche idea, 
which, as we know, serve to define all the deep-going 
process of development of socialism in the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea, he clearly answer- 
ed that it was not a “theory for theory’s sake” but 
a creative, proper and original idea. This idea has 
enabled and is enabling the Korean ‘people, as the 
absolute master of their own destinies, to embody 
Marxism-Leninism in life along a correct line con- 
forming to the reality, that is, to carry oul a genuine 
revolution, scientifically construct socialism with 
complete political independence, with an independent 
and self-reliant eccnomy and with self-defensive 
capability in national defence, all these with their 
own resources. The Juche idea, in Korea, is an irre- 
futable historical reality materialized in all domains 
of social life; it is an idea combining theory with 
action. 

All the policies and lines of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea emanate from the Juche idea; they are the 
sole guideline for all the activities of the Govern- 
ment of the Republic whose power rests with work- 
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ers, peasants, soldiers and working intellectuals. The 
establishment of Juche in each country is impera- 
tive and very urgent for the good of all peoples, who 
must learn with their own strength from the historical 
experiences of President Kim I] Sung who, display- 
ing genuine patriotism and singular heroism in the 
extremely difficult conditions, repelled the aggres- 
sion and oppression of the Japanese as well as Yan- 
kee imperialism, achieved the liberation of the fa- 
therland, carried out an authentic revolution and 
later the construction of a socialist industrial state 
with its own characteristics, a model state in the 
world. 

With its own strength Korea has converted itself 
in a short time from the semi-feudal country with a 
low level of the productive forces into a socialist 
industrial state provided with a high level of these 
forces, a state friendly and peace-loving but always 
ready to drive out of its territory any aggressive 
force, however large and strong, in reliance on its 
own. strength. 

The Juche idea judges all the problems, laying 
man in their centres, considers man to be the main 
factor and defends his independence. Only when man 
maintains his independence, has class consciousness 
and is ideologically prepared can he become the most 
precious and powerful being in the world. 

Marx said that human society progressed and 
developed by dint of labour and struggle. Thus he 
scientifically explained the extraordinary role which 
the working class assumes and plays in the develop- 
ment of history and. the building of a magnificent 
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new society that only this class can build in unbrea- 
kable alliance with the peasants. 

By giving a wise elucidation that independence 
is for man, President Kim Il Sung gave us the key 
to clarifying with a scientific criterion the objective 
of human labour and struggle. 

The Juche idea has vitalized Marxism-Leninism, 
given it vigor, enriched its contents and clarified the 
correlation between the human subject and the basis; 
it clarified the theory which places a greater value 
to man in their correlation and attaches importance 
to concrete conditions. Next, it made clear the neces- 
sity of the revolution in a country and the problem of 
correlation between the world revolution and that 
of each country, thus establishing the principles of 
sovereignty and independence. 

The class struggle is a correct application of the 
Juche idea which considers it to be the product of 
the contradictions of the mode of production. In a 
society where oppression is harsh, the sole outlet 
before the people is their massive insurrection in de- 
fence of their independence; but even in the case 
where oppression is not so harsh, the people must 
struggle to terminate definitely any regime always 
forced by the ruling class aligned with the imperialist 
forces. It must not be forgotten that the revolutionary 
struggle is the struggle of the people to obtain their 
complete political and economic independence and 
sovereignty. An independent, sovereign, people's 
democratic state regards international solidarity as 
a principal postulate, maintains good relations with 
other countries, and does not encroach upon and 
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violate their independence. That the masses assimi- 
late the Juche idea means realizing the revolution in 
an active way and attaining the development of so- 
ciety which should advance at an accelerated rate. 

Any one who does not comprehend the Juche idea 
cannot understand the strength of the masses, the 
capacity of the proletariat as a class, its weapon of 
struggle—Marxism-Leninism—and its vanguard— 
the Communist Party—and the extraordinary exploits 
of such a leader, the father of the country, as the 
respected and beloved leader Marshal Kim I] Sung 
who: has dedicated his life to the struggle for the 
liberation of his people and built up a socialist indu- 
Strial state. Such a man would say that he cannot 
understand the development attained in Korea, be- 
cause it is something above nature and that it is the 
product of a miracle. We should say that it is by no 
means a miracle, for we are convinced that a miracle 
does not exist. The correct explanation and analysis 
of it should be found in Korea where appeared a new, 
proletarian class which correctly interpreted its own 
reality, with a proper direction that made it possible 
to transform this reality, strike a new road, apply 
Marxism-Leninism creatively, and organized its 
vanguard detachment called the Workers’ Party, and 
this under the sagacious and creative leadership 
of Marshal Kim II Sung, the  ever-victorious iron- 
willed brilliant commander and the gifted military 
strategist and the hero who led thousands of battles 
to victory. The Three-Year Plan (1954-56), the Five- 
Year Plan (1957-61) which was fulfilled in four 
years, the Seven-Year Plan (1961-67 )which was ex- 
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tended to 1970 and completed the construction of a 
socialist industrial state, and the Six-Year Plan 
(1971-76) which has been fulfilled in only five years 
with the greatest results—these economic plans have 
made Korea attain its goals in the development, pro- 
gress. and integral industrialization of the country. 
Prominence must be given to the Socialist Constitu- 
tion of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
adopted at the First Session of the Fifth Supreme 
People’s Assembly on December 27, 1972. This Con- 
stitution is regarded as the best of all in the world, 
for its systematic regulations covering the politics, 
economy and culture. It accurately defines the funda- 
mental rights and duties of the citizens. The Supre- 
me People’s Assembly is the most democratic and 
representative organ, and its members are elected 
democratically through popular vote. The chapter on 
the President of ‘the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea stipulates that the President of the Republic is 
the Head of State and represents the State power and 
is elected at the Supreme People’s Assembly. The 
President of the Republic is also the supreme com- 
mander of the entire armed forces of the Democratic 
People’s Republic cf Korea and the Chairman of 
the National Defence Commission and commands all 
the armed forces of the State. The Central People’s 
Committee is the highest leadership organ of State 
power in the Republic under the direct leadership 
of the President. The Administration Council is an 
important body which executes the decisions and di- 
rectives of the Supreme People’s Assembly. The 
local People’s Assembly and People’s Committee are 
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genuine local organs of power. The chapter on the 
court and the procurator’s office contains the provi- 
sions for the administration of justice by the Central 
Court, the Court of the province, the People’s Court 
and the Special Court and for the methods of its cor- 
rect execution. This new justice protects the power of 
the workers and peasants, the socialist system, the 
property of the State and social and cooperative or- 
ganizations, the rights of people as guaranteed by the 
Constitution and their lives and property against all 
infringements. It guarantees that the State laws are 
strictly observed. During the current economic plan 
the DPRK has abolished the taxation system, the le- 
gacy of the old society, to become the first taxless 
country in the world. 

The direct participation of the masses with a high 
degree of creative initiative in economic construction 
—herein lies the direct and principal factor in the 
high rate of growth and successes. The Juche idea is 
permeated into the great Chongsan-ri spirit and 
Chongsan-ri method which guarantee thal the su- 
periors help their subordinates, take stock in the 
opinions and criticisms of the masses and stimulate 
their conscious enthusiasm by giving priority to poli- 
tical work. This method was created by Marshal 
Kim I! Sung on the basis of his personal experience. 
The Marshal himself, sharing life and bed with the 
peasants in the village of Chongsan-ri in the year 
of 1960, studied and investigated on the spot all the 
problems, simple and complex, and consuited and 
talked with the direct producers to solve them. As a 
result of this admirable and valuable work done in 
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an exemplary manner, there emerged the Chongsan- 
ri method and Chongsan-ri spirit for the direction 
of the masses. With this method, the masses, liber- 
ated from exploitation, are working with a high de- 
gree of enthusiasm, joy and creative ability under the 
slogan, “One for all and all for one”, and fulfilling 
their revolutionary tasks with success. This method is 
also a method of education for raising the politico- 
ideological level. In the wake of the Chongsan-ri 
method, there was established the Taean work sys- 
tem, which is an advanced form of socialist economic 
administration. This system calls for managing and 
operating the economy scientifically and rationally, 
employing the collective strength of the producer 
masses. This is the very communist and revolution- 
ary system of industrial administration. 

As for the Chollima movement, this Chollima is a 
winged steed. The animal gallops at the head in bat- 
iles and takes upon itself the most arduous and dil- 
ficult work and carries heroes to victory with brilliance 
in a war. This movement is represented by this horse, 
because the animal has devotedly served the people 
for centuries with its might, resolution and stoutness. 
The term ‘“Chollima” consists of three words: “Chol”, 
which means thousand, “li” meaning a unit of dis- 
tance, and “ma” meaning a horse, which can cover 
one thousand ri in a day, in one night, with incon- 
ceivable power. This legendary steed is the symbol 
which has been reinlegrated in the socialist construc- 
tion of Korea. The figure of the horse is accompanied 
with its rider, the heroic people, who holds in his 
hand a book representing the knowledge placed in 
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the service of man. Korea is known as the land of 
Chollima, a winged horse, which flies over the moun- 
tains and rivers covering enormous distances without 
fatigue. So great is the significance of the Cholli- 
ma movement. Its outstanding figure is represented 
in the huge monument in the capital of the Republic, 
Pyongyang, which depicts the figure of a horse in 
full gallop, a new man of Korea on its back who sur- 
mounts all the difficulties and speeds up the building 
of socialism every day, and a book which always 
illuminates the road ahead. 

The Juche idea, as mentioned above, makes clear 
that the inclination to independence is the nature of 
man, and attaches importance to the change and 
development of the ideology and consciousness of 
inan. It teaches us to work with the velocity of Chol- 
lima and rely only on its riders, the masses. It is 
necessary to assist the masses in the political aspect, 
as in all other aspects, and have an aptitude for tire- 
less assistance to transform their consciousness, 
maintaining active and permanent contacts with 
them on collective and individual levels and provide 
the masses with an ideological weapon, Marxism- 
Leninism enriched by the Juche idea. Only with this 
weapon will a new society of the socialist industrial 
state be able to soar higher. 

The politics in socialist society act actively upon 
the maintenance, consolidation and development of 
the socialist economic relations and at the same titne 
intervene actively and positively in all elements of 
the superstructure. Marx and Lenin said that the 
basis determines the superstructure and clarified sys- 
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tematically that the superstructure reflects the in- 
terests of the ruling class in a certain epoch in the 
fields of politics, education, culture, etc., in accor- 
dance with the social system of that time. The So- 
cialist Constitution of the DPRK guarantees by law 
the relations of production, as seen, for example, in 
the conversion of cooperative property into property 
of all the people which gives impulse to the develop- 
ment of the productive forces; it stipulates the trans- 
formation of the whole of society after the working- 
class pattern, putting an end to all the old and deca- 
dent relations of production, and the establishment of 
a new life with solid economic bases. This irrefutably 
proves the decisive role which the politics, under the 
direction and line of the vanguard party of the work- 
ing class, and all the state structure in socialist so- 
ciety play with respect to the basis, and explains that 
the orientation of the party guided by the leader serv- 
ing the working class constitutes a fundamental con- 
dition that ensures the development of society. 

When one acquires a correct understanding of the 
correlation between the basis and the superstru- 
cture, which was wisely elucidated by President 
Kim Il Sung, one can completely get rid of mysti- 
cism and conservatism with respect to machinery 
and nominal capacity in production, and only then 
can one maintain an active position with relation to 
all the problems as true master of the means of pro- 
duction. 

Conscious of its historic mission in the gigantic 
socialist construction of Korea, the working class 
overfulfilled the plans drawn up previously. This 
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attests the fact that it is man who creates machines 
and operates them, that literature and art, too, are 
created by man for the benefit of people, and that 
man, in the long run, dominates all. 

President Kim II Sung clarified for the first time 
in history the demarcation of the period of transition 
and the dictatorship of the proletariat after the esta- 
blishment of the socialist system. This is the problem 
which neither Marx nor Lenin could raise owing to 
the historical limitations of their respective epochs. 
With the olarification of this problem by President 
Kim I! Sung, the world revolutionary movement has 
come to have its guideline and a perspective for its 
development. 

The crisis of capitalism is getting worse, taking a 
eraver form, after the Second World War. It is be- 
coming conspicuous on account of acute inflation and 
monetary crisis, and the problems of energy and a 
series of resources are being aggravated on a world- 
wide scale. Monopoly capitalism refines its methods 
of exploitation, while intensifying plunder in its own 
country as well as in other countries in order to tide 
over the crisis. 

In contrast to this, in the socialist countries there 
is. no crisis at all, and the successes are gained 
through the establishment of the scientific systems 
within the frame of the solid independent national 
economy powerful enough to advance securely and 
steadily without suffering deteriorations and being 
influenced by any economic fluctuations in the world. 

President Kim I] Sung has said that today when 
the Western capitalist world is shaken from the root by 
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a grave economic crisis without precedent, in Korea 
the economy develops incessantly and rapidly, which 
all the more clearly shows the great vitality of the 
line of the Workers’ Party striving to build an inde- 
pendent national economy and the superiority of the 
socialist system. 

The respected and beloved leader Marshal 
Kim Il Sung, the iron-willed — brilliant commander, 
ever-victorious hero, founder and organizer of the 
Workers’ Party and the creator of the Juche idea, 
who has brought his fatherland to the peak of a so- 
cialist industrial state, has dedicated 50 years of his 
brilliant life wholly to the good of his fatherland and 
people. He justly deserves the boundless adoration of 
the Korean people and the admiration and high ap- 
preciation of the world’s prominent leaders. Chair- 
man of the Revolutionary Council of Algeria Houari 
Boumedienne said: “Under the leadership of President 
Kim Il Sung and thanks to the Juche idea the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea has become the 
pride of the Third World.” Fidel Castro, the leader of 
the Republic of Cuba, said: “Comrade Kim I] Sung 
is one of the most distinguished, notable and heroic 
socialist leaders. His is one of the most beautiful 
histories which a revolutionary serving the cause of 
socialism can write’. Samdech Norodom Sihanouk 
said: “This socialist and communist miracle is the 
gigantic, marvelous and immortal work of Marshal 
Kim I! Sung and the victory of his brilliant Juche 
idea.” 

Only in the revolution can man live with dignity. 
All the revolutionary struggles are for liberation 
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from class and national subjugation, to free the mas- 
ses in defence of their independence. The struggle 
for the building of socialism and communism is after 
all a struggle for all the people to free themselves 
from every description of subjection and enjoy an 
independent and creative life as true masters of na- 
ture and society. Independence is life for man. To 
die while fighting for liberty is much more honorabie 
than to conserve life as slaves to others. The task of 
the revolutionaries in each country consists in fixing 
the scientific and detailed method of struggle on the 
basis of the correct appreciation of the internal and 
external situations of the country and the correct 
calculation of the balance of forces between the ene- 
my and the patriotic revolutionary forces, and pro- 
perly strengthening these forces by awakening the 
popular masses for the trying period of the revolu- 
tion through an active struggle at normal times with 
the ideological and semi-military preparations, whicn 
makes it possible to create conditions for the decisive 
actions for the destruction of reactionary rule. The 
forms and methods of the revolutionary struggle are 
not decided by the will of an individual but by the 
prevailing subjective and objective conditions and by 
the resistance of the reactionary ruling classes. A 
good revolutionary must be prepared for all forms of 
struggle and develop substantially the revolutionary 
movement, combining correctly diverse methods of 
struggle, such as political and economic, violent and 
nonviolent, legai and illegal struggles. Counterrev- 
olutionary violence constitutes the indispensable 
means of rule for all the exploiting classes. The his- 
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tory of humanity does not know an instance in which 
a ruling class conceded power of its own will. The 
more the victory of the people becomes certain, the 
more violent methods imperialism resorts to in col- 
lusion with the local bourgeoisie to escape its defeat 
and ruin. Therefore, the struggie for the liberation 
of the people cannot triumph without the employment 
of revolutionary violence which will finally defeat im- 
perialism and completely destroy the dictatorial ap- 


paratus of the exploiting classes at home. 

The revolutionization of the whole of society me- 
ans arming the working class, the peasantry, intel- 
lectuals and all the members of society with the rev- 
olutionary ideology and bringing up genuine com- 
munist revolutionaries by liberating people through 
labour which must be considered to be not merely a 
means of subsistence but a primary necessity of life. 

The socialist construction in Korea expressed 
in the Six-Year Plan and the theory of President 
Kim I! Sung who leads it present higher goals, 
drawing on the successes gained, which further con- 
solidate the achievement of the socialist industrial 
state. 

The mission of the working class does not reside 
only in exerting itself for the revolution of its own 
country, but, further, in making the maximum con- 
tribution and collaboration for the realization of the 
cause of the world revolution. We must not forget 
Marshal Kim Il Sung’s teaching that the historical 
mission of the working class consists in liquidating 
all the exploitative systems on a world-wide scale 
and build socialism and communism, the supreme 
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ideal of mankind. The final victory of the world rev- 
olution is to be achieved through the rise and vic- 
torious progress of the socialist revolutions in diverse 
countries and through the gradual expansion and 
strengthening of the socialist countries. 

The liberation struggle of the people is an inter- 
national movement, as is the case with the forces 
of capital. The revolutionary movement in each of 
the countries takes on the national character and at 
the same time forms part of the world revolution. 
The revolutionary struggles of the peoples in any of 
the countries are in the relations in which they assist 
and complement mutually, because they all flow into 
the same current—the world revolution. 

The revolution which has already triumphed must 
assist with its experiences and examples the revolu- 
tion of other countries which has not yet achieved 
victory, and this assistance must be the political, 
economic and military assistance to the liberation 
struggle of the peoples of the world. The peoples of 
the countries, who have not yet won the victory of 
the revolution, must wage a more aclive struggle 
to defend the revolution of other countries which has 
already triumphed, in the face of the imperialist 
policy of conquest, and accelerate the triumph of the 
revolution of their own countries. The proletariat of 
each country, which has seized power to break a link 
of the chain of international capitalism, must streng- 
then its solidarity with all the revolutionary forces in 
order to achieve the final victory of socialism. Lenin 
said: “Proletarian internationalism requires: the 
subordination of the interests of the proletarian 
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struggle in a country to the interests of this struggle 
on a world-wide scale; secondly, the nation which 
triumphed over the bourgeoisie be able and ready to 
make the greatest national sacrifices for the destruc- 
tion of international capital.” President Kim Il Sung’s 
correct theory that turning the main attack against 
US imperialism, the chieftain and bulwark of world 
imperialism, precisely constitutes the road leading to 
the total disintegration and collapse of the system 
of contemporary imperialism, is highly original, be- 
cause it indicates the necessity of opposing contem- 
porary imperialism, based on the correct comprehen- 
sion of its situation, It is imperative for the revolu- 
tionary forces to form the broadest anti-US united 
front, and deal one blow after another at the enemy, 
with the united force in all parts where the detesta- 
ble and degrading Yankee imperialists extend their 
aggressive claws. Above all, it is important for the 
small countries to fight resolutely inside of their res- 
pective territories against Yankee imperialism, dis- 
member and behead it, and destroy it without pity 
until it is completely defeated. The best weapon of 
the small countries in this struggle is the correct ap- 
plication of the Juche line. Their policies and lines 
must be framed in accordance with the Juche idea, 
for this idea is the most correct ideology. We should 
never forget that the strategy of struggle of the 
small countries in face of the cruel, perfidious and 
murderous strategy of Yankee imperialism that tries 
by all means to quiet and smash one by one those 
peoples who are struggling for their liberation, is 
as already mentioned, to establish Juche, cut the 
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limbs off Yankee imperialism and behead it. We must 
attack and attack Yankee imperialism with all 
strength, always keeping unity with class conscious- 
ness by forming an anti-imperialist, anti-Yankee in- 
ternational united front. 

The victory of the socialist revolution gives oc- 
casion for the liquidation of oppression and exploi- 
tation by the ruling classes and the exploitation of 
man by man. However, the national difference and 
inequality do not easily disappear even alter the 
triumph of the socialist revolution. 

The construction of an independent national eco- 
nomy constitutes a principal guarantee for the liqui- 
dation of the economic backwardness which is the 
real basis of inequality between nations, the promo- 
tion of national prosperity and for the successful 
building of new society, socialist and independent. 

A country, which gets pressure and influence in 
this or that form, cannot exercise the genuine peo- 
ple’s power and its full sovereignty, nor can it assume 
the responsibility for the destiny of its people. Its 
acts and resolutions cannot be independent and its 
economy cannot be genuine. 

The Juche idea is incarnated in the principle of 
economic independence. Economic independence 
means building an independent national economy, 
displaying the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 
Economic independence is an inevitable demand for 
consolidating the political independence of a coun- 
try and a material guarantee of a sovereign and inde- 
pendent state. Each country must firmly prepare its 
own economic strength capable of satisfying the 
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material demand of the people and ensure all the 
material goods for living. Only then can it be said 
that the people have the aptitude of the master of 
the state and society. 

The principle of economic independence is a basic 
guarantee that makes it possible to lay the material- 
technical basis of socialism in each national state as 
a unit. Only by building an independent national eco- 
nomy is it possible to have a developed many-sided 
self-sufficient economy and a full capability for na- 
tional defence equipped with modern techniques. 

The Juche idea is also materialized in the princi- 
ple of self-defence in national defence. Self-defence 
means reliance on one’s own strength in the defence 
of one’s own fatherland and people and the saie- 
guard of the gains of the revolution, and the posses- 
sion of enough strength for repulsing and destroying 
at any time every intention of imperialism which tries 
to violate the sovereignty of the state. 

It is indispensable to have seli-defensive power 
capable of defending the nation and safeguarding 
one’s economic independence. All these are the guid- 
ing principles for materializing the great Juche idea 
in all domains of state activities for revolution and 
construction and fully reflect {he demand of our times 
for complete independence, sovereignty, planning and 
solid economy. This is the only means by which all 
the peoples of the worid shape with their own efforts 
their new destinies for liberation, development, and 
peace, opposing the servility and submission to the 
big powers. 

The method of revolutionary guidance based on 
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the Juche idea is a historic method of great signifi- 
cance in the revolution. The revolutionary practice 
of the Korean people proved without reserve the 
greatness, truthfulness and invincible vitality of the 
immortal Juche idea. 

The armed struggle against the Japanese imperi- 
alists bore testimony to the truth and correctness 
of the Juche line. The modest and humble working 
people had a correct guiding idea and built up their 
strength extraordinarily according to the correct line. 
This was the factor that contributed to innumerable 
victories. It must be admitted that the Juche idea has 
brought about a great change in the development of 
the revolutionary ideas of the working class onto a 
new stage in accordance with the complex situation of 
our epoch. 

One of the most important tasks before the states, 
the parties of the workers, and the people in general 
is to fortify national defence as a guarantee for the 
liberation of the peoples and the construction of so- 
cialism and communism, taking into consideration 
that imperialism, the enemy of socialism, exists. 
Strengthening of defence power is all the more im- 
portant in Korea where the enemy, Yankee imperial- 
ism, divided the nation. Only with well-built and 
solid national defence is it possible to repulse any 
aggression. Therefore, the working class and the peo- 
ple under the leadership of the party of the workers 
must regard it as the principal task to develop na- 
tional defence until they form an invincible people’s 
army capable of opposing and defeating any powerful 
enemy, and wisely combine at all times the develop- 
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ment of national defence and economic construction. 

With a view to developing its People’s Army into 
an army fuily equipped with the Juche idea and edu- 
cated in Marxism-Leninism, the Workers’ Party of 
Korea carried out the patriotic and revolutionary task 
of preparing men and officers politically and ideolo- 
gically. As a result, today the People’s Army has 
attained political superiority and lofty morality, es- 
tablished indestructible unity between the army and 
the people and between men and officers, and turned 
into an army all of whose members are united in 
the same ideology and_ the revolutionary spirit of 
defending the homeland. Military cadres and the po- 
pulace join themselves in technical-military under- 
takings with perfect unity. National defence industry 
has made great strides: various types of up-to-date 
Weapons and combat and technological equipment 
are manufactured; and the whole territory is fortified 
for the security of the fatherland. This People’s Army 
is a purely defensive army, has no intention to pro- 
claim war against anyone, and is preparing itself 
only in defence against the foe. Korea has never 
seized other’s territory, nor has it ever declared war 
against any other country. But it is ready to repel 
any aggression, as it did at the time when it cap- 
tured the US imperialist armed spy ship Pueblo in 
1968 and shot down the huge EC-121 spy plane in 
1969, demonstrating its enormous power of national 
defence and the combat spirit of its cadres who are 
resolved to defend their fatherland, socialist revolu- 
tion and socialist industrial state with their own 
lives, with their political and moral superiority, with 
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their ability enough to crush aggression troops and 
with their experiences gained in defeating two im- 
perialisms. Possessed of highly developed military 
technique and morality, the Korean people and the 
People’s Army will retaliate for the “retaliation” of 
the US imperialists and respond to all-out war with 
all-out war. 

The Korean People’s Army and the Korean people 
will continue their stubborn struggle against any 
aggressive manoeuvrings of the US imperialists and 
their henchmen, check and frustrate all the enemy’s 
intrigues for a new war, and thereby safeguard peace 
in Korea and achieve the historical cause of national 
reunification in not too distant future under the sup- 
port of the people the world over. It is our fervent 
wish that the People’s Army, a revolutionary armed 
force, and the Worker-Peasant Red Guards which, 
holding a rifle in one hand and a sickle, a hammer 
and a pen in the other, are prepared to defend the 
country will steadily grow in strength and scope, so 
that ever more splendid results might be continuously 
achieved in socialist construction through the uns- 
werving application of the Juche idea under the wise 
leadership of President Kim Il Sung who is the 
respected and beloved leader and the Marshal. 

In Korea the cultural level of the working people 
has risen high, along with the rapid development of 
the productive forces. The complete victory of social- 
ism can be attained only when the cultural revolu- 
tion, along with the technical revolution, is intensi- 
fied, bringing cultural penetration by imperialism to 
an end once and for all. Through the correct applica- 
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tion of the Juche idea great success has been scored in 
the work of destroying the outdated culture of ex- 
ploiter society and reactionary bourgeois culture, 
which must be replaced by socialist national cul- 
ture, and of blocking by all means the ideological 
and cultural penetration by the US imperialists and 
Japanese militarists. In order to completely and fin- 
ally eliminate all the vestiges of imperialism in the 
domain of culture it is essential to shatter all anti- 
quated things, decadent and crazy. In Korea a large 
army of intellectuals is increasing in number as the 
days go by; the level of general knowledge is being 
raised; and the universal compulsory eleven-year edu- 
cation introduced. The general technical and cultural 
levels of the working people have been elevated by 
utilizing all the means in the hands of the people, 
such as radio, television and cinema. Starting with 
kindergarten, all the boys and girls are given careful 
education with profound social contents. Literature 
and art are being created on the basis of the Juche 
idea; writers and artists penetrale into the nation’s 
own reality and produce new, revolutionary works 
of literature to arm the working people with the so- 
cialist outlook of the fatherland and the world. New, 
democratic art must have a profound ideological 
character and serve the people as a weapon of strug- 
gle. It should not be forgotten here that the masses 
of people are true creators of a socialist culture. Ko- 
rean art is called a “revolutionary art’, an ‘‘art that 
has reached the greatest height”. 

Likewise, science has advanced rapidly. Scientists 
are educated to become true scientists-soldiers fight- 
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ing on the ideologico-theoretical front of the Work- 
ers’ Party. 

Through careful physical education, working peo- 
ple are prepared physically as well as intellectually. 
Physical training gets them prepared for the revolu- 
tionary struggle by increasing their bodily strength 
and developing the sports of national defence with 
sports techniques based on the Juche idea. With the 
development of a popular, militant and revolutionary 
culture, men of a new type are growing in Korea. 

The correct, creative application of the Juche idea 
in the agricultural policy of the DPRK has borne an 
excellent result. The thoroughgoing agrarian reform 
eliminated all forms of slavery for land and the 
peasantry, which are the remnants of feudal society. 

In the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic 
revolution the problems of peasants were radically 
solved with their emancipation, the harsh exploita- 
tion by landlords was brought to an end once and 
for ail; and the ownership of land by feudal lords 
abolished. As to the agrarian reform, iit was perfect: 
all lands were confiscated without compensation and 
distributed to the peasantry gratuitously; the pea- 
sants were freed once and for all from all forms of 
exploitation and oppression; an end was put to the 
old relations of production based on private owner- 
ship; all the capitalist elements in the countryside 
disappeared completely; the socialist cooperativiza- 
tion of agriculture was put into effect by means of 
education, with the result that the private economy, 
which is individualistic and exploitative, was trans- 
formed into a collective, socialist economy. The dif- 
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ference between town and country is diminishing by 
degrees. The technical revolution in the countryside 
is an important revolutionary task to equip agricul- 
ture with modern machinery and technique with the 
aim of freeing the peasants from painstaking and 
arduous work. Irrigation, electrification, mechaniza- 
tion and chemicalization in the countryside have oeen 
vigorously pushed forward. Furthermore, the ideolo- 
gical revolution has been carried on in the rural 
areas and the mentality of the peasantry remoulded. 
Consequently, they are arming themselves with the 
progressive ideas of the working class. The Juche 
idea is successfully embodied in Korea’s agricultu- 
ral policy under the sagacious leadership of the 
respected and beloved leader Marshal Kim I] Sung. 

The Juche idea presents, as a sacred task, the 
patriotic and revolutionary struggle for the indepen- 
dent and peaceful reunification of Korea which is 
divided into two owing to the villainous intervention 
by Yankee imperialism. The US imperialists have 
occupied other’s territory and keep their puppet Pak 
Jung Hi, a traitor, in the government in its southern 
half. Traitor Pak Jung Hi has established a brutal 
system and put into concentration camps tens of 
thousands of patriots who are fighting to end oppres- 
sion and liberate the southern half of Korea. Yankees 
and south Korean puppets pretend that there exist 
two Koreas. The prerequisite for the reunification of 
the country is to immediately withdraw the US 
troops occupying south Korea under the UN masks 
and to. repeal the state of emergency. We recognize 
one Korea, one great nation only. All Koreans belong 
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to the same nation and are united by the same lan- 
guage, custom, tradition, territory and long history. 
Everything unites them into one, and there is noth- 
ing to separate them from each other. The same seas 
surround their land; their rivers flow their zones; 
their mountainous and fertile territory aggrandizes 
their country geographically. The Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea is exerting efforts to achieve 
reunification with their southern brothers. President 
Marshal Kim Il Sung has laid down three principles: 

First, to attain the reunification independently 
without relying on external forces, and free from 
their intervention; 

Second, to achieve the reunification peacefully 
without resorting to an armed action against the 
other side; 

Third, to attain a great national unity transcend- 
ing the difference of ideology, ideal and system. 

Those principles obtained a solidarity support ol 
the entire people of the worid and high-ranking per- 
sonages. They regard ihem as the principles of great, 
epochal significance, which are based on unily, as 
the ways and means to accomplish the just cause of 
reunifying the country only with the efforts of the 
Korean people themselves and by peaceful means, 
taking into consideration the specific condition of 
the southern half where foreign troops have been 
stationed for a long time. The high-level talks of 
north and south were held, culminating in publica- 
tion of the joint statement of the north and south, a 
historical document which accurately contains the 
three principles of independence, peaceful reunifica- 
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tion and great national unity. Agreement was rea- 
ched on that opportunity to conduct practical work 
between the north and the south; the North-South 
Co-ordination Commission, a permanent joint appa- 
ratus of the nation, went into operation. With its 
sincerity towards principle, its patriotism, its frater- 
nity, and its consistency the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea made every effort to see that the best 
result was borne in this work. We know that at the 
second session of the North-South Co-ordination 
Commission, precisely the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea, demonstrating the urgent necessity 
for radical removal of all forms of military tension 
in Korea, opportunely raised such a very important 
question as the elimination of military confrontation 
between the north and the south and, to attain this 
end, put forward the following proposals: 

1. Immediate cessation of the reinforcement of all 
armies and the arms race; 

2. Reduction of the respective armed forces of the 
north and the south to 100,000 or less and di- 
minution of corresponding armaments; 

3. Ending of the introduction of weapons and war 
material from abroad; 

4. Withdrawal of all foreign troops, including 
the US troops, from south Korea; and 

5. Conclusion of a genuine peace agreement be- 
tween the north and the south that guarantees 
solution of the aforesaid problems and no re- 
ciprocal utilization of armed forces. 

These propositions of a historical value received 

a unanimous approval of the world people. The De- 
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mocratic People’s Republic of Korea once again de- 
monstrated to mankind its sincere and honest action, 
which will contribute to the earliest possible realiza- 
tion of the aspirations of the entire people for inde- 
pendent and peaceful reunification. Unfortunately, 
however, all those sincere and peaceful proposals 
have until today failed to receive due reply and ap- 
probation. With a view to preventing the south Ko- 
rean people from pronouncing in favor of reunilica- 
tion, US imperialism is making use of the entire 
system of oppression and orders its puppets to em- 
ploy all the repressive methods to silence the people, 
mock at the agreements, frustrate conversations, 
launch new provocations along the Military Demar- 
cation Line, and send out their pirate boats to invade 
the territorial waters of the north. The Yankees are 
carrying out all those policies of provocation and 
mockery through the medium of the CIA and their 
bootlickers. Their ignominy reached its zenith in 
June 1973. With the brigandish aim of permanent di- 
vision of the country traitor Pak Jung Hi brought 
his ignominious “two Koreas” thesis to the United 
Nations Organization. The Seoul puppets went so 
far as to implore it to keep the United Nations Com- 
mission for Unification and Rehabilitation of Korea 
in function and allow the US troops to remain in 
south Korea as they are. We resolutely denounce the 
uniustifiable schemes to pursue aggressive aims and 
seek every means whereby to prevent the withdrawal 
of Yankees from the southern half. 

President Marshal Kim Il Sung, standing in the 
van of the heroic Korean people endowed with a pro- 
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found patriotic fervor, energetically condemned the 
manoeuvrings to fabricate two Koreas. The entire 
nation is, as usual, accelerating its work to reunify 
the country at the earliest possible date with a unit- 
ed force by independent and peaceful means with 
the support and solidarity of all peoples of the world. 
In 1973, out of a patriotic desire to prevent perman- 
ent split of the nation and promote national reuni- 
fication, the Workers’ Party of Korea, along with the 
Democratic Party of Korea and the Chondoist- 
Chongu Party, sent a letter to south Korean political 
parties—the Democratic Republican Party, New De- 
mocratic Party, United Democratic Party and the 
Revolutionary Party for Reunification. Through this 
letter they called upon the entire Korean people, who 
love their fatherland, to unite their efforts in the 
patriotic struggle to resume the north-south talks 
through a great national congress intended for the 
discussion of the proposals for the great cause of the 
nation, and to reunify the country independently and 
peacefully. This great national congress will be par- 
ticipated in by representatives of different social or- 
ganizations, together with those of political parties 
in the north and the south and, through bilateral and 
multilateral contacts, conduct work in such a way 
that freedom is ensured to enable the popular mas- 
ses of different strata to take part in political acti- 
vities on a democratic basis. 

The respected and beloved leader Comrade 
Kim I] Sung, who was born of the working people, 
fas devoted his whole life to the struggle for his 
beloved people’s freedom and liberation, prosperity 
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and well-being, and is endowed with noble persona- 
lity, delivered a historic speech on June 23, 1978, 
reflecting the aspirations of the entire nation, in 
which he presented the concrete, five-point policy. It 


runs: 
l. 
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To improve the relations between the north 
and the south and accelerate the peaceful re- 
unification of the country, it is necessary, first 
of all, to eliminate military confrontation and 
ease tension between them; 


. To improve the north-south relations and expe- 


dite the country’s reunification, it is necessary 
to materialize many-sided collaboration and 
interchange between the north and the south 
in the political, military, diplomatic, economic 
and cultural fields; 


. In order to settle the question of the country’s 


reunification in conformity with the will and 
demand of the Korean people, it is necessary 
to enable the masses of people of all strata in 
the north and the south to participate in the 
nationwide patriotic work for national reuni- 
fication; 


. What is of great significance in speeding up 


the country’s reunification is to institute a 
north-south Confederation under a single na- 
tional nomenclature—the Confederal Republic 
of Koryo; 


. The country should be prevented from being 


split into two Koreas permanently as a result 
of the freezing of national division and the 
north and the south should also work together 


in the field of external activity. It is necessary 
to institute a north-south Confederation under 
a single national nomenclature—Confederal 
Republic of Koryo—and enter the United Na- 
tions as a single state under the name of the 
Confederal Republic of Koryo. 

Such concrete proposals will be conducive to the 
reunification of the Korean people through the un- 
breakable bonds of the nation without the interven- 
tion of foreign forces engaged in all conceivable ma- 
chinations and manoeuvres. 

The Second Session of the Fifth Supreme People’s 
Assembly of the DPRK held an extensive discussion 
of the problem of ending foreign intervention in the 
internal affairs for the purpose of hastening inde- 
pendent and peaceful reunification of the country; it 
also sent a letter to parliaments and governments of 
all countries in the world in denunciation of the Uni- 
ted States which is interfering in the domestic affairs 
of Korea and stationing its troops in south Korea on 
the false pretext of the so-called threat of aggression. 
Such falsehoods and fabrications of US imperialism 
have been laid bare one by one in the course of the 
just and principled struggle of Comrade Marshal 
Kim Il Sung. Korea has never invaded or attacked 
anyone. No one will believe that the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea can proclaim war against 
its brethren in the south. Such a fictitious threat of 
southward invasion was fully repudiated by the 
North-South Joint Statement. Both sides solemnly 
declared internally and externally that they would 
not fight each other. The Second Session of the Fifth 
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Supreme People’s Assembly of the DPRK sent the 
US Congress a letter, as well as the message dated 
April 6, 1973, reminding it of the high-level talks 
which made public the North-South Joint Statement 
and the three principles. Later, expressing its sin- 
cere and honest attitude, the Republic proposed 
north-south collaboration in all domains, political, 
military, cultural, economic and diplomatic. Also, it 
strongly urged the peaceful and fraternal line, of 
reunification which laid down the five principles for 
conclusion of a peace agreement, a prerequisite for 
the removal of military confrontation, the withdrawal 
of foreign troops, the reduction of armies, the elimi- 
nation of distrust and misunderstanding and the 
creation of an atmosphere of mutual trust. This pea- 
ceful initiative, which enjoys the support of the whole 
nation, could not receive a due answer from the south 
Korean authorities. In the meantime, the United 
States has increased its military aid to its puppets, 
expanded military bases, and intensified military 
provocations and exercises without letup. Such an 
attitude and position of the US government toward 
Korea run counter to the will of the entire Korean 
people who want to reunify the country by peaceful 
means. The said letter calls for grave reflection on 
the part of the US Congress so that it may change 
its foul policy toward Korea. In response to it, as the 
world sees, US imperialism is proceeding with every 
shameful act, falsehood and obstructive machination 
that impede the reunification. 

All the proposals mentioned above find a correct 
embodiment of the Juche idea with the independent 
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line and policy as its basic expressions in the inter- 
nal and external fields. 

Today the peoples of the Third World countries 
are waging a vigorous struggle to destroy the eco- 
nomic foothold of the imperialistic monopolies com- 
pletely and regain the usurped natural resources. 
Only when this end is accomplished will it be pos- 
sible for those countries to say that they are able to 
gain independence and economic seli-support. 

The friendship between the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea and the Third World countries is 
ever growing in depth with each passing day. This 
is the militant friendship that exists among Asian, 
African, and Latin-American people, who are requi- 
red to unite themselves firmly at all times against all 
sorts of aggression and subjugation. Hundreds of 
millions of people in the three continents have risen 
in a sacred liberation struggle and keep fighting. 
Those countries which have won liberation are ex- 
tending their support and solidarity to other nations 
which are advancing along the path to political and 
economic independence. It is the right of nations to 
fight to win political and economic independence, 
bury subjugation and exploitation, crush imperialism 
and become masters of their destinies. 

At the conferences of the nonaligned _ states, 
which were held in Algiers in 1973 and in Lima some 
time ago this year (1975), it was demonstrated that 
the Third World countries have risen in the struggle 
against imperialism, colonialism and racism and are 
holding ever higher the banner of that struggle. 
Those conferences have a great international signi- 
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ficance in that they served to increase cohesion and 
solidarity of the newly-emerging independent coun- 
tries which are advancing together in the nonalign- 
ment movement and in the common struggle against 
imperialism and for independence. 

The Third World people are actively defending 
national sovereignty and natural wealth and con- 
fronting imperialism with a uniled force, while ap- 
proving resolutions favorable to the Third World 
countries and the world peace-loving people. 

The Lima conference of the nonaligned states ex- 
pressed positive support for the peaceful policy of the 
DPRK aimed at reunifying the country indepen- 
dently and peacefully without the interference of out- 
side forces, and adopted a resolution demanding im- 
mediate withdrawal of foreign troops occupying 
south Korea under the flag of the United Nations. 
This conference further strengthened the friendship 
and support between the Korean people who are 
waging a just struggle for the reunification of their 
homeland, and the peoples of all the nonaligned 
countries who are fighting on the common front a- 
gainst imperialism. 

The steady strengthening of the nonalignment 
movement will be conducive to the growth and pro- 
eress of the nationail-liberation struggle of the op- 
pressed nations, expedite the world revolutionary mo- 
vement for the prompt disappearance of imperialism 
and colonialism, and put an end to all forms of ag- 
gression and intervention, subjugation and inequa- 
lity. 

The Lima conference of the nonaligned states de- 
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cided to admit the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea into the patriotic, nonaligned ranks, as a full 
member, while categorically rejecting the petition 
for admission of the south Korean puppet clique. 
This strengthened the nonalignment movement fur- 
ther still. 


The nonalignment movement represents a migh- 
ty, international revolutionary movement against im- 
perialism, an important factor favouring the promo- 
tion of world revolutionary movements, and an in- 
destructible motive force for the development of his- 
tory. 


The glorious Workers’ Party of Korea greeted the 
20th anniversary of its founding on October 10, this 
year (1945-1975). With its correct line the Workers’ 
Party of Korea, an invincible party tempered steel- 
strong, has led the masses to a new history and built 
up a socialist society with a highly developed indu- 
siry. The cause of creating and organizing the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea was accomplished by the great, 
respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim II Sung, 
the genius of revolution and great thinker and theore- 
tician. It is the respected and beloved leader 
President Kim Il Sung, who founded the Workers’ 
Party of Korea whose sole guiding idea is the im- 
mortal Juche idea which has taken strong revolu- 
tionary roots among people and is widely known to 
the world. 


It was on October 10, 1945, that the respected and 
beloved leader Comrade Kim I! Sung, the genius of 
revolution, founded the Workers’ Party, but its foun- 
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dation and revolutionary root boast of a history of 
half a century. It is the invaluable fruition of the 
50-year long struggle and exertion of the Korean 
Communists under the sagacious and brilliant 
leadership of the great leader. From then on, the 
working class and other masses of people in Korea 
were able to have the General Staff in the revolu- 
tion and the powerful vanguard detachment in the 
revolutionary struggle. 

The respected and _ beloved leader Comrade 
Kim Il Sung _ said: 

“Our Party is the General Staff in the Korean 
revolution and the political leader of our people. It 
bears the whole responsibility for our country’s rev- 
olution and construction, and our people’s destiny. 
Without Party leadership it would be impossible to 
advance our revolutionary struggle and work of con- 
struction even an inch or hope for our people’s bright 
future.” 

Establishing the ideological system of Juche with- 
in the Party assumed particular importance in the 
history of construction of the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea. The Workers’ Party of Korea has perfectly ap- 
plied the ideas and theories on the establishment of 
the monolithic ideological system, which the great 
leader created in an original way, educating people 
and radically transforming their mode olf thinking, 
through the struggle against opportunism, flunkey- 
ism, dogmatism and other unsound ideas. 

Under the banner of the three revolutions, ideo- 
logical, technical and cultural, presented and effec- 
ted by the great leader for the first time in Korean 
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history the Workers’ Pariy of Korea has led all its 
members and other people to victory in a short time. 
Now, commemorating most significantly the thirtieth 
founding anniversary, it had carried out all the tasks 
for the Six-Year Plan ahead of the set time, solved 
all the complex and difficult problems facing the rev- 
olution, only on the strength of the people’s heroic, 
creative struggle and endeavour, without copying or 
following ready-made formula of foreign countries, 
Ireed the people from feudalism and imperialist op- 
pression, won victory in the fight against Japanese 
and US imperialism, and made tireless efforts for 
socialist construction. 

Today the entire Korean people under the wise 
guidance of the respected and beloved leader Marshal 
Kim Il Sung are waging a dynamic struggle to ac- 
complish the cause of the independent and peaceful 
reunification of the country in keeping with the three 
principles and the five-point policy already mention- 
ed above. The Workers’ Party is making energetic 
elforts to frustrate the machinations of the US im- 
perialists and the Pak Jung Hi puppet clique to rig 
up “two Koreas” and their vicious machinations to 
unleash a new war. 

In the field of international politics the Workers’ 
Party of Korea always holds fast to the correct po- 
sition of independence and sovereignty, which is 
based on the Juche idea, in the struggle to strengthen 
international solidarity, defend the interests of the 
Korean revolution and reject the colonialist policy 
imposed by Yankee imperialism. In general, the fo- 
reign policy is guided by the idea of the great leader 
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for opposing domination by great powers, loving 
peace and cementing friendship among peoples. 

In the political history of the people, the 30 years 
of existence of a political party is not so long a 
period. We know there are many political organiza- 
tions much older than it. Nevertheless, the high pres- 
tige, rapid development, maturity, class conscious- 
ress, courage, preparation of magnificent cadres, 
discipline, comradeship between Party members, 
correct application of the method of work whereby 
the entire Party members are brought to work like 
one man in cooperation with all the armymen and 
people under the sole leadership of the great leader, 
etc., are the characteristic features that can be found 
only in the great Workers’ Party of Korea, which

The Workers’ Party of Korea, which always per- 
sists in its firm anti-imperialist stand, engages in 
more vigorous and valiant battles against US im- 
perialism and, at the same time, strengthens its 
class solidarity with the anti-imperialist, revolution- 
ary forces of the world, thereby contributing to shat- 
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tering the aggressive manoeuvrings of US imperial- 
ism and accelerating the world revolution. 

Before we pay the highest homage to the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea, we must do it to its founder of 
great authority and prestige, the respected and 
beloved leader Comrade Kim Il Sung, revolutionary 
genius, thinker and theoretician, who gains admira- 
tion, respect and love of mankind by his permanent 
love for the Korean people and other peoples of the 
whole world and by his teachings given to them and 
who is distinguished as a great leader, founder of the 
Juche idea and standard-bearer of the world anti- 
imperialist struggle. Fraternal greetings and mili- 
tant solidarity must also be extended to the militant 
Party Central Committee, its cadres and members 
in general who, together with the entire Korean peo- 
ple, have written the most glorious pages in the cau- 
se of building a rich and strong, independent and 
sovereign state overflowing with joy and felicity, by 
defeating both Japanese and US imperialism, esta- 
blishing the working people’s power under the up- 
lifted banner of the great leader’s Juche idea and 
endeavouring to construct a prospering society with 
an independent national economy, free from exploi- 
tation and poverty. Today, the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea proudly enjoys a world-wide reputation as the 
most dignified and authoritative “Party of Juche” 
and the “standard-bearer of the world anti-imperial- 
ist struggle.” 

We remember that at the Eighth Plenary Meeting 
of the Fifth Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea the great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung sa- 
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gaciously set forth the ten major perspective goals 
of socialist economic construction to conquer the 
eminence of socialism and called upon all the lead- 
ing functionaries, cadres of the Party and the entire 
people to wage an untiring struggle to attain the 
goals. The ten perspective goals to be attained in- 
clude 12 million tons of steel, one million tons of 
nonferrous metals, 100 million tons of coal, 50,000 
million kwh of electricity, 20 million tons of cement, 
S million tons of mechanical products, 5 million tons 
of seafood, 5 million tons of chemical fertilizers, re- 
clamation of 100,000 chongbo of tideland and 10 
million tons of grain. 

The great leader Comrade Kim II Sung said: 

“Once these goals are attained, our people will 
reach a high summit of socialism and our country 
will grow mightier.” 

The Korean people, basing themselves on their 
fighting determination and the results attained in 
socialist construction, will certainly reach the goals 
and give an unprecedented lesson to history of man- 
kind. The Workers’ Party of Korea will successfully 
carry on the struggle to attain those goals and be 
crowned with glory. But the greatest glory should 
belong to Comrade Kim I! Sung, the genius for all 
ages to come, who is possessed of wise leadership 
ability, heroism and selfless fighting spirit and has 
developed and enriched the theory on scientific com- 
munism and worked out new revolutionary theories, 
military theories and guerrilla tactics and found cor-

Kimilsungism—the essence of which consists in 
the Juche idea—serves as the guiding theory and 
method of our epoch.

cular. Kimilsungism requires a creative application 
to suit the actual conditions of each country. Only 
by studying and deeply assimilating Kimilsungism 
can we rid ourselves of dogmatism and revisionism. 

Kimilsungism is a science and doctrine which has 
a great vitality; it is a rich and universal encyclo- 
pedia, and its creation is an unusual contribution to 
the thoughts of mankind. 

We have made a very superficial study of the 
Juche idea, a creation of a new, scientific and theo- 
retical thought, and of the principal activities deve- 
loped by this idea. On the occasion of the thirtieth 
anniversary of the founding of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, we are urged to propagate the Juche idea, 
which is called Kimilsungism because of its content 
and profundity, and the celebrated works of Marshal 
Kim Hl Sung. 
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FUNDAMENTALS OF THE 
JUCHE IDEA

It is impossible in a short exposition to give even 
an outline of contribution to Marxism-Leninism made 
by President Kim I] Sung, the eminent theoretician, 
statesman and heroic fighter for the independence 
and reunification of his country, which has to be rea- 
lized in defiance of the vile and rapacious manoeu- 
vres and violence of US imperialism and its underl- 
ings such as fascist Japanese militarism. Here I 
should like to emphasize only some aspects of the 
conception of Kimilsungism expressed in the Juche 
idea. 

In the first place, I should like to remark his con- 
ception of Marxism-Leninism, not as a collection of 
revolutionary prescriptions made once for all, but as 
a guide to action and a science, that is, a creative 
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Marxism, to be applied to the actual conditions of 
each country not with dogmatism and mechanical 
transplantation but with independent and creative 
spirit. As for us, who have for years supported the 
need to apply Marxism to our reality of Latin Ame- 
rica and Ecuador, which we called “Latin-America- 
nization of Marxism’, in the sense of applying it 
in a creative way to our reality distinct from other 
realities, as Mariategui, Anibal Ponce and some 
others have already did, we are fully satisfied by 
the theses which constitute the essence of the Juche 
idea. 

Relative failure of the revolution in Latin Ame- 
rica is largely attributable to the lack of theory which 
corresponds to the proper conditions of our countries. 
There is no need to depend, as is done generally, on 
the arsenal of set phrases and quotations, however 
just they may be, which give no solution to the con- 
crete problems of revolutionary process in each given 
historic moment in accordance with the actual con- 
ditions of each country. A study of the revolutionary 
process in Latin America and, more concretely, of 
the actual case of Chile, for example, has brought 
us to affirm that one of the causes of its failure lies 
in the lack of a creative theory for guiding the mass- 
es in the decisive moments, which has left them di- 
sarmed in all senses. Therein lies precisely the great 
instructive value of the Korean experience and the 
Juche idea, which was born and developed in the 
practice of the revolutionary struggle and in the 
creative application of Marxism-Leninism to the Ko- 
rean reality, without ignoring, of course, the revolu- 
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tionary experience of other countries. Herein lies the 
creatness of the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung. 

Another important aspect of the Juche idea is 
that this idea, amplifying the Marxist thesis on the 
liberation of man for labour and struggle, considers 
man as the basis and centre of all social, revolution- 
ary transformations. It is an erroneous interpreta- 
tion of historical materialism not to attach proper 
importance to the workers, the principal element of 
the productive forces, laying stress on objects and 
means of labour, especially on instruments and ma- 
chines, more than on the real creator who is man. 

With the Juche idea north Koreans have come to 
create their own technique with which they have 
gained amazing successes such as the production of 
vinalon from limestone, of iron with anthracite and 
of fertilizers with gasified anthracite. 

As in capitalist countries technique must not 
serve the domination and exploitation of workers by 
capitalists and of nations by others, not as the in- 
strument of destruction and massacre; it must serve 
to liberate man from heavy and arduous labour, eli- 
minating differences between agricultural and in- 
dustrial labour, between man and enslaved woman, 
and between physical and mental labour. In other 
words, technical development must serve to gua- 
rantee liberation, independence and creation of hu- 
man being in all its manifestations. 

Those who interpreted mechanically the Marxist 
simile of the structure and superstructure considered 
that the primary, the economy, determined the se- 
condary, the political, juridical and ideological as- 
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pects in a linear and direct manner, which Engels 
had already elucidated in his letter to Bloch. 

The merit of the Juche idea of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung is that it has newly clarified dialectical 
interrelation between the basis and the superstruc- 
ture, attaching appropriate importance to the politi- 
cal aspect, the ideological aspect in particular, in the 
formation of man in the revolutionary process as 
well as in socialist and communist construction, be- 
cause communism cannot be built as long as there 
remain residues of class society. To place man at 
the centre of problems and give his conscience rela- 
tive independence from material permils man to per- 
form with advanced ideology, a conscious and well- 
directed activity which transforms man into the 
“most precious and powerful being in the world”. 


In treating the class struggle and its more higher 
expression, the contemporary revolution, President 
Kim Il Sung made a really original contribution by 
grasping the fact that the classes, political parties 
and social organizations such as trade unions were 
considered as the subjects of revolutionary struggle, 
while neglecting particular man, an individual and 
a concrete living being, who forms part of them and 
whose ideological formation is indispensable for pre- 
venting them from vacillating and falling victim to 
the bourgeois influence which penetrates all the 
pores of society. It is wrong to think that only a few 
are qualified to be revolutionary cadres, for all the 
members of a party can and must become such 
through constant ideological education, which will 
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convert them into elements trained and prepared for 
revolution. 

Another characteristic feature of the Juche idea 
is that the real masters and makers of revolution are 
the popular masses, in particular the men who con- 
stitute them. This engenders the independent and 
creative positions as the stand and method for the 
transformation of nature and society, which must 
not be confused with egoism as the residue of bour- 
geois ideology, much less degenerated into national- 
ist egoism. 

Revolutionary struggle is the most noble mission 
which man as such can aspire, because those who 
live aloof from social and political life which is more 
important than the physical life will be deprived of 
human quality and be no more than an animal. No 
one can become a revolutionary for material or pe- 
cuniary interests. All those who are conscious of the 
sufferings and exploitation of other people can be- 
come revolutionaries. Only then is it possible to de- 
stroy unjust and corrupt old society and build a new 
world, the socialist world. 

The Juche idea rejects the theories which are dai- 
ly forged, as seen among ourselves, by intellectuals 
living in comfort, which never are in contact with 
the masses and are no other than the conceptual pre- 
cepts, which fall into idealism, having no connexion 
with practice, and expositions in fine language, 
which exaggerate one’s self and result in futility be- 
cause they fail to reach social collectives and much 
less can mobilize them. On the contrary, the Juche 
idea derives from the struggle, from the independent 
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and creative action of the masses in the objective 
and subjective, and internal and external conditions 
and utilizes the form of struggle which corresponds 
to the balance of forces in the concrete and given 
historic moment. Therein lies the efficacy of its trans- 
forming force in the revolutionary struggle as well 
as in socialist construction. 

No less important is Comrade Kim II Sung’s con- 
tribution to the strategy and tactics of national and 
world revolution. Developing thesis on the succes- 
sive, permanent or uninterrupted revolution main- 
tained by the Marxist classics, he considered revolu- 
tion not as isolated and independent stages but as 
process which makes the national revolution a link 
in the whole chain of the world revolution. In con- 
nexion with these aspects he made great contribu- 
tion not only to the national problem but also to the 
contemporary revolution. 

The theoretician and practician, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung, gives a warning to the generation that 
did not experience revolution and lived in peace and 
especially to the youth of some socialist countries 
who, due to the negligence of ideological education 
and struggle, are infected with revisionist and coun- 
terrevolutionary ideas. Besides, he points out the 
tendency to neglect the duty of proletarian interna- 
tionalism, which imposes on the countries where so- 
cialism has triumphed the obligation to accelerate 
the revolution and the victory of the proletariat in 
all countries, not taking to one’s own problems alone, 
that is, not sliding into national egoism in violation 
of the Leninist principles. 
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In the favorable stage in which imperialism is 
crumbling due to its incurable contradictions, dis- 
crepancies between socialist countries did no less 
harm to the socialist development in the world. On 
the contrary, there is the example of Korea where 
socialism is being built, which maintains an inde- 
pendent and creative policy and, at the same time, 
profound solidarity with all the other socialist coun- 
tries and revolutionary movements in the world. Such 
an independent and creative position of Comrade 
Kim I! Sung, the great leader of the Workers’ Party 
and the Korean people, allowed this exemplary coun- 
try to urge the need of big socialist countries solv- 
ing their differences through profound and sincere 
theoretical discussions, for it will open up a broad 
way to the socialist revolution in the world. 

I will not dwell on the economic theory expound- 
ed by the Juche idea and the extraordinary achieve- 
ments in the field of the economy, which drew 
the attention of the press such as The New York 
Times due to the extremely original agricultural and 
industrial policies, which enabled a backward colony 
devastated by war to attain remarkable development 
without aid from abroad. 

In conclusion, the Juche idea is not a theory 
standing aloof from Marxism-Leninism, but its dev- 
elopment and enrichment in a creative manner. 

Laws of materialistic dialectics teach us that all 
is in constant movement and perpetual change. How- 
ever, tempo and characteristic features of this 
change are not the same and have their own modes 
of expression in each concrete society. These points 
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are what Kimilsungism insists. The Juche idea is the 
autonomous and proper materialization of Korean 
society and lays stress on its independence and crea- 
tiveness. It is not a repercussion but the development 
and comprehension of aspects which could neither be 
raised by Marx, Engels or Lenin who ‘lived in dif- 
ferent epochs, nor be applied conveniently. The Juche 
idea is the outcome of the prolonged and arduous rev- 
olutionary struggle and is the force which propels 
this revolution. Juche is independence in politics, 
self-sustenance in the economy, proper and autono- 
mous creation in education and culture, defence of 
national personality, faith in the creative spirit of the 
popular masses, material and spiritual emancipation 
of a nation that builds socialism with their own ef- 
forts. 
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THE JUCHE IDEA

We are living in an epoch of great importance in 
the history of mankind, an epoch with the definite 
characteristics which tells us of a _ far-reaching 
change. Capitalism, which existed as the predominant 
system in the world for two centuries, has commenc- 
ed its definite declination, making way for the col- 
lectivist ideas which, under the Marxist-Leninist 
theories, lead our times to socialism and subsequently 
to communism. 

It is the specific feature of this epoch that the po- 
pular masses are emerging as protagonists of his- 
tory; the people no longer follow like lambs the de 
terminations of the economically strong ruling clas- 
ses; they have for the first time become masters 
of the world and shape their destinies by themselves. 

The Juche idea enunciated by Marshal 
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Kim I] Sung, the great leader of the Korean revolu- 
tion, reflects precisely this characteristic feature of 
our times. 

Now no one doubts that masters of history have 
changed. Today, having been emancipated from op- 
pression and exploitation, the masses of people are 
carving out their own destinies in an independent 
and creative manner. 

Marshal Kim I] Sung very plainly spoke of this: 

‘The present age can be called an age of inde- 
pendence when the peoples who were oppressed and 
humiliated under the rule and yoke of great countries 
in the past, emerge as masters of the world and shape 
their destinies independently and creatively.” 

Since revolutionary process brings about new 
situations and opens up extraordinary perspectives, 
the advent of a new era gives rise to different pro- 
blems which did not exist before; it presents pro- 
blems which did not even arise in the past, much 
less resolved. It is evident that a revolutionary 
change is under way in all parts, because even in 
the most backward colonial countries there is tak- 
ing place an important process of change that 
shakes the structures although those processes take 
place in different conditions in each country. 

All this shows us that former political schema 
and the vivid experiences ‘up to this moment can no 
longer be the unique source for the solution of our 
problems. 

The revolutionary change itself involves the 
necessity of building socialism and communism, 
and no one thinks that this process can develop only 
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in accordance with the outdated theoretical schema. 
CONTENTS 


New situation requires a concrete solution for it. 
It does not suffice simply to present a theory that 
provides us with a correct position. We must apply 
that theory to every circumstance, to given condi- 
tions and stages of process. 

In order properly to apply one system, it is ne- 
cessary to elaborate an idea, theory and method that 
provide us with concrete solutions for the problems. 
Marshal Kim I] Sung, the leader of the Korean peo- 
ple, has systematized a new approach to these aspects 
of change on the basis of the Juche idea. In this 
connection he defined as follows: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that the 
masters of the revolution and the work of construction 
are the masses of the people and that they are also the 
motive force of the revolution and the work of con- 
struction. In other words, one is responsible for one’s 
own destiny and one has also the capacity for hewing 
out one’s own destiny.” 

The Juche idea is an overall formularization of 
the theory which treasures people anid attaches the 
major importance to subjective conditions; it cons- 
titutes an ideological system which is the creative 
development of Marxist-Leninist theories. 

It is important to analyse how the Juche idea 
is put into reality. Establishing Juche means tak- 
ing the attitude of a master towards the revolution 
and construction. The masses of the people should 
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take the attitude of a master which finds its expres- 
sion in the independent and creative positions. 


INDEPENDENT POSITION 


The independent position means that we should 
think and resolve pressing problems in accordance 
with our own judgement and abilities, basing our- 
selves on the analysis of our experience and thie 
existing conditions. Furthermore, it means that we 
must solve those problems with our own forces. The 
Juche idea is highly humanistic, because it fully 
clarifies the importance which man thas in the de- 
cision of his destiny and correctly proves that in- 
dependence is what keeps man alive. If man loses 
independence in society, he cannot be called a man; 
he is similar to an animal. It may be said that for a 
man, who is a social being, socio-political life is more 
precious than physical life. He who is deprived of 
political independence is a social being without life. 
In this respect, I am going to introduce here 
Marshal Kim II Sung’s important thinking: 

‘That is why the revolutionaries deem it far more 
honourable to die in the fight for freedom than to keep 
themselves alive in slavery.” 


CREATIVE POSITION 


The problems of the masses taking the stand of 
master and of enhancing their role of master in the 
revolution and construction are closely integrated 
but at the same time differentiated. It can be said 
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that when the independent position is related to the 
problem of defending the rights of master and 
discharging the responsibility as such, the creative 
position is related to the method of enhancing the 
role of the masses of the people, the masters, in 
transforming mature and society. The independent 
position is the basic position which we must main- 
tain in the revolution and construction, and the 
creative position is the fundamental method which 
we must apply in transforming nature and society. 
Man is a creative being which not only produces 
with its own labour things necessary for its existen- 
ce but creates itself. 


JUCHE AND MAN’S ROLE IN THE WORLD 


Referring to this subject, Marshal Kim Jl Sung 
said: 

“The basis of the Juche idea is that man is the 
master of all things and the decisive factor in every- 
thing.” This is the profound philosophical basis which 
has brought the Marxist-Leninist theory to perfec- 
tion. This idea defines the man’s role in the material 
world, and it is a definition of man from the point 
of view of materialism. In this manner, in the do- 
main of philosophy the Juche idea analyzes and de- 
fines the relationship between man and the world, 
and the role man plays in the world. 

We have already established that man is a So- 
cial being whose reason of existence is sovereignty 
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and independence and that if he loses them he will 
cease to be a human being of society. This is 
a clear definition of man’s nature in his relation with 
the material world and of his differences with other 
beings. 

This nature has made man independent, and 
ignoring independence is, in the long run, _tanta- 
mount to ignoring man himself. 

Human history is a long account of the people’s 
struggles for independence. Slaves fought to over- 
throw the slave regime; serfs struggled against the 
feudal regime, and the working class and peasantry 
are today fighting against capitalism, against op- 
pression and exploitation. Man is the most power- 
ful being in the world and is the most strong. Trans- 
forming nature and society is a work for people and 
it is done by them. 

In order to survive, man meeds a means of liveli- 
hood which forms the material basis of society; but 
that material basis acquires a meaning for man sin- 
ce material wealth has no value of its existence 
when separated from man. This is why the important 
thing in social transformation is not the medium but 
the man. 

Marshal Kim Il Sung said: ‘All activities of men 
are governed by their ideological consciousness.” 

Manis a social being with consciousness, ideology 
and the brain for thinking. It is precisely the thought 
that enables man to recognize and comprehend the 
proper transformation of the process of evolution and 
to know how to analyse those transformations. 
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Man is to be defined as: first, a social being 
with independence; second, a powerful and strong so- 
cial being; third, a social being with consciousness. 
On the basis of these three postulations, man is 
said to be the master of all things and the decisive 
lactor in everything. 

To summarize the philosophical idea of Juche 
with regard to man’s role in his relation with the 
material world, it can be said that the greatest 
importance should be attached to people and every- 
thing should be made to serve them. 


MATERIALIZATION OF THE JUCHE IDEA 


INDEPENDENCE IN POLITICS 


Marshal Kim I] Sung said: 

“The Juche idea is embodied, first of all, in the 
lines of political independence, economic self-support 
and national self-defence.” 

Each man and every revolutionary state, which 
represents the interests of the popular masses, must 
have a viewpoint that they are the masters of the 
revolution and that they therefore have strength to 
carry out that revolution. 

For a nation to be the master of its own destiny, 
it must have an independent government that can 
place all of its resources at its disposal and firmly 
guarantee its political independence. Accordingly, 
it must have a capacity for formulating according 
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to its own determination all policies and lines, tak- 
ing into consideration the interests of its people 
and the actual conditions of its country. 

This does not mean that we must not take ac- 
count of the revolutionary movements of other 
countries and their experiences, but means that we 
must take them into consideration, but in a proper 
manner, and creatively apply the universal principles 
of Marxism-Leninism to suit the actual conditions of 
each country on the basis of the Juche idea. 

The principle of independence in politics demands 
complete equality and mutual respect among na- 
tions. It opposes both subjugating others and being 
subjugated by others. A nation that subjugates 
others can not be free itself. 


SELF-SUSTENANCE IN THE ECONOMY 


Economic independence is a material guarantee 
for an independent and sovereign state. Economic 
dependence leads to political dependence. Each peo- 
ple must build its own economy to cement the base 
of its revolution. Only with an independent na- 
tional economy is it possible to eliminate the eco- 
nomic inequalities which are the basis of inequali- 
ties between nations and the source of the greatest 
injustices. 

This principle does in no way go against the in- 
ternational aid and collaboration in so far as this 
aid does not serve as a source of political or eco- 
nomic compromise but proves conducive solely to 
building an independent economy on the basis of 
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equality. 

Moreover, it must be considered that without an 
independent economy, it is also impossible to meet 
the people’s growing material demands and mater- 
ially guarantee them the stand of the master of the 
state and society. 


SELF-DEFENCE IN NATIONAL DEFENCE 


Self-defence and self-protection are intrinsic to 
the nature of man. A country must also have the 
means capable of defending itself. The line of self- 
defence in national defence is an essential require- 
ment for the existence of an independent and so- 
vereign state. 

The three principles—independence in_ politics, 
independence in the economy and self-defence in na- 
tional defence are closely related to one another and 
depends on one another. 


THEORIES 


In analysing Juche we must bear in mind that a 
theory contains in its conception the different stages 
of the revolution and construction, not only for any 
fixed country and all countries, but also in all the 
details and different processes. Precisely this is the 
characteristics of a theory which proves its correct- 
ness; the more details it contains and the more it is 
applicable to different cases and circumstances, the 
more correct the theory will be. 

A theory, therefore, should contain the conditions 
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for explaining and analysing different revolutionary 
processes, work with masses, the construction of the 
economy and culture, the problems of state, military 
affairs, the problem of Party building, the world revo- 
lution, the revolution in the country, etc. All these 
conceptions are analysed and developed correctly by 
the Juche idea. 


CHARACTERIZATION OF THE 
REVOLUTIONARY AGE BY THE JUCHE IDEA 


An analysis of the world today shows us that there 
are very few countries to be qualified as developed 
ones. Most countries are at the colonial stage or de- 
pendent on others. This gives rise to a difficult prob- 
lem to solve, which is related to a theory applicable 
for the liberation of those countries which have not 
gone through the stage of capitalism. What is impor- 
tant here is to choose tactics for those processes, for 
which it is necessary to commence on defining their 
characteristics. 

Characterizing the present stage, Marshal 
Kim Il Sung told that those countries should carry 
out the anti-imperialist, national-liberation, democ- 
ratic revolution. 

Since the theory had long maintained that na- 
tional liberation could only be achieved by the work- 
ing class of a suzerain state, revolutionaries of many 
countries of the world made all their efforts in that 
direction, relegating the peoples of dependent coun- 
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tries to the category of a simple revolutionary re- 
serve. 

The contribution made in this concrete case by 
Marshal Kim Il Sung to Marxism-Leninism is that 
he made it clear that national-liberation movements 
in colonial and dependent countries, constitute one of 
the major revolutionary forces of our times along 
with those of the working class for socialism. 

Another very important thing is Marshal 
Kim I] Sung’s theoretical definition, based on the 
development of the Juche idea, that in underdeveloped 
countries the peasantry is one of the main forces, not 
a simple ally of the working class, though they should 
act under the direction of the working-class ideology. 


Under this conception the Juche idea enables us to 
analyse how to combine national liberation with class 
emancipation and the path to socialism. 


PERIOD OF TRANSITION 


It is important to demarcate the period of transi- 
tion correctly, for incorrect demarcation might entail 
a grave danger. 

Some theories assert that the period of transition 
extends to the establishment of the socialist system 
and others to the higher stage of communism. Both 
conceptions are somewhat dangerous. If the transi- 
tion period continues until the establishment of the 
socialist system, revolution will come to stop since 
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an end should be put to the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat and communism is a process that necessitates 
a brain, which is to guide it for the whole period. If 
one considers that the transition period extends to the 
higher stage of communism, he will commit another 
deviation by making that stage indefinite. Hence the 
necessity of correct demarcation of the transition pe- 
riod. 

Marshal Kim II Sung, applying the Juche idea, 
said that the period of transition would last up to the 
building of a classless society where is no class dis- 
tinction between the workers and the peasants. 

In these important aspects we encounter many 
theories which make only general enunciations but 
shed no definite light on the subject. But Marshal 
Kim Il Sung, according to the Juche idea, determined 
when the revolution will take place and how, and 
fixed very concrete limits for its different stages, 
which are abridged in the following manner: 

a) Construction of a classless society 

b) Elimination of differences between physical 

and mental labour 

c) Work according to one’s ability and supply ac- 

cording to one’s needs. 


IDEOLOGICAL, INTELLECTUAL AND 
MATERIAL STRENGTH 


One of the fundamental principles for successful 
embodiment of the Juche idea is to bring up people to 
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be dignified revolutionaries with ideology, knowledge 
and material strength, so that they may actively part- 
icipate in the revolution and construction in a manner 
befitting masters. 

Since man’s ideology determines all his activity, 
one of the most important tasks in the revolution is 
to transform people’s ideological consciousness along 
revolutionary lines. Those ideological laggards and 
moral degenerates are no better than social invalids. 
That is why the primary task is to remould the ideolo- 
gy of people along revolutionary lines and give them 
necessary strength for comprehending a difficult task 
that must be tackled. 

Important also is the intellectual strength which 
gives knowledge necessary for serving society all the 
more efficiently. Proceeding from an authentic pa- 
triotic spirit, within social ideas and the revolution- 
ary conception of the world, those intellectual know- 
ledges must serve the people and the fatherland, not 
for the purpose of satisfying the intellectuals’ person- 
al ambition. 

For revolutionaries to attain success in their work 
as such they must give full scope to their physical and 
mental faculties. Therefore, material strength can by 
no means be ignored. That is why it is an aspect which 
is in no way negligible. 


METHOD 


A revolutionary theory can be very well conceived 
and its materialization can be foreseen through con- 
crete plans. But this theory cannot be successful in 
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practice without establishing an adequate method for 
realization. 

The basis of the method for practical application 
within the Juche idea _ initiated by Marshal 
Kim Il Sung is the mass line. In this respect, various 
important points must be developed in connection 
with work with the masses of the people. They are: 
a) the system of mass guidance; b) the method of 
mass guidance; and c) the conducts of directing the 
popular masses. 


METHOD OF MASS GUIDANCE 


Here arises the problem of placing full confidence 
in the popular masses and learning from them at all 
times, while at the same time enhancing their role. 
As is known, the revolution and construction are a 
work for the masses of the people, a work that has to 
be directly carried out by them. Therefore, the ques- 
tion of which class should win more masses constitu- 
tes a key to deciding victory or defeat in the revolu- 
tion and construction. 

But the revolution and construction do not emerge 
victorious only with the winning of the masses. Their 
victory can be guaranteed only when greater masses 
of the people are won over and, at the same time, their 
role is raised and they are made most powerful. In 
the art of mass leadership it is necessary always to set 
forth correct lines and fighting slogans opportunely 
from a Juche position. It is a prerequisite for leading 
the masses of the people along the right path to wise- 
ly analyse the specific situation in each stage of the 
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revolution, have a proper grasp of the aspirations of 
the popular masses and the requirement of the revo- 
lutionary development and thus put forward correct 
lines and adequate fighting slogans suitable for it. 


METHOD OF WORK AMONG THE 
POPULAR MASSES 


The main thing in the revolutionary method of 
work is to give proper precedence to political work 
and lead the masses by means of persuasion and edu- 
cation. 

Man is a being endowed with ideological con- 
sciousness. Therefore, the method of exciting the revo- 
lutionary enthusiasm of the popular masses by giving 
priority to ideological education in all work and of 
bringing their patience and creativity into play, so 
that they may be mobilized consciously in the revolu- 
tion and construction, is the best method of work 
emanating from confidence in the revolutionary spirit 
of the masses. 

The revolutionary method of work is also a method 
by which the superiors go down to the lower units in 
a planned way and help their subordinates. The ad- 
vanced should penetrate into the popular masses, learn 
steadily from them and share the bitters and sweets 
with them, so as to induce them to carry out their rev- 
olutionary task of their own initiative. This principle 
derives from the essence of the Juche idea. 

The revolutionary method of work also consists 
in grasping the main link and concentrating eiforts 
on its solution. It is necessary to find out the main 
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link in a great number of intermingled revolutionary 
tasks, correctly define the order of priority and solve 
it through a concentrated struggle of the entire peo- 
ple. 

What is important in the revolutionary method of 
work is to create a model in a typical unit, generalize 
it and skillfully combine general guidance with spe- 
cific guidance. This is the best method of mobilizing 
the masses by positive example, drawing on the ini- 
tiative of the popular masses. 


THE POPULAR STYLE OF WORK 


One of the highly important problems in mass 
leadership is that cadres should possess the popular 
style of work, while at the same time putting forward 
correct lines and fighting slogans and depending on 
a correct method of work. It is because the main thing 
in the revolutionary work is work with people and, 
therefore, the trait of cadres setting examples con- 
stitutes a great force of encouragement for the mass- 
es and has a decisive influence upon them. 

The important contents of the popular work style 
are modesty and simplicity, humanism and a high 
cultural level, revolutionary spirit and exemplary 
practice, principled unity, revolutionary comradeship 
and revolutionary moral obligation. 

The typical example of popular work style, set by 
Marshal Kim II Sung himself, is of tremendous sign- 
ificance in the sense that it serves as a model to revo- 
Jutionaries and, at the same time, shows the features 
of people who will live in communist society. When- 
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ever he encounters a_ difficult problem, Marshal 
Kim II Sung calls on the masses of people, consults 
them and keeps constant and permanent contacts 
with them as a politician. This tradition tells that the 
distance traversed by Marshal Kim I] Sung on the 
territory of Korea is equivalent to travelling round 
the circumference of the globe as many as fifteen 
times. 

Speaking in words of great significance to the ca- 
dres of the Workers’ Party of Korea that they are 
servants of the popular masses, Marshal Kim Il Sung 
most graphically taught the importance of such a re- 
lation. 

The formation of an iron will and the cultivation 
of a revolutionary sweep constitutes the most impor- 
tant guarantee for correct leadership over the masses 
in a protracted revolutionary struggle. 

We should make a profound study of each of the 
above-mentioned aspects in order to comprehend how 
much revolutionary significance is contained in each 
of them, and precisely those, I hope, are the aspects 
we must study and acquire in this activity of scientific 
investigation. 

In conclusion, I would like to cite an important 
thesis of Marshal Kim Il Sung, which summarizes 
the essence of these ideas: 

“The Juche idea is not a theory for theory’s sake; 
it is the guiding idea of the revolution and construc- 
tion in our country that we put forth on the basis of 
the experiences and lessons obtained through our com- 
plicated revolutionary struggles. In our country the 
Juche idea is a stern fact of history established in all 
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aspects of social life. To have a deep understanding 
of the Juche idea, it is necessary to make a detailed 
study of our Party’s policy and our country’s reality.” 
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THE JUCHE IDEA: INDEPENDENCE 
AND CREATIVITY

At this symposium organized on the occasion of 
the 30th anniversary of the founding of the glorious 
Workers’ Party of Korea, the vanguard and the 
General Staff of the revolution and construction of 
Korea, the Centre for the Study of the Works of 
Marshal Kim Il Sung in Peru joins in paying deep 
homage on this occasion to the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea, acknowledging and supporting the correct lines 
and policies which it applied in the building of social- 
ism and in the struggle for independent peaceful re- 
unification of Korea, and also in the international 
relations. 

The independent and principled stand of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea, inflexible before all hues of op- 
portunism and flunkeyism, has placed it in the fore- 
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front of the struggle of the world people against impe- 
rialism and world reaction and for the democracy, na- 
tional liberation and socialism. 

Under the leadership of Marshal Kim Il Sung, the 
Workers’ Party of Korea, a vigorous and invincible 
Party, is resolutely fighting for the unity of all the 
progressive and revolutionary forces in order to 
strengthen their joint action and establish an anti- 
imperialist united front which will accelerate the 
crumbling and ruin of imperialism and the social 
system which sustains it. 

Moreover, in order to tide over difficulties created 
within the international revolutionary movement, 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, while fighting against 
all hues of opportunism, is exerting great efforts to 
the cohesion of the communist and workers’ parties 
of the world on the principles of Marxism-Leninism 
and proletarian internationalism, on the principles of 
complete equality and independence, mutual respect, 
non-interference in others’ internal affairs and com- 
radely cooperation. 

It is waging a resolute struggle for the unity of 
the socialist countries on the basis of opposing impe- 
rialism, supporting the labour movement of the cap- 
italist countries continuing socialist and communist 
construction and observing the principles of non- 
interference in internal affairs, equality, mutual 
respect and benefit. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea points out the neces- 
sity of formation of a broad anti-imperialist united 
front on an international scale by the socialist and 
Third World countries, the international commun- 
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ist and labour movements, and the national-liberation 
and all the other democratic movements which con- 
stitute the anti-imperialist forces of the world, with 
an object of isolating imperialism, dealing blows at it 
on all fronts and places and defeating it ultimately. 

The establishment of a monolithic ideological 
system shows how the Workers’ Party of Korea fought 
victoriously against its enemies within and without, 
how it struggled to strengthen international solidarity 
and how it solved the problems presented in the revo- 
lutionary struggle and construction at the present 
times. 

The Juche idea, the theme of this symposium, is 
the essence of the monolithic ideological system of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea, which ensures the unity of 
ideology and will in its ranks and renders it possible 
to victoriously fight against such deviationist currents 
as flunkeyism to great powers and dogmatism. 

The Juche idea, for its might and historical value, 
now arouses a great interest in its study and applica- 
tion. It is for this reason that events are taking place 
and institutions come into being with this object in 
different countries. 

Delegates of different Latin-American countries 
have met together for the same reason. We are mee- 
ting in order to start, expand and deepen the study 
of the Juche idea and to exchange what we have 
learned therefrom. 

In this sense, I am going to refer mainly to the 
aspects indispensable for the establishment of the 
Juche idea which has broad and profound meanings. 
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THE JUCHE IDEA: INDEPENDENCE 
AND CREATIVITY 


Basing himself creatively on the Marxist-Leninist 
theory on revolution, Marshal Kim I! Sung emphasiz- 
ed and developed in accordance with our age the 
principle that it is the masses of the people who make 
revolution and history. Defining the Juche idea, he 
indicated that “...the masters of the revolution and 
the work of construction are the masses of the people 
and that they are also the motive force of the revolu- 
tion and the work of construction.” 

The Juche idea clarifies the correlations between 
the role and position of the popular masses in the rev- 
olution and construction and between man and the 
material world. The nucleus of the Juche idea is man, 
whom it considers as the most powerful being, as the 
unique being capable of transforming nature and so- 
ciety in accord with his interests and in harmony with 
the socio-historical conditions. 

This magnificent idea, materialization of which 
requires that the masses of the people be equipped 
firmly with the independent and creative spirit, plays 
an eminent role in the struggle of the oppressed peo- 
ples and countries against imperialism and its allies. 

The struggle for peace, political independence, 
economical self-support and defence of national in- 
tegrity constitutes the main trend of our age. In other 
words, ours is the age of Juche, the age in which the 
national-liberation movement in the vast areas of 
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Asia, Africa and Latin America and the socialist 
movement deal mortal blows to Yankee imperialism, 
the chief enemy of the peoples and the target of revo- 
lutionary struggle. 

Interpreting in an excellent way the new histori- 
cal conditions, Marshal Kim II Sung said: 

‘We are seeing in our time the decline of the 
strength of imperialism while the forces of the peo- 
ple towards peace, democracy, national independence 
and socialism are gaining in scope and strength.” 

These phrases of profound significance contain 
the historical truth of our age that the masses of the 
people are the protagonists and masters of history 
and that they have the force, responsibility and intel- 
ligence which actuate the transformation of nature 
and society for their own well-being and interests. 

The Juche idea whose fundamentals reside in the 
recognition that “...man is the master of all things and 
the decisive factor in everything”, places man in the 
centre of social activities and considers that all ma- 
terial and social transformation is done by man and 
for his interests. Consequently, this brilliant idea sup- 
ports that men, accordingly, the masses of the people, 
who create the wealth of society through their creative 
labour and their everyday struggle and realize social 
transformation, must be the real masters of the fruits 
of their labour and the whole society. This means that 
revolution and construction in our age are the work 
of the masses of the people fighting against all forms 
of exploitation and domination and for a society in 
which they will actually become masters of the state 
power and means of production. 
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JUCHE IDEA: A REVOLUTIONARY GUIDE 


The revolutionary Juche idea interprets the actual 
historical conditions of humanity and, for this  cha- 
racteristic, serves as the guide in the revolutionary 
struggle and construction not only for the Korean 
people but also for the peoples and countries that are 
fignting for democracy, national liberation and so- 
cialism. 

For its universal significance, the Juche idea, we 
can affirm, is applicable in Latin America. Jose Car- 
los Mariategui said: ‘The revolution in America will 
neither be a tracing nor a copy, but a heroic creation 
of its people.” 

Referring to the Juche idea Marshal Kim II Sung 
said: 

‘The people are the masters of the revolution in 
each country, and the decisive factor of victory in this 
revolution is the strength of the country itself.” 

This is a great truth of our age. In Latin America, 
for example, the Cuban revolution was not imported, 
but was staged by the Cuban people led by the Major 
Fidel Castro, who carried it out victoriously and to- 
day are masters of the revolution and the country. 
Likewise, the revolution in other countries which still 
remain under the yoke of imperialism will be pushed 
forward by the masses of the people in the respective 
countries. 

In this sense it is necessary to give attention to 
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the substantial requirement of the Juche idea that al] 
should place the revolution of their country in the 
centre of their thinking and revolutionary practice 
and at the same time should not forget international 
solidarity. 

Clarifying the correlation between the revolution 
in each country and the world revolution, the genius 
leader of the Korean people said: 


“The revolutionary movements in individual coun- 
tries are national movements, and at the same time, 
constitute part of the world revolution. The revolution- 
ary Struggles of the peoples in all countries support 
and complement each other and join together in one 
current of world revolution. A victorious revolution 
should assist those countries whose revolutions have 
not yet triumphed, providing them with experiences 
and examples and render active political, economic 
and military support to the liberation struggle of the 
peoples of the world. The peoples in countries which 
have not yet won their revolutions should fight more 
actively to defend the successful revolutions of other 
countries against the imperialist policy of strangula- 
tion and hasten victory for their own revolutions. This 
is the law of the development of the world revolution- 
ary movement and the fine tradition already formed 
in the course of the people’s liberation struggle.” 


The revolution of each country is integral part of 
the world revolution, particularly the revolution of 
each Latin-American country is part and a link in the 
chain of the revolution of this continent. To fight for 
the revolution of one’s country and strengthen inter-

national solidarity is the important aspects of the 
Juche idea. 

Another aspect that the Juche idea treats with is 
the attitude of master towards revolution and con- 
struction which the masses of the people should 
adopt, proceeding from the independent and creative 
position, in order to lead the revolution of their coun- 
try to victory and thus contribute to the cause of the 
world revolution. 

Referring to the conditions necessary for the suc- 
cess in the revolution and construction, the Marshal 
clearly said: 

“Only by firmly establishing Juche can each coun- 
try repudiate flunkeyism to great powers and dogma- 
tism and creatively apply the universal truth of Marx- 
ism-Leninism and the experience of other countries in 
line with its historical conditions and national char- 
acteristics; always solve its own problems by itself 
on its own responsibility, eliminating reliance on 
others while displaying the spirit of self-reliance; and, 
accordingly, carry on its revolutionary cause and 
construction work successfully.” 


THE JUCHE IDEA: OPPOSED 
TO FLUNKEYISM 


In the course of the struggle against Japanese 
imperialism and its lackeys, Marshal Kim II Sung 
formed the firm conviction that in order to make rev- 
olution it is necessary to rely on one’s own forces 
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and to carry it out in line with the historical condi- 
tions and reality of one’s own country. 

The truth of this revolutionary formulation is self- 
evident, which cannot be ignored, still more in those 
colonial and dependent countries where, as a result 
of political and economic subjugation, faith is not 
placed in their own strength and capacity in shaping 
their own destiny, that of their people and the coun- 
try. 

This abject and defeatist spirit revealed among 
the reactionaries and lackeys of imperialism or among 
those engaged in deforming the national culture after 
the imperialist fashion, is also manifested within the 
revolutionary movement, which is reflected in the at- 
titude of placing hope mainly in foreign aid and in 
servile attitude of blindly acting under a certain “‘ba- 
ton” that is regrettably still found. This is doing great 
harm to the advance of the revolutionary struggle. 

The Juche idea is opposed to these practices. To 
adopt an independent position is one of its require- 
ments, for only by maintaining this position firmly is 
it possible to lay and consolidate the bases for win- 
ning victory and attaining human dignity. 

Marshal Kim I] Sung said: 

“Independence is what keeps man alive. If he 
loses independence in society, he cannot be called a 
inan; he differs little from an animal. We might say 
that socio-political life is more valuable to a man than 
physical life. He is a social being. If he is forsaken by 
society and deprived of political independence, though 
he seems alive, he is virtually dead as social human 
being. That is why the revolutionaries deem it far 
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more honourable to die in the fight for freedom than to 
keep themselves alive in slavery.” 

In the different stages of development of society 
the people have always fought for liberty, against all 
forms of domination and exploitation. In the slave- 
owning society people rose against servitude, in 
feudal society against serfdom and in capitalist so- 
ciety against exploitation by capital and for the con- 
struction of a new society free of exploitation of man 
by man. These historical facts clearly show that the 
central preoccupation of man in his whole life is to 
fight for independence, against the restrictions im- 
posed by nature and against the classes owning 
means of production and power. 

Independence is the vital element of man for his 
existence. Without it he will lose his condition of 
existence. The Juche idea which considers man as the 
central figure in all activities and in solution of all 
problems requires precisely to support and defend his 
independence so that he can actually adopt the atti- 
tude of master towards nature and society. 

Struggle to really win and preserve social, poli- 
tical and economic independence demands that man 
as well as people and their organizations maintain in- 
dependent position, abandon the spirit of relying on 
others, depending on one’s own efforts, think with 
one’s own criterion and solve all problems under his 
responsibility. Struggle for the realization of inde- 
pendence in all aspects and on all levels forcefully 
requires to possess this spirit and oppose manipula- 
tion and all forms of flunkeyism. 

Historical experience shows that when a_ person 
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turns to flunkeyism he becomes an idiot, when a peo- 
ple takes to flunkeyism their country falls into ruin, 
and when a party acquires flunkeyism it makes a 
mess of revolution and construction. 


Consequently, flunkeyism is the mother of failure 
and of material and ideological servitude. 


The Juche idea poses it as an essential require- 
ment to hold fast to the independent position as the 
fundamental condition for making man _ the most 
superior being so that he can adopt the attitude of 
master towards material and social transformation 
and carry it out with responsibility. As a matter of 
fact, the Juche idea is opposed to flunkeyism which 
denies in practice the strength and wisdom of man 
and the popular masses fully capable of displaying 
them in the activity for transformation. 


To adopt the Juche idea means to opt for inde- 
pendence and oppose flunkeyism. If we revolution- 
aries are really to make revolution and build a 
fatherland of workers, we revolutionaries should 
rely on our own efforts and mobilize the internal 
resources of each of our own countries, strengthen 
international solidarity and, above all, put faith in 
the strength and wisdom of our people. 

We are by no means engaged in the difficult task 
of revolution to carry out orders or please someone. 
If we struggle for the revolution in our countries and 
in Latin America at lange, it is for breaking away 
from the yoke of imperialism, for liberating the work- 
ing people from bourgeois exploitation, for achiev- 
ing the cause of the international working class and 
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the peoples and countries that fight for national 
liberation, people’s democracy and socialism. 


THE JUCHE IDEA: OPPOSED 
TO DOGMATISM 


In the struggle to attain these objectives, as it 
is necessary to firmly maintain independent spirit, 
so it is imperative to possess creative spirit. Inde- 
pendence and creativity are two complementary 
aspects that form a unity. 

Going deep into these two requirements of the 
Juche idea, Marshal Kim Il Sung made clear that 
“..the independent stand is concerned with defence of 
the rights of the master and discharging the respon- 
sibility as such, whereas the creative stand concerns 
the development of the role of the people, the masters, 
in remaking nature and reconstructing society.” 

Consequently, in the revolutionary struggle it is 
indispensable to hold fast to these two aspects—in- 
dependence and creativity—and repudiate the flun- 
keyist and dogmatic trends. 

Man does not differ from inferior beings, nor the 
masses of the people and their political vanguards 
can lead revolutionary struggle to victory, if they 
submit to others and apply set formulas. The Juche 
idea is opposed not only to flunkeyism but also to 
dogmatism. That is to say, it is completely opposed 
to the mechanical application of the universal truth, 
blind imitation and copying of experience of other 
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countries without taking the reality into account. 

When we study the revolutionary experience of 
other peoples and fraternal countries which have 
carried out their revolution victoriously, we must do 
it in the same manner as we study Marxism-Lenin- 
ism and the Juche idea with a view to enriching our 
political line and carrying out our revolution proper- 
ly. 

The revolutionary theories and revolutionary ex- 
periences are not schematic. The founders of Marx- 
ism-Leninism, too, pointed out that this theory and 
ideology of the proletariat is not a dogma but the 
guide to action which should be applied creatively 
in accord with socio-historic conditions. Taking cor- 
rectly this essential principle of Marxism-Leninism 
into account, Marshal Kim I] Sung creatively estab- 
lished the immortal Juche idea as the unique ideolo- 
gy of the Workers’ Party of Korea and the guiding 
principle of the revolution and construction in the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

The Juche idea, emerging from the most fertile 
soil of Marxism-Leninism as the requirement of the 
Korean revolution and as reflection of our age, con- 
stitutes, in essence, a guiding idea for the fight a- 
gainst flunkeyism and dogmatism. The Juche idea 
is a contribution made by Marshal Kim I] Sung to 
the enrichment and development of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism, which, for its being precisely a revolutionary 
current, is not static but in continuous development, 
further enriched each time by the revolutionary ex- 
perience and theoretical contribution and maintain- 
ing its purity and revolutionary essence. 
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It is possible to lead the revolution in our coun- 
tries to victory, if we apply creatively the universal 
principles of Marxism-Leninism and the contents of 
the Juche idea as well as the experiences of other 
countries in harmony with the characteristics of each 
country and the historic moment. 


Marshal Kim I Sung said: 


“If we mechanically apply foreign experience, dis- 
regarding the history of our country and the traditions 
of our people and without taking account of our own 
realities and level of preparedness of our people, dog- 
matic errors will result and much harm will be done 
to the revolutionary cause. To do so is not fidelity to 
Marxism-Leninism nor to internationalism; it runs 
counter to them.” 


The Juche idea can demonstrate its vitality only 
by repudiating dogmatism, learning from the others’ 
experience critically, applying universal revolution- 
ary principles creatively, approaching and solving 
problems with one’s own brain and mobilizing the 
crealive capacity of the peoples. On the contrary, 
if we act with formalism and dogmatically, we will 
merely play the role of a puppet, and our action will 
run counter to universal teachings of Marxism- 
Leninism, the very Juche idea and the revolutionary 
experience of other brotherly countries and peoples. 


Revolution cannot be made with “caricatures” of 
men, with those beings deprived of independent and 
crealive spirit. The carrying out and triumph of rev- 
olution is possible only with conscious men, with 
those men who are fully identified with the essential 
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elements of the Juche idea, opposed to flunkeyism 
and dogmatism. 

The Juche idea which sees in the man its reason 
of being, considers him as an active being provided 
with idea and conscience, which, in its turn, determi- 
nes his attitude limited by social conditions. The Ju- 
che idea systematically expounds the active charac- 
ter of ideology and conscience. It attaches impor- 
tance to the revolutionary transformation of con- 
sciousness of man and the masses of the people and 
to the need to provide them with an ideological 
weapon to carry out revolution and _ construction 
victoriously. 

The Juche idea opposed to the mechanical inter- 
pretation of Marxism-Leninism on the relation of 
the basis and superstructure, gives profound and 
creative exposition of the relative independence of 
the latter in relation to the former, the active role of 
superstructure, the remarkable role which ideology 
and politics play in the struggle for the transforma- 
tion of nature and society and the continuity of that 
struggle. 

This explains the necessity of a revolutionary 
theory for a revolutionary practice, the necessity of 
the Marxist-Leninist ideology enriched in the course 
of development of historico-social events and the 
necessity of a “Marxist-Leninist Party which guides 
the masses of the people in the process of revolution 
and guarantees its development.” 

Only this makes it possible to assure the role of 
master played by the popular masses in the revolu- 
tion and construction and guarantee that this role 
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be heightened, maintaining an independent and 
creative position. 


THE JUCHE IDEA: REVOLUTIONARY 
IDEA REFLECTING OUR AGE 


Our age is characterized by the struggle of the 
peoples to liquidate all the vestiges of domination 
and exploitation. Ours is the age of struggle to 
capture material and spiritual fortresses where man 
renders himself perfect, restores definitively his inde- 
pendence and gives full play to his creative faculty. 
It is known that in the past ages, too, the people 
fought to attain independence but through this 
struggle, they only passed from one to another form 
of class society, because of the level of the historical 
development of society; thus historically the slave- 
owning society changed to feudal society and finally 
to capitalist society. 

At present, a struggle is fought not to replace one 
form of exploitation by another but to eliminate it in 
all its forms, destroying capitalist society, the last 
form of class society. 

The Juche idea interprets perfectly the current 
trend. Basing itself on the philosophical proposition 
that the man as the unique master of nature and so- 
ciety has the strength and talent to decide on all the 
aspects connected with his existence, it reflects the 
aspiration and resolution of people and particularly 
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of the masses of the people to fight for winning in- 
dependence in all spheres. 

Now people in the world rise and advance with 
irresistible force, emerge as the absolute masters oi 
history and the undertaker of social transformation, 
not to privilege certain classes or groups of minority 
but to bring happiness to all the people. Through 
today’s struggle the masses of the people in all coun- 
tries are building free and happy future. 

Marshal Kim Il Sung said with utmost simplici- 
ty: 

“Today the Juche idea is capturing great sympathy 
among many people of the world. I think this is pri- 
marily because this idea conforms with the aspirations 
of the world’s people for independence.” 

It is also due to the same reason that the peoples 
of Latin America sympathize with the Juche idea. 

We are present at this symposium precisely be- 
cause we sympathize with this brilliant idea, all the 
more so because independence and creativity—the 
essence of the Juche idea—are the vivid objectives 
of the world people, the Latin American peoples in 
particular. 

This epoch of independence, the epoch of vigorous 
struggle for political independence and sovereignty, 
economic independence and self-support and nation- 
al self-defence, is the epoch of materializing the Juche 
idea in reliance on one’s own efforts and in accord- 
ance with the reality and historical conditions of 
each country. 

Marshal Kim II Sung taught: 

‘The complete collapse of world imperialism led 
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by US imperialism and of all varieties of reaction- 
aries is inevitable and so is the final triumph of the 
common struggle of the people of the entire world 
for peace and democracy, national independence and 
socialism. This is the basic trend of our times which 
no force can check.” 

In order to defeat world imperialism and reac- 
tion and win final victory, it is necessary to streng- 
then and expand the revolutionary movement in each 
country and on an international level. It is the re- 
quirements of the democratic, anti-imperialist and 
socialist forces to take common action, strengthen 
the international organizations of the Third World 
countries opposed to imperialism and realize an 
anti-imperialist united front. 

The unity of action and the cohesion of the rev- 
olutionary movement, necessary for the success of 
struggle, are required to oppose Right and “Left” 
opportunism within the progressive and revolution- 
ary forces, which implies struggle against revision- 
ist and dogmatic currents, without which it is im- 
possible to successfully combat imperialism and 
world reaction. 

Giving orientation to the requirements of an ef- 
fective revolutionary struggle, Marshal Kim Il Sung 
pointed out: 

“To strengthen the international revolutionary for- 
ces today, we must combat revisionism. Modern re- 
visionists make unprincipled compromises with the 
US imperialists, surrender to them and spread illu- 
sions about imperialism. This has the injurious effect 
of encouraging the US imperialists’ aggressive policy 
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and weakening the revolutionary struggle of the pro- 
gressive peoples of the whole world against imperial- 
ism. We should decidedly repudiate modern revision- 
ism and march forward, holding still higher the rev- 
olutionary banner of Marxism-Leninism and the ban- 
ner of the anti-imperialist, national-liberation strug- 
gle.” 

“We must fight ‘Left’ opportunism as well as 
modern revisionism. ‘Left’ opportunists fail to take 
into account changed realities and dogmatically re- 
cite isolated propositions of Marxism-Leninism; they 
lead people to extremist action under super-revolu- 
tionary slogans. They also divorce the Party from the 
masses, split the revolutionary forces and prevent a 
concentrated attack on the principal enemy.... 

“Without fighting ‘Left’ opportunism, it is impos- 
sible to unite the anti-imperialist forces to wage a 
successful struggle against imperialism, nor is it 
possible to combat modern revisionism successfully.” 

This is a great teaching for the Latin-American 
peoples and their revolutionary movement. If we 
wish to be faithful to the revolution, to the universal 
principles of the ideology of the working class, to 
the experience of the Korean people and the Juche 
idea, we must fight indefatigably against flunkeyism 
to great powers and repudiate decidedly the two 
harmful trends within the revolutionary forces, revi- 
sionism and dogmatism. This alone will guarantee the 
victory of revolution in each of our countries and, 
consequently, our contribution to the Latin-American 
revolution and the world revolution. 
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THE JUCHE IDEA AS THE 
UNIVERSAL TRUTH AND ITS 
EMBODIMENT

Today the National Scientific Seminar on the 
Juche Idea is opened here in grand style under the 
joint auspices of the Japan-Korea Solidarity Com- 
mittee of Social Scientists and the National Council 
of Societies for the Study of the Works of President 
Kim Il Sung to celebrate with profound significance 
the 30th anniversary of the founding of the glorious 
Workers’ Party of Korea, the militant General Staff 
of the Korean revolution. I would like to share with 
you in the joy of the occasion. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea, founded and led 
by President Kim II Sung, the great leader of the 
Korean people, has traversed one road of victory and 
glory under the banner of the immortal Juche idea. 
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The thirty years’ glorious history of the Party repre- 
sents a brilliant embodiment of the Juche idea. We, 
the researchers and practicians of the Juche idea, are 
celebrating the 30th founding anniversary of the Par- 
ty in the form of National Scientific Seminar on the 
Juche Idea, a suitable form to us, and at the same 
time we hope on this occasion that the Party wiil 
develop further in future and will make an important 
contribution to the advance of the world history as 
model for the parties of many countries in socialist 
revolution and construction. 

Behind us who are present here at this seminar 
are a great number of comrades and friends engaged 
in continuous vigorous struggles everywhere. By 
placing great reliance on these friends has our move- 
ment been able to develop to what it is today and 
mutual solidarity strengthen so much. I, together 
with you, extend in the name of this seminar heartielt 
solidarity greetings to the comrades and _ friends 
throughout the country and wish them success in 
their struggle. 

The delegation of Japan-Korea Solidarity Com- 
mittee of Social Scientists visited the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea from August 22 to Sep- 
tember 12, 1975. Our warm contact with the Republic 
should be said to have actually started already from 
the time when we were given a cordial reception by 
the Republic’s ambassador on August 20 in Peking. 

We made our visit to the Republic with the suc- 
cesses gained in the movement which the Japan-Ko- 
rea Solidarity Committee of Social Scientists had vi- 
gorously conducted for three years since its inaugura- 
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tion. 

Our successes included the holding of monthly 
study meetings on 26 occasions and the organization 
of the Japan-Korea academic seminar in celebration 
of the 10th anniversary of the publication of Theses 
on the Socialist Rural Question in Our Country, the 
immortal classic of President Kim I] Sung, to which 
a scientific and cultural delegation of the Republic 
was invited. 

We should not, in the least, make light of the kind 
invitation of the Republic. Each time our delegation 
visited the Republic the party concerned spent plenty 
of time and efforts to entertain it and expended pre- 
cious fruit of the people’s labour for it. We should vi- 
sit this country, with our success in our movement and 
make the good results of the visit helpful to the fu- 
ture development of our movement. The Japan-Korea 
Solidarity Committee of Social Scientists will always 
maintain this attitude in the future in its relation wi- 
th the Republic. 

Through our recent visit we have also strengthen- 
ed our comradely solidarity with the National Council 
of Societies for the Study of the Juche Idea. I express- 
ed my views on this matter in my speech at the meet- 
ing held at the People’s Palace of Culture in Pyong- 
yang on the evening of September 7 in honour of the 
Japan-Korea Solidarity Committee of Social Scien- 
tists delegation and on various other occasions. Our 
comrades and friends in the Republic highly apprais- 
ed the significance of the National Scientific Semi- 
nars on the Juche Idea held on October 13, 1974 and 
on May 25, 1975 under the joint auspices of the Ja- 
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pan-Korea Solidarity Committee of Social Scientists 
and the National Council of Societies for the Study 
of the Juche Idea and earnestly hoped for the further 
strengthening of the ties between the two organiza- 
tions. Informing you of this fact with great pleasure, 
I will endeavour not to fall short of the expectations 
of the comrades and friends of the Republic. 

The Japan-Korea Solidarity Committee of Social 
Scientists and the National Council of Societies for 
the Study of the Juche Idea have the common purpose 
of studying and learning the immortal Juche idea 
and, at the same time, have their own independent 
characteristics and tasks. Hence the necessity of so- 
lidarity between the two organizations. And I am 
convinced that solidarity will produce a mighty force 
which cannot be displayed by any individual organi- 
zation. 

Moreover, we visited Korea on the basis of our 
many years’ solidarity with Chongryon (the General 
Association of Korean Residents in Japan). Our soli- 
darity with the Republic should start, first of all, from 
that with Chongryon and this is the consistent poli- 
cy of the Japan-Korea Solidarity Committee of So- 
cial Scientists. Whatever rough storm may arise 
around Chongryon our solidarity will, instead of 
breaking down, rather be strengthened further, and 
the mutual trust has become unshakable. 

During our stay in the Republic we were received 
by the President. We told him about the solidarity 
and mutual trust between the Japan-Korea Solidari- 
ty Committee of Social Scientists and Chongryon. He 
was very pleased at it and expressed his gratitude, 
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which made me feel a lump in my throat. 

In Pyongyang we fortunately met Chairman Han 
Dok Su of Chongryon and took part with him in the 
central report meeting celebrating the 27th founding 
anniversary of the Republic and in the grand banquet 
where the President took part in person. We listened 
on two occasions to the speeches made in a moving 
tearful voice by Chairman Han Dok Su who was on 
his first visit to his fatherland. We received deep and 
unforgettable impressions from the beautiful scene 
of sharing kindred feelings among the Korean nation- 
als, especially between the great leader — affectionate 
father — and the Chairman of Chongryon who has 
been waging an arduous struggle in an alien land. 

We are resolved to trust, in future, too, in Chong- 
ryon which is rallied around Chairman Han Dok Su, 
to further strengthen our fraternal solidarity with it 
and to conduct our movement together with it even 
in the grave situation in Japan. 

Having visited the Republic on the basis of the 
achievements the Japan-Korea Solidarity Committee 
of Social Scientists made in the three years’ move- 
ment since its foundation and on the basis of our so- 
lidarity with the National Council of Societies for the 
Study of the Juche Idea and Chongryon, we made a 
deeper study of the principles of great Kimilsungism 
the kernel of which is the immortal Juche idea. At the 
same time, we closely inspected the remarkable suc- 
cesses scored in the socialist revolution and socialist 
construction through the embodiment of Kimilsungism, 
that is, by taking the Juche idea as the sole guiding 
principle. 
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Our study of the principles of the Juche idea was 
conducted through the study meetings on eight occa- 
sions with the participation of the scientists of the 
Republic and all the eight members of the delegation. 
The profound debates covering various ‘specialized 
fields including philosophy were most beneficial to us. 

Our inspection programmes for showing us how 
the Juche idea was being materialized were arranged 
in many-sided and detailed way so that we could 
easily understand the progress of the three revolu- 
tions—ideological, technical and cultural. 

Through these discussions and inspections we 
could more clearly grasp the key point of the Juche 
idea which we had_ studied for many years. In my 
speech at the meeting held in Pyongyang in honour 
of the delegation of the Japan-Korea Solidarity Com- 
mittee of Social Scientists, I said as follows: 

“Great Kimilsungism with the immortal Juche 
idea as its quintessence is a universal truth with 
which not only the Korean people but also all the pro- 
gressive people and revolutionary people of the world 
living in our era, the era of Juche, must arm themsel- 
ves firmly and it is a glorious duty of the truth-lov- 
ing scientists to widely propagate and disseminate it 
at home and abroad.” 

It would be appreciated if you get a real meaning 
of my idea expressed in most plain terms. 

Today, in Japan, there exist various contradic- 
tions including the irreconcilable and reconcilable 
contradictions, which are entangled with one another 
causing a complicated situation. We are living in such 
circumstances, and a scientist under the same posi- 
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tion as I, is inevitably restricted in many aspects by 
the complex circumstances if he is to advocate 
Kimilsungism and carry on his activity under its 
banner. I am not, in the least, afraid of that but we, 
I think, should have a full understanding of it. 


In my report of study entitled The Essence of 
the Juche Idea and the Tasks of Social Science 
made about three years ago at the second session of 
the monthly study meeting of the Japan-Korea Soli- 
darity Committee of Social Scientists, I quoted the 
words written in the last part of the preface to 
the first edition of Marx’s Capital “Follow your own: 
course, and let people talk”, with the following com- 
ments: “These words quoted by Marx from The Di- 
vine Comedy of Dante have taught, I can say, what 
attitude should be taken by those who are going to 
open up an unexplored path of innovation and crea- 
tion in science, art, politics and in all others.” 


My view on this point was further confirmed 
through my recent visit to the Republic. That is to 
say, I have come to have an invariable standpoint 
that it is a glorious task for a scientist loving truth 
and faithful to it to widely disseminate at home and 
abroad the Juche idea, a universal truth; and that this 
glorious task should not, in any case, be relinquished 
under whatever complicated situation. 


Just then, I was received by the President, the 
originator of the immortal Juche idea, and could have 
a golden chance to receive his personal teachings on 
a wide range of problems — from the essential ques- 
tions of philosophy to present political issues. 
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It was on the morning of September 10, the day 
after the 27th founding anniversary of the Republic. 

As I already mentioned in my interview with 
the editorial board of the Juche Idea, organ of 
the Liaison Council of the Societies of Japanese Youth 
for the Study of the Juche Idea, I make a point of not 
only studying great ideologies and theories from 
books but confirming them through interviews with 
their originators. 


I made particularly careful preparations for my 
recent talk with President Kim I! Sung and presented 
an eight-point written inquiry already in mid-June. 
I believe that it could be some help to the President 
for his understanding of my intention. The talk pro- 
ceeded on the basis of my inquiry. While listening to 
the President I felt like addressing more serious ques- 
tions than I had put in my written inquiry. 


Coming in touch with the personality of the 
President, a man of brilliant foresight, lofty virtues 
and noble character, I thought that I finally met with 
a great comrade to whom I could raise any scientific 
and political questions which I had long studied de- 
voting my long years of life. I do not hesitate to use 
the words “great comrade” and that with my bound- 
less respect for him. I have also clearly seen with my 
own eyes that his personality constitutes the very 
root of motive power for the amazing development 
in the DPRK, the miracle of the present times. 

Having returned from our significant visit to the 
Republic, during which we had the honour of being 
received by President Kim I] Sung, we have made 
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earnest efforts, availing ourselves of every opportuni- 
ty, to inform you, comrades and friends, of the results 
of our visit, so as to make it useful to us in advanc- 
ing our movement. This national seminar we are 
holding today, I think, will be an important momen- 
tum for that. I made the basic report at the national 
seminar held on October 13 last year, and this year, 
too, the task was assigned to me. 

During my recent visit to the Republic I was 
greatly moved by a lot of things. But here I would 
like to tell you about only four of them. 

Firstly, I came to think again seriously on the 
relationship between §§ Marxism-Leninism and 
Kimilsungism with the Juche idea as its quintessence. 

As I repeatedly stressed in my previous report, it 
is wrong to assume Marxism-Leninism as an immu- 
table doctrine. We should see Marxism-Leninism in 
its development. In the course of its development one 
side of an object becomes principal and the other side 
subordinate as a result of the change of historical 
conditions. As for the dialectical materialism, in 
certain historical conditions the materialistic side is 
emphasized and in other historical conditions the 
dialectical side, and this was what Lenin had pointed 
out time and again. 

This is applicable to such a basic problem of phil- 


osophy as the “relations of matter to consciousness”, 
the question which I put to President Kim II Sung. 


Needless to say, Marxist-Leninist dialectical ma- 
terialism holds that matter is primary and that con- 
sciousness is secondary. But that matter is primary 
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and determines consciousness neither means that con- 
sciousness does not react to matter at all, nor denies 
the positive and active role of consciousness in de- 
velopment of history. The role of consciousness 
changes according to the change of historical condi- 
tions. 


Marx and Engels pointed out, in the historical 
conditions of their days, that consciousness is a re- 
flection of matter. However, the positive and active 
role of consciousness has acquired greater importance 
in the present historical conditions where the strug- 
gle to transform nature and society is being waged 
purposefully and consciously. This point is stressed 
in the Juche idea. 


While talking to me, President Kim II Sung ex- 
plained that emphasizing the positive and active role 
of consciousness does not run counter to the thoughts 
of Marx and Engels. It is a creative development of 
Marxism-Leninism according to the change of histo- 
rical conditions. 


President Kim I] Sung said in the talk: “Now I’m 
very busy writing the report to be delivered at the 
meeting celebrating the 30th founding anniversary 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea.” And he made the 
historic report in the grand commemoration meeting 
held in Pyongyang on October 9. The report, as an 
editorial of Rodong Sinmun pointed out, is an excel- 
lent revolutionary document which brilliantly review- 
ed the long course of glorious history of victory cov- 
ered by the Korean communist movement and the 
Workers’ Party of Korea under the banner of immor- 
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tal Juche idea and opened another bright prospect 
before the Korean revolution and the building of so- 
cialism and communism. (The October 15, 1975 issue 
of Rodong Sinmun) 

In the report the President said as follows: 

“The formation of the Down-with-Imperialism 
Union in 1926 was the point of departure in the inde- 
pendent development of our people’s revolutionary 
struggle under the true Marxist-Leninist banner.” 

,.Over the past 30 years the Workers’ Party of 
Korea has traversed a revolutionary path adorned 
with victories and glories. 

‘‘Leading the masses of the people, our Party has 
established an advanced system of socialism on this 
land once ridden by exploitation and oppression, and 
transformed our formerly backward colonial, semi- 
feudal country into a developed socialist state. 

“Our Party emerged tried and tempered as a 
virile, revolutionary party from the hard and tortuous 
struggle to transform nature and society, from the 
bloody struggle to repulse the imperialists’ invasion 
and defend national sovereignty and the gains of the 
revolution, and from the acute struggle to safeguard 
its own unity and cohesion and the purity of Marx- 
ism-Leninism against opportunisms at home and a- 
broad.” 


As can be seen from his words “under the true 
Marxist-Leninist banner”, ‘“‘the acute struggle to 
safeguard... the purity of Marxism-Leninism”, the 
struggle of President Kim I! Sung who created the 
immortal Juche idea and has brought about a radical 
development of Marxism-Leninism, is, in essence, a 
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struggle to safeguard the truth and purity of Marx: 
ism-Leninism. Those who carry on their activities 
under the banner of Kimilsungism should keep this 
deep in their minds. 

In my basic report to the National Scientific Se- 
minar on the Juche Idea held on the 13th October, 
last year I stated: “I am following with deep interest 
the fact that recently among students, youth and 
workers in Japan are appearing the people who, im- 
pressed by the great force of Kimilsungism, exert 
themselves to study, learn and acquire Kimilsungism 
in order to train themselves as the out-and-out 
Kimilsungists. I sincerely hope that these young peo- 
ple will correctly define Kimilsungism in Marxism- 
Leninism’s historical course of development and 
steadily study and learn it, observing the valuable, 
historical heritage of the initiators of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism and the outstanding originality of President 
Kim I] Sung from the same point of view.” Today, in 
my report I would like to express this hope again. By 
so doing, I am convinced, will our study of the Juche 
idea become more deep and comprehensive. 

Secondly, I could more keenly realize the supe- 
riority of the socialist system of the DPRK and the 
essence of its politics. 

So far, I have visited several socialist countries 
and confirmed the fact that the forms and contents 
of the socialist system are becoming diversified. This 
brought me the realization that under such circum- 
stances the study of the superiority of the socialist 
system in general is not satisfactory and that it is 
necessary to make a detailed study of the advantages 
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of the socialist system in each country. 

The socialist system of the Republic has unparal- 
leled superiority as manifested through its complete 
abolition of taxation, a legacy of the old social sys- 
tem, before any other countries. Indeed, it has be- 
come a fine model for socialist countries. Through my 
recent visit to the Republic I could confirm its su- 
periority from various angles, and it would be more 
proper, I think, to leave detailed accounts of it to 
scientists in special fields including Professor Tsuru- 
shima Setsurei who will make a study report, The 
Reality of Socialist Construction in Korea As Studied 
Mainly through Agriculture. 

I deeply admired at the fact that the wise leader- 
ship of President Kim Il Sung reaches every corner 
of all these fields without exception. Brought into the 
fullest play in all domains was the ingenious per- 
spicacity of the President who penetrates into the 
substances of things and unerringly foresees the futu- 
re under any complicated situation. 

I heard from the friends in the Republic many in- 
teresting stories illustrating the fact that even those 
people working under the President could not at first 
understand his determination, as he foresaw far 
ahead, and were struck with admiration when they 
realized the correctness of his foreknowledge after a 
lapse of several years. Let me cite an instance. In 
the most complex period shortly after liberation the 
President personally selected a vast site for the con- 
struction of Kim Il Sung University. At that time 
some people doubted of the necessity of so vast a site, 
but today nobody entertains doubts about the cor- 
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rectness of the President’s foresight. 

Thus, the sagacious leadership of the President 
based on his gifted penetrating insight into the future 
reaches every field and every problem. It lies at the 
root of the unexcelled advantage of the socialist sys- 
tem of the Republic. 

Politics under the socialist system of the Republic 
has a very distinctive characteristic. It is not the op- 
pressive power politics but the tender and generous 
politics rare to be seen in the world. 

In his lecture “Politics as a Profession” given in 
his late year, Max Weber, a non-Marxist sociologist, 
whom I have a great interest in, defined “politics as 
efforts to take part in or exert influence on power, 
whether it is exercised among states or among groups 
of persons within a state,” and remarked that the 
men who have connection with politics, that is, are as- 
sociated with power are “those who make a contract 
with a devil”. This gives rise to criticism of and re- 
sistance to power. But criticism and resistance alone 
will get nowhere because politics is incidental to hu- 
man life. That is why a profound thought should be 
given to the problems as to how to put the content of 
power and the forms of its exercise to right and how 
to make the organizations in power democratic. 

Lenin, too, took pains over this problem and bent 
all his energy on it even until the last moment of his 
life. Mosche Rebin’s work entitled Lenin’s Last Strug- 
gle which revealed some of its features left deep im- 
pression on the minds of people. To our regret, how- 
ever, Lenin's efforts failed to bear a good fruit. 

In the Republic I found the most excellent solution 
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of the very difficult problem—the modes of existence 
of politics and power. This is a great joy to me. In 
this country a benign politics reaches the whole coun- 
try and people just as the life-giving water from the 
lake Yonpung-ho moistens the vast plain of Yoldu- 
samcholli, and everything is nestled in the warm 
bosom of the great leader. I am convinced that 
through my second visit to the Republic I have got a 
profound understanding of the essence of such poli- 
tics. 

Seeing the performances given by the People’s 
Army Song and Dance Ensemble following the cen- 
tral report meeting celebrating the 27th anniversary 
of the founding of the DPRK, I heard for the first 
time the woman chorus The Night Has Grown Old, 
Dear Leader, which left a profound impression on me. 

The song gave truthful representation of the 
beautiful love between the leader who works day and 
night for the benefit of the people and the people who 
wish him to take a rest even for a few more moments. 

The impression I got at that time led me to ex- 
amine myself. If I heard the song some years before 
I might have understood it by the brain, but could 
not feel it by heart as today. 

My talks with President Kim I] Sung deepened 
this understanding and helped me fully realize the 
adoration and reverence of the Korean people for the 
President whom they call affectionate father. 

Some Japanese “intellectuals” are inclined to see 
things in a biased manner and some even regard it 
as something intelligent. Such an attitude, however, 
throws “obstacle” in the way of grasping truth. It is 
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my conviction that truth can be seen only with an un- 
biased eye but not through the colored glasses. 

We have come to the full realization that a gra- 
cious politics never practised before in the world has 
become reality in the Republic, and we should watch 
how it develops in future. At the same time, we 
should not forget that beneficent politics in no 
way means humoring people but is attended with ri- 
gidity. When I inspected the National Economy In- 
stitute which holds an important position in the Par- 
ty’s educational system, I learned of the rigid disci- 
pline maintained in cadre training and bowed before 
the flawless leadership of President Kim Il Sung. 

Thirdly, I have come to think seriously on the fast- 
growing respect of the world people for and their 
confidence in President Kim Il Sung, the Juche idea 
founded by him and the Republic under his leader- 
ship. 

Between April and June this year (1975) 
President Kim Il Sung, leading the Republic’s dele- 
gation, visited China, Romania, Algeria, Mauritania, 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. Having learned that there 
were documentary films on the visit, I tendered to 
the Republic’s official concerned my fervent wish to 
see them. Thus the members of the delegation of the 
Japan-Korea Solidarity Committee of Social Scien- 
tists enjoyed the show of six documentary films on 
three occasions. 

An article sometimes allows exaggeration. But 
the lens of a camera speaks truth. Editing, however 
polished up, has its limit, while the documentary film 
shows us things as they are. 
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The six documentary films deeply impressed me 
with scenes of unusually enthusiastic welcome, which 
were very instructive. I could see clearly that it was 
a welcome from the bottom of their hearts and could 
be in no way attributed to etiquette or political con- 
sideration. 

Not only the masses of the people but heads of 
states welcomed him and paid their highest respects 
to him. 

President of Yugoslavia Josip Broz Tito was no 
exception. Once it was reported in the newspapers 
that President Tito did not come out to greet the 
head of a certain socialist country visiting his country 
for reason of his old age. But this time President Tito 
afforded hearty hospitality to President Kim I] Sung 
from the beginning to the last. I had been looking on 
him with interest in a sense. His attitude towards the 
President intrigued me much. 

In my view, the fact that he received such an en- 
thusiastic welcome everywhere during his visits to 
six countries of Asia, Africa and Europe clearly proves 
the great vitality of the Juche idea as the universal 
truth, which is the theme of the today’s reports, and 
the lofty virtues of the President, its initiator. 

Today the effect of this great vitality is felt not 
only in socialist and third-world countries but even 
in capitalist countries. 

Just before my visit to the Republic I met my old 
friend Mrs. Ruth Gage Colby, a famous American 
peace champion who took part in the World Confe- 
rence against Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs, when 
she gave me an unlooked-for present. It was an Eng- 
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lish version of President Kim Il Sung’s talks pub- 
lished in Australia. As she had carefully read the 
book entitled Juche! Towards a Unified, Independent 
Korea, she enthusiastically told me about her im- 
pression of the Juche idea with the feeling of pro- 
found reverence towards the President. Hearing her, 
I clearly realized that the powerful wave of the Juche 
idea had already reached the very threshold of US 
imperialism. 

Such being the situation, the Republic’s interna- 
tional standing is rising with each passing day. 

The Conference of Foreign Ministers of Non- 
aligned Countries held in Lima, the capital of Peru, 
on August 25 last acclaimed unanimously the admis- 
sion of the Republic to the non-alignment movement, 
which proves a new victory for the diplomacy of the 
Republic. 

I am convinced and hope that with the Republic’s 
affiliation with the non-alignment movement great 
Kimilsungism’s guiding idea and theory, method of 
leadership, and excellent strategy and tactics will 
spread in this movement to make a great contribu- 
tion to its development. 

Manoeuvres of the south Korean reactionary for- 
ces in the Lima Conference met ignominious defeat, 
thereby exposing their ugly nature before the whole 
world. The fact clearly shows that their doom is seal- 
ed because they, far from being admitted into the 
non-alignment movement, are frantically trying to 
fix “two Koreas” and aggravate the tragedy of na- 
tional split, aligning themselves with the Japanese 
and American reactionary circles politically, econo- 
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mically and militarily. 

It is no doubt that the outcome of the Lima Con- 
ference will have a great impact on the 30th UN 
General Assembly session. 

In the past the United Nations committed a lot of 
grave mistakes in dealing with the Korean question. 
When the delegation of Japan-Korea Solidarity 
Committee of Social Scientists visited Panmunjom, 
I saw the Republic’s flag unfurled with splendor on 
the table where the historic Armistice Agreement was 
signed, and, in striking contrast to it, the shabby- 
looking, drooped UN flag which seemed to me as if 
it were the symbol of the miserable looks of the Unit- 
ed Nations which had once slided into a pliable in- 
strument of US imperialism. 

The forces which have used the United Nations 
for their interests will not refrain from repeating 
their tenacious manoeuvres in the 30th UN General 
Assembly session, too. However, as President 
Kim I] Sung pointed out, “...history is not moving 
as the imperialists and their lackeys expect; it is 
advancing steadily as the people, makers of history, 
wish, in the direction in which they are moving.” 
This was already proved in the issue of representa- 
tion of the People’s Republic of China in the United 
Nations. In dealing with the Korean question, too, 
the United Nations will surely take a right course 
with its thirtieth General Assembly session as a 
turning point. 

I think we, too, must orient ourselves correctly 
as regards the Korean question, clearly realizing the 
fact that President Kim I] Sung, his Juche idea and 
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the Republic headed by him enjoy fast-deepening 
respect and confidence among the world people. 
Fourthly, I have come to think deeply upon the 
importance of taking account of people’s ideology and 
mentality and their demand in acquainting them 
with the achievements in the study of the Juche idea. 

In his talks with us President Kim II Sung taught 
time and again that we could delve into any abstruse 
philosophical problems among ourselves but must be 
prudent in case of making them public and strive to 
let them be accepted by the masses of the people. I 
think he is quite right. 

In this regard, I should like to recall the event 
that happened right after the “Bikini incident” in the 
spring of 1954 in which the signature-seeking cam- 
paign against atomic and hydrogen bombs started in 
Suginami of Tokyo was developed into a nationwide 
movement. 

At that time, most of the inhabitants of Suginami 
ward, particularly the women who played an import- 
ant role in the campaign, thought that although they 
were waging a struggle against A and H-bombs but 
could hardly carry it on in case it was linked with 
the struggle against military bases. So, taking their 
thinking and mentality into account, we launched the 
campaign with caution, putting up three slogans ac- 
ceptable to them. If we had tried to impose “On US 
Imperialism” upon common people mechanically, we 
would have failed to develop it into a big signature- 
seeking campaign participated in by 35 million peo- 
ple, nor would it have been possible to compel the 
Japanese government to change its policy of coope- 
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ration with the US government in A and H-bomb 
tests. 

While acting cautiously, we, together with the 
people, kept on our study in the course of the move- 
ment. This bore fruit and the First World Conference 
against Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs held in Hiro- 
shima in August 1955 unanimously adopted without 
any resistance the “Hiroshima Declaration” which in- 
cluded the following passage: “The struggle against 
the bases should be launched along with the campaign 
against atomic and hydrogen bombs”. It was because 
the ideology and mentality of the people had ap- 
parently made progress through the movement and 
study conducted for over one year. 

As regards the movement for friendship between 
Japan and Korea, too, I think it is necessary to main- 
tain cautious attitude if we are to rally the broad 
people. 

An enlightened mind whom I met a few days ago 
told me that he, to his regret, could not subscribe to 
the paper sent by the organization conducting the 
movement for the friendship between Japan and Ko- 
rea, though he agreed with its keynote, because the 
wording of the papers was repugnant to him. It must 
be borne in mind that common expression for us may 
turn out to be unacceptable for others and cause them 
to refrain from the united front. 

On October 13, last year, in my basic report to 
the National Scientific Seminar on the Juche Idea I 
proclaimed the ideological and theoretical system 
with the immortal Juche idea of President 
Kim I] Sung as the quintessence to be Kimilsungism.

My recent visit to the Republic further deepened my 
conviction in it, as I said in the early part of this re- 
port. But if there are people who dissent from my 
view on this important point, I am ready to find out 
common points with them, with due regards to their 
Opinions, and reach the consensus through sincere 
discussion to push ahead with the movement. 


It is very difficult to reach the consensus of opi- 
nion on all points in the movement for rallying the 
broad masses. It may be said that it is impossible 
under the present conditions of Japan. I believe that 
it is a fair attitude towards a united front to take this 
into full consideration and try to find out common 
points, respecting each other’s opinion. 


Solidarity between peoples of different opinions 
is of ever-increasing international necessity as well. 

The Declaration of Conscience written by the pa- 
triotic poet Kim Ji Ha of south Korea in prison in May 
this year was made public also in Japan in summer. 
I, too, read it with great emotion. 


In it Kim Ji Ha held forth the idea of “the unity 
of God and revolution” from the Catholic standpoint. 
In his view that unity does not mean a mechanical 
unity between traditional Marxism and _ traditional 
Christianity. He wrote he was convinced that the con- 
dition of south Korea in which reside serious contra- 
dictions and the tradition of popular resistance and 
revolution, with its unique vitality under the prevail- 
ing incredibly negative circumstances, were precious 
materials for a new form of human liberation—“the 
unity of God and revolution”. He even predicted that 
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gold welling up from the rich lode of the south Ko- 
rean soil would be a great message to the Third 
World in particular. 

I stand on different standpoints with him, but I 
have a deep understanding of his idea. So I pay 
regard to his bloody struggle and express my solidar- 
ity with him. I am convinced that such solidarity will 
serve as a cornerstone for the reunification of north 
and south Korea, the long-cherished aspiration of the 
Korean nation. 

I dwelt on four of many problems which engaged 
much of my thought during my recent visit to the 
Republic. Speculation on these problems made me 
think of the future of Japan, my motherland. The more 
I witnessed the brilliant achievements in the Repub- 
lic’s socialist revolution and socialist construction, 
the more I thought of it. 

I have long since been obsessed by that idea, but 
never before had I been assailed by it so vehemently 
as now. 

From now I will endeavour to further develop this 
idea, study the Juche idea hard and apply it creative- 
ly in Japan. Availing myself of every occasion, I will 
go into the broad segments of people and sincerely 
discuss with them what to study from the Juche idea, 
how to apply it in Japan and what reforms to carry 
out in Japan, while having a regard for their ideolo- 
gy, mentality and demands. 

Japanese people are not yet fully informed of the 
truth of the Republic. When I told some distressed 
people that taxation was completely abolished in the 
Republic, they wondered whether it was only a dream 
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and asked in earnest, “How is it that taxation was 
abolished?” When I gave a detailed account of the 
sustained efforts of the Party and Government of the 
Republic to that end, they understood and said it was 
quite excellent. I consider it to be the right order to 
begin with problems of daily life and then gradually 
proceed to other ones. 

The year of 1975, a busy year for our movement, 
is coming to an end, and that of 1976 is near at hand. 
It is my sincere hope that in the New Year significant 
for the settlement of the Korean question, my com- 
rades and friends all over the country will develop 
their movements and go into the broader masses of 
people to disseminate true picture of the Republic 
and the great Juche idea and discuss with them in 
earnest on the future of Japan, our motherland. 

I pin great hope particularly on the movement 
of young comrades and friends. Therefore, I am hap- 
py to hear today the report Tasks of the Society for 
the Study of the Juche Idea in Japan to be delivered 
by Ogami Kenichi from the Japan Youth Society for 
the Study of the Juche Idea. I am ready to give at 
any place in the country lectures, have table talks or 
do whatever is required if it is helpful to your move- 
ments, 

As I have stressed time and again in this report, 
the immortal Juche idea, the quintessence of great 
Kimilsungism, is the universal truth with which not 
only the Korean people but also the world progressive 
and revolutionary peoples of the present times, the 
era of Juche, should equip themselves and it will su- 
rely prove its invincible viability in Japan too. Con- 
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fident of it, we should make strenuous efforts for it, 
bearing in mind that it is effected only through our 
activities. 

We will set it as the goal of our movement in the 
New Year to accumulate our forces for the movement 
and hold, with adequate preparation, the First Inter- 
national Scientific Seminar on the Juche Idea on a 
high level in Japan.

1. THE FOUNDING OF THE ANTI-JAPANESE 
GUERRILLA ARMY AND THE ROOT OF 
THE REVOLUTIONARY TRADITIONS 


President Kim I] Sung, the respected and beloved 
leader of the Korean people, founded the Anti-Japan- 
ese Guerrilla Army, the first Marxist-Leninist revol- 
utionary armed forces in Korea, and won a brilliant 
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victory surmounting one indescribable hardship after 
another. The glorious historic course covered by the 
genuine anti-Japanese armed struggle of the Korean 
people clearly shows that the armed struggle in 
which the revolutionary armed forces fight against 
the counterrevolutionary armed forces is the only cor- 
rect way to achieve the decisive victory of the anti- 
imperialist, national-liberation struggle and attain 
national independence and people’s freedom. 

In the vigorous flames of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle personally organized and guided by 
President Kim Il Sung the essential defects of the 
Korean communist movement strongly manifested 
in its early stage were overcome, the ample organi- 
zational and ideological preparations for the found- 
ing of a Marxist-Leninist Party made, and the most 
glorious revolutionary traditions of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea and the Korean people established 
with the Juche idea and the noble communist revolu- 
tionary spirit, the proud revolutionary exploits and 
valuable fighting experience, and the revolutionary 
method of work and popular style of work, as their 
contents. 

With the so-called “Annexation of Korea by Ja- 
pan” in 1910 as a momentum the Japanese imperial- 
ists intensified suppression and plunder in Korea in 
added earnest. The period of Japanese imperialist rule 
over Korea may be divided into the following stages: 
the 1910’s when the Japanese imperialists exercised 
the iron rule through military police and expropriated 
the land of the Korean people; the 1920’s when the 
Japanese imperialists, frightened by the strong waves 
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of the anti-Japanese movement which surged high 
occasioned by the March I Independence Uprising 
in 1919, enforced the repressive “cultural rule’ this 
time through special secret-service police instead of 
military police and took away the rice from the Ko- 
rean farmers; the 1930’s when they pillaged the man- 
power of Korea, driving Koreans hard as low-wage 
earners to keep up their policy of industrialization 
for the invasion of the Chinese continent which open- 
ed with the provocation of the “Manchurian Incident” 
on September 18, 1931; and the 1940’s when they 
pursued the policy of turning Korea into their milita- 
ry base and took a heavy toll of Koreans’ lives through 
military conscription, labour draft, forcible detention 
and imprisonment with labour after provoking the 
Pacific War on December 8, 1941. Really the thirty- 
six years of Japanese imperialist rule over Korea was 
filled with the days of suppression and exploitation. 

The volunteers’ struggle, the Independence Army 
movement and the patriotic cultural enlightenment 
movement spread widely in Korea when the Japanese 
imperialists occupied her. Entering the 1920’s the anti- 
Japanese mass movement involving the working-class 
and peasant movements picked up momentum under 
the influence of Marxism-Leninism. However, all 
these struggles ended in failure owing to the lack of 
the scientific Marxist-Leninist strategy and tactics 
and to the barbarous colonial suppressive rule of 
Japanese imperialism. 

Basing himself on the historic lesson of the preced- 
ing anti-Japanese national-liberation struggle of the 
Korean people and on a scientific analysis of the 
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political situation of Korea in the late 1920’s and the 
early 1930’s, President Kim Il Sung put forward a 
correct line of developing the Korean people’s anti- 
Japanese national-liberation and independence move- 
ment to an armed struggle, its highest form. The line 
of organized anti-Japanese armed struggle laid down 
by President Kim I] Sung was a revolutionary, Ju- 
che-oriented line which was a creative application of 
Marxism-Leninism to the actual conditions of Korea. 

In his work On the Duty of Social Science, 
President Kim I] Sung said: 

“As you all know, Marx lived in the era before 
the rise of monopoly capitalism and accordingly 
created the great Marxist theory on the basis of his 
analysis of the social relations of his time, thus toll- 
ing the knell for capitalist society. But Marx did not 
have the opportunity to lead the socialist revolution 
and socialist construction in practice. Lenin created 
Leninism, the Marxism of the epoch of imperialism 
which is governed by thelaw of theuneven political 
and economic development of the capitalist pow- 
ers. Mobilizing and organizing the Russian work- 
ing class, he successfully led the October Socialist 
Revolution. This opened up a new era in human his- 
tory.... Taking over Lenin’s work, Stalin carried out 
the collectivization of agriculture and pushed ahead 
with socialist industrialization in the Soviet Union. 
But he too died before he could see the complete 
victory of socialism, much less lead communist con- 
struction.” 

As the President outlined after liberation the 
historic role of Marxism-Leninism and its limitations, 
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in the contemporary era Marxism-Leninism could not 
be applied to revolutionary practice as it was. Under 
such condition the President had to tackle the task 
of winning back the fatherland from rapacious Japan- 
ese imperialism, the urgent primary task before libe- 
ration. Thus, at the meeting of Party and Young 
Communist League cadres held at Mingyuehkou, 
Yenchi County on May 20, 1931 he delivered the 
speech, Let Us Repudiate the “Left” Adventurist Line 
and Follow the Revolutionary Organizational Line. 

This historic speech served as an essential guide- 
line in quickly coping with the grave situation creat- 
ed due to the “Left” adventurous May 30 Uprising, 
building up the revolutionary forces and bringing the 
revolution to an upsurge. 

In the speech the President first clarified the 
reasons for the failure of the uprising. He saw the 
first reason in the dogmatism and _ petty-bourgeois 
heroism of the sectarian-flunkeys. This was a warning 
against the different factions of the time which were 
engrossed in obtaining the trust and recognition of 
the Comintern, each trying to enhance the fame of 
its own grouping. This he also pointed out in his 
Talk with the Managing Editor of the Japanese Poli- 
tico-Theoretical Magazine Sekai (October 6, 1972). 
And the following teaching of the President is ex- 
hibited now at the History Museum of the Founding 
of the Party in Pyongyang: “If one conducts the rev- 
olutionary movement well, one will be recognized by 
others without going to all the trouble of asking for 
their recognition. Is a Communist Party regarded as 
such only when it has obtained others’ recognition? 
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We need not get others’ approval before starting our 
revolutionary movement. We carry it out if we want 
to. When we do so properly, what does it matter whe- 
ther others give us approval or not? If only we make 
revolution well, others will naturally give us recogni- 
tion. What is the need of bustling about to gain 
others’ recognition?” 

He found the second reason for the failure of the 
uprising in its ultra-“Leftist” nature and the third 
reason in its adventurous nature minus adequate 
preparation and scientific calculation. The evil after- 
effects of the May 30 Uprising were: above all it 
weakened the ties between the revolutionary organi- 
zations and the masses and separated the latter from 
the former; next, it resulted in losing fledgling rev- 
olutionary cores, especially the revolutionary leader- 
ship cores in different regions; and then, it gave the 
enemy the pretext for an evil propaganda campaign 
and bestial suppression and, worse still, benefited 
the Japanese imperialist policy of national estrange- 
ment. 

The President taught as follows: 

“The ‘Leftist’, risky and blind May 30 Uprising 
brought extremely grave consequences to our revolu- 
tion. However, we must never be defeatists swaying 
or giving way in the face of these temporary difficul- 
ties. On the road of revolution there may be turns 
and twists, temporary failures and sacrifices.” 

Then, what line and policies had to be taken in 
the struggle? Concerning this, the President clearly 
pointed out: 

‘Above all, we must prepare ourselves to meet a 
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forthcoming greater event by opposing the ‘Leftist’, 
blind adventurism of the sectarian-flunkeys and 
strengthening our mass organizational and political 
work. In other words, we must make better prepara- 
tions for advancing the anti-Japanese national-lib- 
eration struggle to a new stage based on an armed 
struggle. 

“Success in revolution is dependent upon the 
preparation of one’s own strong revolutionary forces.” 


“The most important task for the Korean Com- 
munists at present is to follow out the revolutionary 
organizational line which makes it possible to unite 
the main masses of the revolution firmly and, around 
them, the anti-Japanese forces from all walks of life, 
thereby building up the whole nation into a political 
force. 


“To this end, we must form, first of all, strong 
revolutionary leadership cadres and strengthen their 
independent roles.... 

“It is important in shaping leadership cores to 
arm them firmly with the Marxist-Leninist revolu- 
tionary ideas.... 

“At the same time, it is particularly important in 
developing our revolutionary movement to extend and 
strengthen the YCL ranks with the young Communists 
tested in revolutionary practices... 


“In particular, we must absorb in these organiza- 
tions the young activists working in the Anti-Impe- 
rialist League, the Peasants’ Association and _ the 
Women’s Association, who have done well in their as- 
signments defying the enemy’s recent savage sup- 
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pression and turning the legal possibilities to good 
account.” 

‘Secondly, we must restore and put in order the 
wrecked mass organizations, educate and rally the 
broad masses so as to lay a solid mass basis for the 
revolution.” 

“Thirdly, it is important in building up a strong 
revolutionary force, to temper the masses in the 
struggle, to say nothing of organizing them. Revolu- 
tionary practices only foster the revolutionary cores 
and train the revolutionary forces militantly.” 

This shows that the revolutionary cores and 
forces are fostered and tempered only through prac- 
tices. 

“Fourthly, energetic endeavour should be made to 
expose the national estrangement policy of the Japan- 
ese imperialist aggressors and to strengthen militant 
friendship and revolutionary solidarity between the 
Korean and Chinese peoples.... 

“Particularly we must get the Korean and Chinese 
worker and peasant masses to know clearly genuine 
friends and foes so that they can firmly unite in the 
struggle against the Japanese imperialists and their 
puppets, the common enemies of the two peoples.” 

At the meeting held with the same name at 
the same place on December 16, 1931, the same 
year, President Kim Il Sung made another historic 
speech entitled On Organizing and Waging Armed 
Struggle against Japanese Imperialism, specifying 
the line of the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

The President saw the time suited best to an anti- 
Japanese armed struggle, and explained the reason 
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with the following two points: Firstly, the whole of 
Manchuria was in a state of anarchy, as the Kuo- 
mintang rule fell down and the Japanese imperialist 
ruling machinery was not yet established; secondly, 
the Chinese people rose up en masse _ in their anti- 
Japanese struggle, thus opening up an era of stormy 
revolution. 

The speech can be summarized in the following 
five essential points: 

1). Obtaining arms is another important task to 
be carried out at the same time as the organization of 
the anti-Japanese people’s guerrilla army. The 
President said: 

‘‘We have no source of weapons, nor anyone to 
give them to us. Therefore, we have no _ alternative 
but to get them by our own efforts.” 

2). A guerrilla base must be set up. The 
President said as follows: 

“In particular, as we fight the armed struggle 
with no state backing and no aid from outside, we 
badly need our own firm military base, a rear base. 
Furthermore, this base is absolutely necessary in 
order to progress with preparations for the founding 
of the Communist Party and the revolutionary move- 
ment as a whole, while waging armed struggle.” And 
he defined the following three as the basic conditions 
for the establishment of a guerrilla base or liberated 
area: Firstly, there must be an economic base and a 
mass foundation to enlist protection and support from 
the revolutionary masses; secondly, it must be geo- 
graphically advantageous for the guerrilla army to 
defend itself even with small armed forces and the 
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site should be such that it would be difficult for the 
enemy to attack the guerrilla army even though he 
has up-to-date weapons; thirdly, it must have armed 
forces of its own which should at least be capable of 
self-defence. The mountainous area centring around 
Mt. Paekdu-san along the Tuman-gang and Amnok- 
gang Rivers, the border area of Korea and ‘“Manchu- 
ria” (Northeast China) satisfies these conditions 
fairly well. 

3). There must be a solid mass foundation. 

4). The broad anti-Japanese united front of the 
Korean and Chinese peoples must be formed. It was 
a matter of forming a united front with the soldiers of 
the Chinese Northeastern Army that had risen up a- 
gainst the Japanese imperialist invasion of “Man- 
churia” under the anti-Japanese, save-the-nation 
banner. 

5). Basic party organizations must be set up in 
all areas and the work of the YCL organizations be 
strengthened. Referring to this question the President 
observed: 

‘Only when the vanguard role of party organiza- 
tion is enhanced and the work of the YCL_ further 
strengthened, can we successfully carry out all the 
tasks that will arise in organizing and waging the 
armed struggle and make sound organizational and 
ideological preparations for founding a unified Marx- 
ist-Leninist party. 

‘To establish the leadership elite of the guerrilla 
army and the organizational backbone of the Korean 
Communist Party to be founded in the future we must 
Strengthen the life of Party organizations.” 
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He went on to say: 

“The YCL must attach the highest importance to 
work among the young workers and peasants. 

“Being young proletarians the working youth 
have a stronger revolutionary spirit, esprit de corps 
and sense of unity than their counterparts of any 
other class. Moreover, owing to their wretched 
plight—the absence of political rights and unbearable 
hunger and poverty, they have a vital interest in the 
revolution and naturally take the lead in the revolu- 
tionary struggle to overthrow the old society. 

“For this reason, even if they lack knowledge 
they can all be brought up as staunch young Com- 
munists when they are educated in revolution and re- 
cruited into the YCL ranks. 

‘Peasant youth, who account for the majority of 
our youth, are suffering from the most outrageous 
oppression and harsh feudal exploitation under the 
torture of the Japanese imperialists and landlords. 

‘Therefore, even though they are still backward 
politically and do not have enough organizational 
training, when they are brought to class awakening 
and admitted to the YCL and other revolutionary 
organizations, where they receive a good political 
education they will go hand in hand with the work- 
ing youth and creditably discharge their duties as the 
main force of the revolution. 

“It is of importance in YCL work to rally progres- 
sive students into the YCL organizations by working 
effectively amongst them. 

‘They not only have a strong sense of justice and 
are sensitive to the progressive ideas and the trends 
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of the time; they also have a very strong idea of so- 
cial reform and anti-feudalism which will do away 
with the shackles of the old society and build a new 
one. 

“In particular, since the students of our country 
are subjected to the Japanese imperialists’ suppres- 
sion and discrimination against the Korean nation, 
their anti-Japanese sentiments are strong and their 
national awareness high. So, if they are given a good 
education and organizational training they will suc- 
cessfully play the role of pioneer by disseminating 
progressive socialist ideas, and educating and 
awakening the majority of workers and peasants, 
thus guiding them to the revolutionary movement.” 

From the President’s teaching as to working with 
student youth we can see that the Republic’s funda- 
mental policy towards the intellectuals—the idea and 
policy of attaching importance to the revolutionary 
intellectuals—had been followed out from the early 
period of the revolution. The emblem of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea bears the design of a hammer, sickle 
and writing brush; it is greatly admirable that the 
unity of working youth, peasant youth and student 
youth was effected already in those days. On the basis 
of such preparations, on April 25, 1932, President 
Kim Il Sung founded the Anti-Japanese Guerrilla 
Army, the first Marxist-Leninist revolutionary armed 
forces of the Korean people, with the fine young Com- 
munists brought up from the early period of his rev- 
olutionary activities as the backbone. The 15-year 
long anti-Japanese armed struggle is largely clas- 
sified into three stages: the first stage covers the 
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period from 1932 to 1935 in which the Anti-Japanese 
Guerrilla Army was founded and the armed struggle 
began to be organized and waged; the second stage 
from 1936 to 1940; and the third stage from 1941 to 
1945 which closed with the defeat of Japan and the 
liberation and independence of Korea. 

As mentioned above, in the first stage the gueril- 
la units in different areas were placed under a unitary 
military command system and reorganized into the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army in 1934. 

In the second stage the Mt. Paekdu-san base was 
newly set up and, in reliance upon it, the People’s 
Revolutionary Army switched over to positive ot- 
fensive against the enemy, extending the armed 
struggle to broader areas and forcefully pushing 
ahead with it. And in this stage the Communists, fol- 
lowing the correctest revolutionary line advanced by 
the President, vigorously promoted the anti-Japanese 
national united front movement and the preparatory 
work for the founding of a Marxist-Leninist Party on 
a nationwide scale while waging the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. 

A great event of epochal significance in the second 
stage was the founding of the Association for the 
Restoration of the Fatherland, the genuine revolu- 
tionary organization of the Korean people, on May 5, 
1936. The “Ten-Point Programme of the Association 
for the Restoration of the Fatherland” announced by 
the President was the programme of the first anti- 
Japanese national united front organization in Ko- 
rea; it was a programme based on the great idea of 
Juche. Under the banner of this programme the Ko- 
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rean people’s revolutionary movement centring on the 
armed struggle entered a new stage of great upsurge 
as a whole. 

Earlier than this, the President had convened a 
meeting of military and political cadres of the Ko- 
rean People’s Revolutionary Army in Nanhutou on 
February 27, 1936, and at the meeting he made a 
report entitled The Tasks of Communists in the 
Strengthening and Development of the Anti-Japanese 
National-Liberation Struggle. In his report the 
President emphasized the need to establish Juche. He 
said: 

“The masters of the Korean revolution are none 
other than the Korean Communists. Today, whether 
or not our people’s anti-Japanese national-liberation 
struggle will be stepped up depends entirely on us.” 

“The Communists of each country must success- 
fully carry out the revolution in their own country 
before anything else. Those who are not faithful to 
the revolution in their own country can never be 
faithful to world revolution nor can they be true in- 
ternationalists.” 

“One of the essential tasks confronting the Ko- 
rean Communists today is actively to step up the 
preparations for founding a Marxist-Leninist party.” 

“One of the major weaknesses of the Communist 
Party of Korea founded in 1925 was that its ranks 
were made up mainly of petty-bourgeois intellectuals 
and that it lacked an organizational backbone.” 

On November 10, 1937, the following year, the 
President published his work The Tasks of Korean 
Communists in Sogwang, the organ of the Korean 
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People’s Revolutionary Army. In Chapter One of the 
work the President defined the mature of the then 
Korean revolution as follows: 

‘Formerly, some people asserted that the Korean 
revolution at the present stage is a ‘socialist revolu- 
tion’, and others that it is a ‘bourgeois revolution’. 
Both are wrong.” 

“Our country is a semi-feudal, colonial society 
where because of Japanese imperialist colonial rule, 
capitalist development is extremely retarded and 
feudal relations of production are predominant. 

‘Under these circumstances, the basic tasks of the 
Korean revolution at the present stage are to carry 
out the task of the anti-imperialist national-liberation 
revolution to overthrow Japanese imperialist colonial 
rule and regain our lost country and, at the same time, 
to fulfil the task of the anti-feudal, democratic revo- 
lution to eliminate feudal relations and pave the way 
for the country’s development on democratic lines. 
These two tasks are closely interrelated. This is seen 
in the fact that the Japanese imperialist aggressors— 
the colonial rulers—on the one hand and the landlords 
and the former feudal bureaucrats—the champions 
of feudal relations—on the other, are in collusion with 
each other.... 

“Hence, our revolution at the present stage is an 
anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic revolution.” 

In Chapter Two he set forth the following four 
“immediate tasks for the Korean Communists”. 

“To begin with, Korean Communists must broaden 
and step up the anti-Japanese armed struggle and 
lead it to victory, thus splendidly accomplishing the 
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sacred task of regaining our country.” 

“Second, Korean Communists must more vigor- 
ously organize and conduct the anti-Japanese national 
united front movement and unite closely a wider seg- 
ment of the anti-Japanese patriotic forces on a na- 
tionwide scale, so that the revolutionary forces secure 
superiority over the counterrevolutionary forces... 

“The most important thing here is to make the 
organizations of the Association for the Restoration 
of the Fatherland more militant and expand and 
strengthen its ranks. 

“The ARF is a united front organization formed 
by the Communists in a situation where a Marxist- 
Leninist party is still absent in our country. At the 
same time, it is a powerful underground revolutionary 
organization.” 

“Third, Korean Communists should strive to 
strengthen solidarity with the international revolu- 
tionary forces.” 

“Fourth, Korean Communists must struggle 
vigorously to found a revolutionary, Marxist-Leninist 
party in our country. 

“A Marxist-Leninist party is the vanguard of the 
working class and the General Staff in revolution. 
Only when we have a party of the working class can 
we rally broad masses who are interested in the revo- 
lution, successfully organize and mobilize them for 
revolutionary struggle and lead them to victory with 
correct strategy and tactics.” 

Then he put forward the following three important 
tasks of the Korean Communists for the preparations 
for the founding of a Party. 
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‘First, to expand party organizations in the units 
of the KPRA and in the revolutionary mass organiza- 
tions, including the ARF andthe Anti-Japanese 
Youth League, in the homeland and in the areas along 
the Tuman-gang and Amnok-gang Rivers, rally Com- 
munists under a unified organizational system and 
steel them in militancy through party organizational 
life.” 

“Secondly, to train large numbers of best elements 
of worker and peasant origin in the revolutionary 
struggle to become the revolutionary core and thus 
build up a sound organizational backbone for found- 
ing a party.” 

“Thirdly, to continue the all-out struggle against 
sectarianism, prevent it from penetrating party and 
other revolutionary organizations and thus _ firmly 
ensure the purity of the communist ranks and unity 
in ideology and purpose.” 


In conclusion the President wrote as follows: 


“The Korean Communists should, above all, stick 
to a firm independent position in order to carry their 
revolutionary tasks to success. 


“An independent position means the fundamental 
stand of the Communists—having confidence in the 
strength of their own people and responsibly carry- 
ing through the revolution in their country with their 
own efforts. Only when they maintain a firm inde- 
pendent position in the revolutionary struggle can 
they formulate revolutionary lines and policies cor- 
responding to the actual conditions in their country, 
safeguard and implement them thoroughly and fight 
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to the last for their country’s revolution no matter 
what the difficulties and hardships. 

“The masters of the Korean revolution are the Ko- 
rean people and the Korean Communists. The Ko- 
rean revolution must be carried out by the Korean 
people under the leadership of the Korean Commu- 
nists. 

“We should never forget the bitter lesson of the 
past when the communist and revolutionary move- 
ment in our country suffered severe damage and 
went through many twists and turns because the 
sectarians took to flunkeyism.” From this teaching 
we can clearly see that the methodology of the Ko- 
rean revolution kept by the President Kim II Sung 
from the early years of his revolutionary activities— 
the kernel of his ideal and theory which has become 
a revolutionary traditions—consisted in the Juche 
idea. 

This was also clearly expressed in the President’s 
speech The Korean Revolutionaries Must Know Korea 
Well, addressed to the political cadres and political 
instructors of the Korean People’s Revolutionary 
Army on September 15, 1943 in the third stage. The 
President set it as a basic task to arm the whole 
members of the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army 
firmly with the Juche idea and, at the same time, 
directed his effort to enhancing their politico-theore- 
tical, scientific and cultural levels.

2. THE FACTOR OF VICTORY IN THE 
ANTI-JAPANESE ARMED STRUGGLE 
AND THE JUCHE IDEA 


As seen above, under the wise and correct leader- 
ship of President Kim Il Sung, the genius of revo- 
lution, the Anti-Japanese Guerrilla Army achieved a 
brilliant victory in every battle, using various su- 
perb guerrilla tactics. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle was crowned 
with shining victory because it was organized and 
waged in. strict accordance with President 
Kim Il Sung’s Juche idea and the revolutionary spirit 
of self-reliance under the revolutionary banner of 
Marxism-Leninism. This is one of the important fac- 
tors contributing to the victory of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. Thorough establishment of Juche 
was posed as a task of particular importance before 
the Korean Communists in the period of the anti-Ja- 
panese armed struggle. The reasons were: 

Firstly, the Korean Communists, blazing the trail 
of the armed struggle and guiding the Korean peo- 
ple’s revolutionary movement as a whole, had to sol- 
ve all the problems arising therefrom in an original 
way with their own efforts in keeping with the spe- 
cific conditions of Korea. They could not advance 
the revolution even a step forward without taking the 
position of Juche and having the views of their own 
and the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. 
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Secondly, an imperative necessity of establishing 
Juche arose because of the harmful effects of flunkey- 
ism and dogmatism upon the then revolutionary mo- 
vement of Korea. 

In the early period of his revolutionary activities 
the President concretely analysed and summarized 
the historic lessons of the Korean communist move- 
ment and the situation of the Korean revolution. And, 
on this basis, he set it as a primary task in revolu- 
tionary practices to establish Juche and unfolded a 
positive struggle to establish Juche from the incep- 
tion of the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

The President thoroughly rejected dogmatism 
which blindly follows others, departing from the 
stand of independence and self-sustenance, depends 
wholly on others, not believing in one’s own 
strength, and mechanically applies others’ experien- 
ce in practice without approaching them in a critical 
manner, and firmly maintained the position of Juche 
and thoroughly carried it into practice. And basing 
himself firmly on the Juche idea, he creatively appli- 
ed the principles of Marxism-Leninism in the speci- 
fic conditions of Korea, worked out the line, strategy 
and tactics of struggle for the Korean revolution and 
gave correct answers to all problems arising in the 
armed struggle. 

The President also waged a resolute struggle 
against the harmful acts of the flunkeys and against 
the exclusionist tendency of the big-power chauvin- 
ists who, backing the former, created a serious crisis 
in the development of the Korean revolutionary mo- 
vement. 
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In this way, the President firmly defended the 
Juche-based stand of the national-liberation revolu- 
tion and the Juche-oriented line of the Korean revo- 
lution and brought about a new upsurge in the Ko- 
rean revolutionary movement in the trying period 
when the big-power chauvinists and sectarians be- 
came ever more unbridled in their insidious manoeu- 
vres to foil the just struggle of the Korean Commun- 
ists for national liberation and undermine the unity 
and cohesion of the revolutionary ranks. 

President Kim Il Sung led the 15-year-long anti- 
Japanese armed struggle, maintaining all along the 
independent stand that the masters of the Korean 
revolution are the Korean people and that no others 
can make it for them; and he organized and unfold- 
ed the armed struggle and enlisted the broad masses 
in the revolutionary struggle, retaining the firm faith 
that only by believing in and relying closely on the 
people will it be fully possible to defeat the enemy. 
The very factor that made for the victory of the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle was that all its participants 
were armed firmly with the President’s great Juche 
idea, the revolutionary idea of independence and sellf- 
sustenance. 

Particularly, the revolutionary traditions estab- 
lished in this course displayed after liberation and 
are displaying still today an unparalleled strength 
and great vitality because they were created 
personally by President Kim I] Sung, the outstanding 
leader of the Korean people and the great leader of 
the Korean revolution who is guiding them towards 
victory. 
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As the Korean people had such deep-rooted 
glorious revolutionary traditions, they could found 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, without delay right 
after liberation, establish the people’s power and 
successfully carry out the democratic reforms in a 
very short period of time, tiding over all obstacles 
and difficulties by themselves, and found the Korean 
People’s Army, their genuine revolutionary armed 
forces, with the revolutionary cadres tempered and 
seasoned in the anti-Japanese armed struggle as its 
backbone. 

In particular, as they had such revolutionary tra- 
ditions the Korean people and the heroic Korean 
People’s Army could smash the armed invasion of the 
16 countries headed by US imperialism, chieftain of 
world reaction, in the great Fatherland Liberation 
War (the Korean war) waged from 1950 to 1953 and 
defend with credit the independence of the country 
and the gains of revolution and firmly safeguard 
world peace and the eastern outpost of socialism. 

Having won a great victory in the Fatherland 
Liberation War, the Korean people confidently march- 
ed forward in the postwar period, too, holding aloft 
the red banner of the revolutionary traditions, the 
revolutionary banner of the great Juche idea founded 
by President Kim Il Sung and of independence and 
self-sustenance. Thus, they could rehabilitate the 
economy on the debris in a short span _ of time, 
effect a great revolutionary upswing in socialist 
construction, and _ register world-startling big 
successes, adding spurs to the dashing Chollima. 

In this way, the northern half of the Republic has 
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been turned in a very brief period into an advanced 
socialist industrial state where exploitation and 
oppression are wiped out once for all and a solid 
independent national economy is built into an 
impregnable fortress capable of creditably safeguard- 
ing the revolutionary gains from any enemy’s 
aggression and into a powerful revolutionary base 
for attaining the independent and peaceful reunifica- 
tion of the country and the nationwide victory of the 
Korean revolution. 


3. THE JUCHE IDEA AS BASIC 
PHILOSOPHY 


In the above we have briefly traced the growth 
of the theory on the revolutionary traditions as well 
as the starting point of their hard core, the Juche 
idea, on the basis of President Kim I] Sung’s works 
written from 1931 to 1943 which have not yet been 
introduced to Japan. 

From them we have learned that the hardest core 
of President Kim Il Sung’s theory of revolutionary 
traditions and the most essential thing in the found- 
ing of the Party are (1) organization, (2) communist 
purity and (3) mass line, and the Juche ideology as 
the Party’s monolithic idea guiding it. And it may be 
said that the fundamentals of the theory of military 
tradition, one of the theories of revolutionary tradi- 
tions based on the Juche idea, are (1) Party’s 
guidance of the army, the revolutionary armed force, 
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(2) unity between the army and the people and (3) 
the placing of the entire people under arms. 

The work of the President in which the word 
“Juche” first appeared was his speech On Eliminating 
Dogmatism and Formalism and Establishing Juche 
in Ideological Work delivered to Party propagandists 
and agitators on December 28, 1955. This, however, 
does not mean that the establishment of Juche was 
started from that time. The President thought it vital 
to establish Juche already in the early period of his 
revolutionary activities and the communist movement 
from the 1920’s to the 1930’s. And in his report On the 
Occasion of the 30th Anniversary of the Foundation 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea which was delivered 
at the commemoration of the 30th anniversary of the 
foundation of the glorious Workers’ Party of Korea 
the President, the founder of the Party, said: “The 
formation of the Down-with-Imperialism Union in 
1926 was the point of departure in the independent 
development of our people’s revolutionary struggle 
under the true Marxist-Leninist banner. The forma- 
tion of this union, the first genuinely communistic 
revolutionary organization in our country, was a 
historic announcement of a new beginning for our 
revolution. With the formation of the DIU our peo- 
ple’s revolutionary struggle began to proceed in ac- 
cordance with the principle of independence, and this 
was when our Party began to strike its glorious 
roots.” From this we can see that the Juche idea was 
originated and formed as a basic philosophy from 
the moment the revolutionary movement started in 
real earnest in Korea under the leadership of the 
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President. In June 1930 at Chialun the President call- 
ed a meeting of the leading members of the Young 
Communist League and the Anti-Imperialist Youth 
League which is of very great significance in the his- 
tory of the Korean revolution. At the meeting he laid 
special stress on upholding the banner of Juche in 
order to save the country and the people and lead the 
revolutionary struggle to a victorious conclusion, and 
put forward a line and policy based on the Juche idea. 
What distinguishes the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
in the 1930’s from the struggle in the 1920’s is that 
the former proceeded on the stand of Juche. 

Another important thing, I think, is the creation 
of a new philosophy based on a theory that the pop- 
ular masses are masters in the solution of all 
problems and they are responsible for their own 
destiny. Based on such a philosophical principle, the 
Juche idea is a great idea unprecedented in human 
history. The Juche idea is the first to give a scientific 
answer to the relations between man and the world. 
It clears up the fundamental problem concerning the 
position of man in the world and _ his relationship 
with the outside world. This acquires a great mean- 
ing since the mission of philosophy is to give an all- 
out exposition of the world and serve the world. 

How then does the world outlook of the working 
class change with the creation of the Juche idea? The 
era of Juche calls for freeing man from nature and 
society. This is a new outlook on the world. A world 
outlook detached from man and practice is mean- 
ingless. All the preceding ideas did not observe 
everything in terms of man. It is natural that man 
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cannot be placed in the centre of all consideration in 
feudal or capitalist society. Marx enunciated the need 
not only to cognize and explain the world but also to 
remake it. However, he failed to see the problem of 
giving main consideration to man as concrete ways 
to remake the world. Why then should the indepen- 
dent stand become the fundamental stand in the 
Juche idea? It is because independence is most 
precious to man. Man is a social being who breathes 
the breath of independence. The lack of independence 
and Juche makes it impossible to maintain principle 
and consistency. Thus, the Juche idea gives a unique 
explanation to the objective of the world outlook. And 
it also serves as a guiding compass in bringing out 
the maximum creative initiative. In other words, the 
Juche idea as the basic philosophy of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea has solved the practical problem con- 
cerning the transformation of nature and society. 

In his report to the commemoration of the 30th 
anniversary of the foundation of the Party 
President Kim I] Sung said: “We defined working 
with people as the basic factor of Party work and 
have tirelessly struggled to establish a system and 
method of Party work based on work with people.” 
This is a lucid explanation of what the Juche idea, the 
basic philosophy, has to do with the establishment of 
a revolutionary system and method of party work—an 
important problem arising in the building of the 
working class party. 

Kim Ji Ha, a patriot and national resistance poet 
of south Korea, appealed: 

“It is my duty to fight until the people hold the 
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key to their own destiny.” (“Declaration of Conscien- 
ce.”) And he went on: “When the south Korean and 
Japanese peoples fight together in earnest, it will 
save you and us alike. Our movement for the restora- 
tion of democracy is a movement for establishing na- 
tional identity, and the joint struggle in this move- 
ment is directly related to democratization, progress 
and the restoration of human rights for the Japanese 
people.” 

This furnishes clear evidence of the fact that the 
patriotic people of south Korea, too, demand the 
Juche idea, putting their faith in it. 
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CHAPTER I 


THE HISTORICAL POSITION OF 
KIMILSUNGISM 


Ever since the working class appeared on the 
stage of human history it has sought for its guiding 
idea and developed it to free itself from exploitation 
and oppression and build a communist society where 
one can enjoy a genuinely independent and creative 
life. It has always been imperative for the working 
class to have a perfect revolutionary idea since the 
development and success of its revolutionary strug- 
gle hinge wholly on the greatness of the revolu- 
tionary idea it adopts. 
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1. Creation of Revolutionary Ideas by the 
Preceding Leaders of the Working Class 


Karl Marx, the first leader of the working class, 
was born early in the 19th century when the working 
class made its first appearance on the scene of histo- 
ry centering round England. In the middle of that 
century, Marx founded the revolutionary idea of the 
working class. He created philosophy based on his- 
torical and dialectical materialism, political economy 
with the theory of the surplus value as its keynote, 
and the theory of scientific socialism. Marx’s great 
exploits were that he placed the revolutionary cause 
of the working class on a scientific basis and opened 
up a bright future for it for the first time in history. 
From that time on, the awakened working class was 
able to wage its liberation struggle on the right 
course under the banner of Marxism. 


Lenin was a most faithful Marxist. He accomplish- 
ed the Russian revolution by originally applying the 
principles of Marxism to the changed realities of 
Russia, and created Leninism in the course of it. 
Leninism including Lenin’s Jmperialism was a 
perfect inheritance and development of Marxism; it 
was the Marxism of Lenin’s era. 


Thus, Marxism was developed by Lenin in 
accordance with the demand of the changed time; 
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Leninism is an inheritance and development of 
Marxism. Both are inseparable. That is why the 
world people started calling the revolutionary idea 
of the working class Marxism-Leninism. 


2. Characteristics and Limitations of the 
Preceding Era 


Marxism-Leninism came into being, reflecting the 
characteristics and demand of its times. Precisely 
herein lie the greatness of Marxism-Leninism and, 
at the same time, its limitations of the age. What was 
the age of Marx or Lenin like? It was an age when 
capitalism was in the stage of birth and growth and 
the great majority of the people were not awakened 
revolutionarily. And, in what surroundings did Marx 
and Lenin grow and work? They lived in developed 
capitalist suzerain countries such as England, 
Germany and France and Russia. 

The preceding leaders of the working class fought 
under such circumstances. In particular, Marx devot- 
ed himself wholly to smashing the idealistic and fan- 
tastic theories which were prevalent at that time and 
placing the revolutionary cause of the working class 
on a scientific basis. From the standpoint of the work- 
ing class in suzerain states Marx elucidated in con- 
crete terms the way of its liberation up to the seizure 
of power, and Lenin up to the establishment of the 
socialist system, each carrying it into practice. 
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3. Characteristics of a New Age 


Ours is a new age in which one century has 
already passed from Marx’s time and half a century 
from Lenin’s. Ours is an historic era bearing new 
characteristics quite distinct from the foregoing age. 


What, then, is it that distinguishes our age from 
the preceding one? The present era is an era of in- 
dependence in which the masses of the people, who 
had remained for ages the object of exploitation and 
oppression ever since the class differentiation of 
mankind, emerged on the stage of history as the 
masters of revolution who are steering their destiny 
on their own; it is also an era of creation in which 
they appeared as not only the masters but also 
conscious and active creators of history. 


The present era is an era when the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the awakened masses have risen in 
their own countries and the revolutionary struggle 
is going on and the revolution is triumphing on a 
world-wide scale. In point of fact, the Soviet Union 
was the only socialist country in the past. But now 
socialist countries are numbering more than ten, and 
blazing a trail to socialism and communism. Further- 
more, the people of the Third World who account for 
more than half of the world population have appeared 
as a great political force and are unrolling a valiant 
anti-imperialist, anti-colonialist, national-liberation 
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struggle as one of the two major revolutionary 
forces. 

Our era is not what it was in the past when some 
capitalist powers or imperialist countries had 
everything their own way. The fate of imperialism 
has been sealed now. The recent liberation of Cambo- 
dia and South Viet Nam, which has world significan- 
ce, shows clearly it is now the irresistible trend of 
the times that the peoples who have risen up in de- 
mand of independence are triumphing, whereas the 
imperialists who interfered in the domestic affairs of 
other countries and trampled down their national 
dignity are declining. 

Like this, we are living in a quite new era. 

The new era, as its reflexion, raises very complex 
and varied problems that cannot be settled with the 
help of the revolutionary ideas of the preceding 
leaders alone. The revolutionary ideas must be 
developed to meet the demand of the changing times. 


4, Demand of the Present Times 


Revolution and construction is the cause for and 
of the masses of the people themselves. In particular, 
in the present age in which the popular masses form- 
ing the sweeping majority have become the masters 
of history there arises the basic problem of revolution 
that everything should be considered and solved on 
the basis of the masses of the people. What, then, is 
the demand of our era? It demands first of all the 
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firm establishment of the guiding idea that makes the 
masses of the people the masters of revolution and 
construction. The present era is unlike what it was 
in the past when it was the fundamentals of 
ideological work to turn the revolutionary cause of 
the working class from fantasy into science on the 
basis of dialectical and historical materialism. 

The present age demands that the method of mass 
leadership—the method of energetically mobilizing 
the masses of the people forming the majority to the 
revolution and construction and radically enhancing 
their position and role—be perfected as a single 
entity. 

A socialist-communist society alone can definitely 
ensure the masses of the people a firm position as 
masters; the building of such society is now on the 
order of the day in many countries. The present era 
demands to clear up the whole looks of socialism and 
communism from the fragmentary predictions of 
them and fully perfect the theory on the building of 
socialism and communism, which could not be 
clarified by the foregoing revolutionary leaders. 

Today the peoples of the Third World are unfold- 
ing a fiercest struggle and are playing a decisive role 
in the international arena. The present age demands 
the theory, strategy and tactics with which to attain 
the final victory of the national-liberation struggle, 
which remained almost unsolved by the preceding 
leaders of the revolution. 

Ours is a new era when the revolutionary strug- 
gle is developing independently in many countries, 
and there needs no international centre. This changed 
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international situation needs a new theory for inter- 
national communist movement and urgently demands 
to develop the theory, strategy and tactics of the 
world revolution. 


5. Creation of Kimilsungism 


The requirements of the times change with the 
times and there arises the need of a new revolution- 
ary idea adapted for it. The present age calls for the 
solution of new problems that could not be even 
foreseen by the former leaders of the working class 
due to the limitations of the times; even those which 
were settled satisfactorily in the past require creative 
improvement in conformity with the changed times. 

Historical experience shows that the great revolu- 
tionary idea does not come spontaneously out of 
struggle groping in the dark, but can be established 
only by the great leader of the working class. The 
masses of our age craved for the appearance of a 
great leader capable of not only developing the revo- 
lutionary theory of a separate country but also fully 
meeting the requirements of the present age. 

President Kim II Sung, the outstanding leader of 
the working class, fully met these requirements of the 
present age and the aspiration of the masses of the 
people. The revolutionary idea founded by President 
Kim Il Sung forms not only the inheritance and 
development of Marxism-Leninism but its revolution- 
ary turn; it is the acme of the revolutionary idea of 
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the working class. In this sense the revolutionary idea 
of President Kim I] Sung is not mere Marxism-Lenin- 
ism of the present age. It will be most proper to call 
it Kimilsungism in his name. 


CHAPTER II 


THE CONTENTS OF KIMILSUNGISM 
AND ITS CHARACTERISTICS 


1. The Constitutional System 


The revolutionary idea initiated by President 
Kim Il Sung is great Kimilsungism with the Juche 
idea as its quintessence. President Kim Il Sung said 
this about it: 

“The Marxist-Leninist Juche idea constitutes the 
quintessence of the revolutionary ideas of our Party, 
the monolithic ideology of the Party, and the mono- 
lithic ideological system of our Party is the ideologi- 
cal system of Juche.” 

Great Kimilsungism is characterized by the fact 
that it, above all things, has as its essence the Juche 
idea which was created for the first time in human 
history and, next, is an integration of the whole 
system comprising the ideology, theory and method 
of Juche. 
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This bespeaks that Kimilsungism is the reflex of 
the requirements of a new, changed era, that is, the 
demands of the times when the vast majority of the 
masses of the people have become masters of revolu- 
tion, and that it is a great revolutionary thinking for 
tackling all problems with the primary stress laid on 
the masses of the people in any case. 

It also signifies that Kimilsungism has carried the 
working class’ revolutionary ideas to the highest 
plane in compliance with the demands of the new age 
and put them into an integrated system. 

The constitutional system of the working class’ 
revolutionary ideas not only reflects the requirements 
of the times but also tells their greatness. Marxism 
is composed of the three elements—philosophy, politi- 
cal economy and scientific socialism. Reflecting the 
demands of the times in the society of his day, Marx 
developed chiefly German philosophy into dialectical 
and historical materialism, placed the classical eco- 
nomics of England on a class basis and made Utopian 
socialism of France a scientific one. That is to say, 
Marxism is made up with three sources and three 
constituents, whereas Kimilsungism is composed of 
the three elements based on the completely new, uni- 
que ideology. 

Herein lie the greatness of Kimilsungism and its 
perfectness in particular. 
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2. The Idea of Juche 


The greatness of Kimilsungism is based on that 
of the Juche idea. 

President Kim I] Sung said about the essence of 
the Juche idea: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that the 
masters of the revolution and the work of construc- 
tion are the masses of the people and that they are 
also the motive force of the revolution and the work 
of construction. In other words, one is responsible for 
one’s own destiny and one has also the capacity for 
hewing out one’s own destiny.” 

This teaching affords a scientific exposition of the 
question of the position and role of the masses of the 
people in revolution and construction. 

That the masters of revolution and construction 
are the masses of the people means that the revolu- 
tion and construction are the work of the masses of 
the people themselves and that they are the respon- 
sible executors of the revolution and construction. 
This clarifies the position of the masses of the people 
in the revolution and construction. This definition 
clearly tells us the following: We should carry out the 
Japanese revolution as masters on our own responsib- 
ility; the masses of the people, whoever they may be, 
are qualified to be the masters of the Japanese revolu- 
tion; and it is necessary to respect the popular 
masses, the masters, and learn from their revolution- 
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ary qualities and positive purposefulness in accord- 
ance with the realities. 

And, that the masses of the people are also the 
motive force of the revolution and construction imp- 
lies that they have inexhaustible creative power and 
wisdom capable of carrying out the revolution and 
construction on their own. This forms a clear defini- 
tion of the role of the masses of the people in the 
revolution and construction. It teaches us that since 
the masses of the people have inexhaustible wisdom 
and strength, the driving force of social progress lies 
precisely in enhancing the role of the popular masses 
as masters by awakening and remoulding them and 
mobilizing their strength and in bringing up each 
person to be a powerful being and accumulating the 
internal force. 

The essence of the Juche idea is based on the 
fundamental principle of this idea that man is the 
master of all things and the decisive factor in 
everything. 

President Kim I] Sung said: 

“The basis of the Juche idea is that man is the 
master of all things and the decisive factor in everyth- 
ing.” 

The definition of the basis of the Juche idea made 
by the President clarifies the man’s stand and role 
in the objective world, that is, in nature and society. 
Because man is the master of all things he is the 
most precious being in the world. This requires to lay 
the main stress on people in tackling all matters and 
make everything serve them. Now that this require- 
ment of the Juche idea was made clear, we have 
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become able not to commit Right or “Left” deviations 
in our activities. 

And, since man is the decisive factor in everyth- 
ing, he is the most powerful being in the world. This 
requires to give precedence to the work of raising the 
man’s role purposefully in solving al! problems— 
political work, and clear up everything through work 
with people. 

If we look into the history of philosophy, we will 
find that the former philosophy was not a world 
outlook that regards people as the central factor but 
a philosophy aimed at explaining the surrounding 
world divorced from people. A world outlook alien to 
people and having nothing to do with their practical 
activities is meaningless. With regard to this, Marx 
said for the first time: ‘It is important to transform 
the world.” However, in the Marx’s outlook on the 
world, too, people were not placed in the centre of 
thinking. A new world outlook that considers and 
settles everything attaching the greatest importance 
to people was founded for the first time by President 
Kim Il Sung, and this has brought about a revolu- 
tionizing change in the world outlook of the working 
class. 

The fundamental principle of the Juche idea that 
man is the master of all things and decides everyth- 
ing is based on the following two scientific explana- 
tions on people. Firstly, man is a social being whose 
life is independence. Independence is man’s intrinsic 
characteristics. This means that in the relationship 
with nature man does not adapt himself blindly to the 
objective law of nature like animal but is an active 
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being that transforms nature purposefully, recogniz- 
ing the law of nature and utilizing it, and that in the 
relationship with society man is a positive being that 
actively reforms society even though he is restricted 
by the social relations, the production relations in 
particular. Liberation of men and social development 
are a process in which people defend and enhance 
their independence, and this process is possible only 
through the struggle to defend and develop their 
independence through labor and __ socio-political 
activities. 

In the bourgeois groups or organizations man’s 
independence is not enhanced but, on the contrary, 
is always trampled underfoot. People therefore are 
averse to the groups or organizations deterrent to 
independence and want to be alone. However, in the 
organizations of people in which independence is 
truly safeguarded and augmented one can _ live 
independently and creatively to his heart’s content, 
and feel happiness and enjoy freedom all the more. 
This explains the lawfulness of the process in which 
people can free themselves fully from the fetters of 
all kinds only in the genuinely popular organization 
or in communist society, its highest and final type. 

Secondly, the fundamental principle of the Juche 
idea is based on the scientific elucidation that man 
is a being with ideology and consciousness. As 
clarified by Marx, man’s consciousness is determined 
by the material conditions of social life (existence). 
In other words, Marx expounded that matter was 
primary. Though he had shown some interest in man’s 
ideology and consciousness, he could not give a 
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comprehensive answer to the mutual relations 
between matter and consciousness, due to the limita- 
tions of the time when he had to devote himself to the 
struggle against idealism prevalent at that time. 
Later, at the stage at which materialism came off 
victorious to some degree Lenin clarified the problem 
of the reaction of consciousness on matter. However, 
by expounding an active and positive role of 
consciousness, President Kim I] Sung has given a 
perfect answer to the problem of the decisive role of 
ideology and consciousness in revolution and con- 
struction, and the problem of correlation between 
matter and consciousness. 

It is man’s ideology and _ consciousness that 
determine his conduct. So, once a revolutionary and 
scientific outlook on the world is acquired, man 
transforms society actively through the positive ope- 
ration of ideology and consciousness. Therefore, the 
study of the scientific ideology and theory holds an 
important place and plays a decisive role. 

Independence and ideological consciousness—the 
two scientific bases for defining the fundamental 
principles of the Juche idea—are the two aspects of 
one thing and form an integral whole. 

Next, President Kim I] Sung has shown a correct 
way by which the masses of the people can accomp- 
lish their duties and role of masters in revolution and 
construction. President Kim I] Sung said: 

“Establishing Juche means taking the attitude of 
a master towards the revolution and construction. 
Since the masters of the revolution and construction 
are the masses of the people, they should take a res-

ponsible attitude of a master towards the revolution 
and construction. The attitude of a master finds 
expression in an independent and creative stand.” 

The independent stand is a stand related to how 
they discharge their responsibility as masters in the 
revolution and construction, and the creative stand 
is the stand concerning how to enhance the role of 
the people, the masters, in remaking nature and soci- 
ety. The independent stand is a fundamental stand to 
be maintained in the revolution and construction, 
whereas the creative stand is a fundamental method 
to be applied in the revolution and construction. The 
independent stand is a stand with which one solves 
all problems on the basis of one’s own judgement and 
faith, discarding dependence on others and _ using 
one’s own brain; it is a stand to solve all prob- 
lems to the end on one’s own responsibility, believ- 
ing in one’s own strength and displaying the revolu- 
tionary spirit of self-reliance. This stand is resolutely 
opposed to flunkeyism. The creative stand is depen- 
dent on the wisdom and strength of the masses of the 
people, is opposed to dogmatism and calls for solution 
of all problems in accordance with the actual condi- 
tions of one’s own country. 

Therefore, both the independent and creative 
stand are the manifestation of the master’s attitude 
and are inseparably integrated. 

At the same time, the President clarified the guid- 
ing principles to be applied in all fields of the revolu- 
tion and construction—Juche in ideology, indepen- 
dence in politics, self-sustenance in economy and self- 
defence in national defence. 
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The originality of the Juche idea lies in the fact 
that it provides one with a viewpoint that considers 
everything attaching the greatest importance to 
people while inheriting the basic principle of the 
Marxist-Leninist philosophy on the basis of dialecti- 
cal materialism. 

With the creation of the Juche idea it has been 
made possible to conduct a proper practical activity, 
giving the greatest importance to people and placing 
everything completely in their service, the working 
class has become for the first time to have a sound 
principle and consistency in its struggle, and the po- 
pular masses have been provided with a decisive 
guarantee for their final liberation. 


3. The Theory of Juche 


On the basis of the Juche idea President 
Kim Il Sung gave comprehensive answers to all prob- 
lems of revolution and construction to meet the 
demand of the present time. The President’s theory, 
strategy and tactics on the revolution and construc- 
tion have so profound and rich contents that they are 
worthy of being called the encyclopaedia of our age. 
As they cover too wide a range of problems, I am 
going to take up only a_ few here, giving a brief 
account of their characteristics. 

Firstly, the President accomplished the theory, 
strategy and tactics of national liberation. What is 
signal here is that the President clarified the position 
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and role of national-liberation struggle in the present 
era as well as the fundamental stand and viewpoint 
to be taken in this struggle. The national-liberation 
movement had been regarded in the past as a reserve 
playing the secondary role in the international work- 
ing-class movement for socialism. But the President 
was the first to define it as one of the two great 
revolutionary forces of our times, duly appreciating 
its high position and great role in the world revolu- 
tion. It is true that the founders of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism had been much concerned about the national- 
liberation movement, attaching great importance to 
it. However, they had failed to go further than 
appreciating it in terms of the revolutionary strug- 
gle of the working class in suzerain states. Thus, it 
had long remained a “formula” that a nation can 
win liberation only by relying on the revolutionary 
struggle of the working class of its suzerain state. 

But the President negated such “formula” and 
viewpoint by advancing an original theory that Juche 
should be established in the national-liberation mo- 
vement. President Kim I] Sung said as follows: 

“Even a small country can defeat a powerful 
enemy once it establishes Juche, unites the masses of 
the people and valiantly wages battle, regardless of 
the sacrifice. This is a very plain truth of our times 
which has been borne out in real life.” 

The President’s theory that Juche should be estab- 
lished in the national-liberation movement acquires 
a great meaning in that it has freed the peoples of 
colonial dependent countries from the flunkeyist 
viewpoint and opened up the prospects for the final 
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victory of the national-liberation movement by bring- 
ing their revolutionary initiative into full play. 

What is noteworthy next is that with the founding 
of the original theory on the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal, democratic revolution by the President all 
strategy, tactics and lines have been formulated for 
the final victory of the national-liberation struggle. 

Secondly, the President has brought the theories 
on socialist revolution and on socialist and communist 
construction onto a higher plane. Particularly, he 
gave a comprehensive answer to the pending problem 
of what course should be taken to reach socialism 
and communism after the establishment of socialist 
system. 

First of all, the President gave unique accounts 
of the problems of the transition period and the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat. He was the first to comp- 
lete the theory on the transition period, a long-pend- 
ing problem in dispute, by drawing its correctest 
demarcation line neither on the establishment of soci- 
alist system nor on the high stage of communism but 
on the realization of a classless society where the 
class distinction between the workers and the peasants 
is ironed out. He also correctly expounded the correla- 
tion between the transition period and the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat for the first time in history. 
Free from any existing formula or proposition, he 
Clarified that the term of the transition period does 
not coincide mechanically with that of the proletarian 
dictatorship. And he originally elucidated that the 
dictatorship of the proletariat is necessary not only 
up to the close of the transition period from the estab- 
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lishment of socialist system but up to the high stage 
of communist society and that it is still necessary 
even if communism is constructed in one country or 
in some regions, the revolution remaining unfinish- 
ed on a world scale. 

Further, the President expounded the basic index 
to a triumphant socialist society for the first time. 
Firstly, it is a working-classized society where there 
are neither the insidious manoeuvres of the hostile 
class nor the corrosive action of old ideas after the 
establishment of socialist system; secondly, it is a 
classless society where the distinction between town 
and country and the class distinctions between the 
working class and the peasantry are all gone; lastly, 
it is a society where the firm material and technologi- 
cal foundation of socialism is laid with the materi- 
alization of country’s industrialization. This solution 
acquires two meanings: one is that it has laid the 
milestone of socialist and communist construction, 
and the other is that it has clarified the way and main 
task of winning the complete victory of socialism. 

Also, the President explained the intrinsic mature 
and whole aspect of a communist society and propos- 
ed the way to reach it. Marx and Lenin had given 
only a hazy outline of communist society due to the 
limitations of the times. But for the first time in 
history the President defined it clearly as a society 
where not only the productive forces are highly deve- 
loped and materials are abundant but also all people 
are revolutionized and working-classized to have high 
communist awareness and consciousness. And he 
gave answers to all problems ranging from the prob- 
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lem of the spiritual and moral traits proper to a man 
of a communist type to the problem of social rela- 
tions and work style, thus lighting up the whole 
aspects of a communist society, which had been left 
almost in the dark. 

What is important among the President’s theories 
on how to reach communism is his theory on the oc- 
cupation of the two fortresses. 

President Kim Il Sung said as follows: 

“To build a communist society we must occupy 
two fortresses. One is the material and technical for- 
tress; occupying this fortress means establishing the 
unitary communist ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and raising the productive forces to such a 
high level that each works according to his ability 
and receives his share according to his needs. 

“To build a communist society we must also cap- 
ture the ideological fortress. Unless everyone is 
thoroughly reeducated in communist ideology, the 
material and technical fortress of communism cannot 
be occupied and, accordingly, it is impossible to build 
a complete communist society.” 

The President also pointed out that in order to 
occupy the ideological fortress the whole society must 
be revolutionized and working-classized by giving 
precedence to the ideological revolution. Thus he be- 
came the first founder of the theory of the revolution- 
ization and working-classization of the whole society. 

What is essential in revolutionizing and working- 
classizing the whole society is to equip people with 
communist ideology and educate them to be true 
Communists. Working-classization of the whole soci- 
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ety is a problem of getting rid of the class distinc- 
tion. It comes true with the close of the transition 
period. Revolutionization of the whole society, how- 
ever, should be kept up even after the passage of the 
transition period as an important problem of re- 
moulding the ideological consciousness of people and 
rearing them into true Communists, revolutionaries. 
As the basic ways and means of revolutionizing and 
working-classizing the whole society the President 
advanced the three points: first, to intensify study; 
second, to strengthen organizational life; and third, 
to establish a socialist way of life. 

In his work On the Situation of Our Country and 
Tasks of the League of Korean Youth in Japan the 
President propounded that the whole society should 
be intellectualized when it is working-classized. This 
original thought of turning all social members into 
working-class intellectuals is the first solution of the 
outstanding problem of how to narrow down the dif- 
ference between mental and physical labour; it 
throws a brighter light over the way to communism. 

Thirdly, the President developed the theory, stra- 
tegy and tactics on world revolution and the theory on 
international communist movement. 

First of all, the President explained the nature 
and characteristics of modern imperialism on scien- 
tific lines. He blew up the bourgeois and revisionist 
sophistry that modern imperialism changed in nature. 
He proved that the aggressive nature of imperialism 
remained unchanged, and imperialism was charac- 
terized by its reorganization into a system with US 
imperialism as the boss. 
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Then, the President formulated the position and 
reactionary role US imperialism is assuming in 
the system of modern imperialism, and on this basis 
he set forth the basic strategy of the world revolution 
on directing the main spearhead against US impe- 
rialism. 

President Kim Il Sung said as follows: 

“The basic strategy of the world revolution today 
is to direct the main spearhead against US imperial- 
ism.” 

“To fight imperialism, it is important above all to 
concentrate the attack on US imperialism, the ring- 
leader of world imperialism.” 


Proceeding from this basic strategy of the world 
revolution, the President stressed that the world peo- 
ple must struggle against the allies of imperialism, 
the stooges of US imperialism. 

Pointing out that the international communist 
movement needs no longer the international centre 
now when, unlike in the past, the national and class 
consciousness of the world people are heightened, the 
communist movement enlarged in scale, and com- 
plicated and diverse problems are cropping up, the 
President advanced the principle of independence in 
the international communist movement, on which to 
carry out the revolution of each country on the respon- 
sibility of its own Party and people. In addition, he 
made clear the correlation between independence and 
the unity and cohesion of the international commun- 
ist movement. He emphasized that since independence 
forms the basis of the international communist move- 
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ment the Party of each couritry should hold fast to 
independence and, on this condition, differences a- 
mong fraternal parties should be overcome by way of 
ideological struggle, keeping their unity to the ut- 
most. 

A new exposition is also given of the mutual rela- 
tions between the revolution of an individual country 
and the world revolution, satisfying the demand of 
the new era. Starting from the law of the development 
of the revolution which is carried on with a nation as 
the unit and expanded to crown the world revolution 
with victory, the President said that each country can 
fully discharge its internationalist obligation only 
when it is faithful first of all to its own revolution 
and construction, a part of the world revolution. 


Fourthly, President Kim Il Sung fully perfected 
Lenin’s theory of Party building by developing it in 
a revolutionary manner. The President’s theory on 
the Party is characterized by the establishment of 
the monolithic ideological system. True, the Party’s 
unity and cohesion are usually secured by high con- 
sciousness and steel-strong discipline. But the com- 
plete and unconditional unity of the thought and ac- 
tion of the Party members can be realized only when 
the whole Party is armed with the revolutionary 
thought of its leader. Accordingly, the main thing in 
Party building is the work of establishing the mono- 
lithic ideological system. 


The President also clarified that the main thing in 
Party activities is work with people. By making clear 
objects and peculiarity of Party work and the prin- 
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ciple to be maintained in work with people, the 
President opened the way to definitely convert the 
Party work into work with people. 

In conclusion, I must mention the strategy and 
tactics of the revolutionary struggle for power. What 
is of particular significance here is the President’s 
correctest exposition of the mutual relations between 
the struggle for storing up the internal revolutionary 
forces in the preparatory stage and the struggle for 
power in the decisive stage, and of the tasks at each 
stage. More, the President defined the united front 
not as a simple tactic but as a strategic problem, 
and set forth the original theory that the broad mas- 
ses of the people should be all led along until the re- 
volution wins the final victory. 

President Kim Il Sung’s Juche-based theory on 
the revolution and construction, which he has devel- 
oped extensively in keeping with the demand of a 
new era, has the following characteristics: the main 
consideration must be given to man in any case and 
all problems should be solved by means of enhancing 
the role of the popular masses; every problem should 
be tackled independently and creatively to suit one’s 
own country; weight should be given to the internal 
factor as the decisive factor of victory; and _ stress 
should be laid on the active role of consciousness. 

The theory of Juche gives perfect answers, squared 
with the present times, to all problems arising in the 
revolution and construction, such as_ the national- 
liberation struggle, the democratic revolution, the so- 
cialist revolution and the socialist and communist 
construction. It can be said, therefore, that it fully 
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meets the demands of the peoples of all countries in 
different stages of development—capitalist countries, 
Third World countries and socialist countries. Parti- 
cularly, the only correct solution of the problem of the 
world revolution and the international communist 
movement now in a complicated situation gives the 
world people great strength in their struggle for the 
ultimate victory of the world revolution. 


4. The Method of Juche 


With his Juche idea President Kim II Sung fully 
systematized and completed the method of guiding the 
masses. 

The preceding leaders of the working class had 
failed to give a full answer to the problem of mass 
guidance. If there were things they had contributed 
to the solution of this problem, they in the main are: 
the viewpoint that “the popular masses are the creator 
of history”, which is based on historical materialism; 
the viewpoint of Engels that the working class can 
win when it is supported by the peasantry; and the 
work method outlined by Lenin on combining the 
spirit of the Russian-style revolutionary enterprise 
with the American-style business ability. 

As can be seen, there was not a_ well-founded 
theory on guidance method in the past. In consequ- 
ence, today there are not a few instances of opinions 
being divided on methods, on the mass guidance 
method in particular, within the working-class move- 
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tment, though its basic aim is common. This prevents 
concerted action. 

Formulation of guidance method acquires a very 
great meaning today when it is required to make the 
popular masses holding the absolute majority ‘ever 
mightier as masters of history. It is because effective 
mobilization of the popular masses to the revolution 
and construction depends not only upon a correct 
theory but upon the leading workers’ viewpoint on the 
masses and upon their style of work and work me- 
thod. 

The method of mass leadership initiated by the 
President is an embodiment of the Juche-based revolu- 
tionary viewpoint on the masses. This is the viewpoint 
that the masters of the revolution and the work of 
construction are the masses of the people and that 
they are also the motive force of the revolution and 
the work of construction. In other words, it is the 
viewpoint of firstly putting faith in the masses of the 
people and fully relying on them, secondly striving 
selflessly for the good of the people, thirdly awaken- 
ing the popular masses and turning the revolutionary 
struggle into their own work. 

On the basis of the revolutionary mass viewpoint, 
the President formulated the revolutionary mass line. 

President Kim I] Sung taught: 

“The revolution is a cause for the people and of 
the people. The consistent mass line of our Party is 
to serve the popular masses faithfully, to go among 
the masses to educate, transform and unite them, as 
well as to draw courage and wisdom from them and 
mobilize the broad masses for carrying out the tasks 
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of revolution.” 

Accordingly, the essential demand of the mass 
line based on the revolutionary mass viewpoint is: 
firstly, to safeguard the interests of the popular mas- 
ses and serve them faithfully; secondly, to go among 
the masses to educate them and thus win even one 
more person over to the side of the revolution; and 
thirdly, to learn from the masses and get strength 
and wisdom from them. 

What then is the method of mass leadership based 
on the revolutionary mass viewpoint, the revolution- 
ary mass line? 

Firstly, it is the revolutionary work method based 
on the revolutionary mass line. The main thing in this 
revolutionary work method is to give priority to poli- 
tical work, work with people, to begin with, and lead 
the masses mainly through persuasion and educa- 
tion. Man is a being with consciousness. Therefore, 
it is the wisest work method based on the calculation 
of the people’s revolutionary qualities to get the mas- 
ses on a voluntary move with boundless wisdom and 
might by giving priority to ideological education in 
all work and rousing their revolutionary zeal. Another 
thing is that the superiors go down to help their in- 
feriors. The revolution and construction are the cause 
of the people. Therefore, those awakened earlier than 
others must go deep among the popular masses and 
help them carry out the revolutionary tasks with their 
own efforts, while learning from them, sharing sweets 
and bitters with them. This method represents the 
most important principle emanating from the nature 
of the Juche idea. Yet another thing is to grasp the 
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main link in the chain and concentrate efforts on its 
settlement. This is the most revolutionary guiding 
method whereby the main link in the chain of the com- 
plicated revolutionary tasks is pinpointed, the priority 
of order in work properly determined and one set goal 
attained through an all-people movement. The last 
important thing is to skilfully combine general and 
specific guidance by way of creating a typical exam- 
ple in one unit and generalizing it. This is the most 
refined guiding method of mobilizing the masses by 
dint of an affirmative example, counting on their po- 
sitive aspiration. 

Secondly, it is the popular style of work. As the 
President taught, the style of work is not a question 
concerning the ability or character of a functionary 
but manifests his thinking. That is to say, the revolu- 
tionary and popular style of work originates from the 
mass viewpoint based on the world outlook of the 
working class, while the anti-popular style of work 
such as bureaucracy and formalism coming from the 
bourgeois outlook on the masses. 

The popular style of work is the communist style 
of work marked by the Party spirit, working-class 
spirit and popular spirit and herein lies its vitality. 

What then are the Party spirit, working-class 
spirit and popular spirit? The Party spirit is a com- 
munist fighting spirit with which one accepts the 
Party’s policies and lines unconditionally and de- 
votedly strives to implement them. Meanwhile, the 
working-class spirit means keeping the working-class 
line, that is, adhering to the principle and stand of 
the working class. And the popular spirit means a 
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communist spirit which makes one strive to safeguard 
the interests of the people and meet their aspiration 
and demand. 

An important aspect of the popular style of work 
is a revolutionary tone which is manifested: firstly, 
in defending the Party’s policies and lines and tire- 
lessly striving to implement them to the last; second- 
ly, in fighting with firm conviction without yielding to 
any hardship; and thirdly, in opposing conservatism 
and stagnation and making uninterrupted advance 
and innovation. 

As seen above, the revolutionary tone which forms 
the main content of the popular style of work is a 
thing indispensable to a revolutionary. 

Another important aspect of the popular style of 
work is a popular trait. The popular trait means: 
firstly, to love one’s family and friends from the heart 
of hearts, keep one’s hands clean in life and be modest 
and simple in attitude; secondly, to take the lead in 
all work, in hard and important work in particular, 
and show a personal example; thirdly, to display a 
lofty humanity, valuing man most, serving for the 
people and regarding other’s joy and hardship as 
one’s own, and to possess the cultural trait which de- 
mands one to have rich knowledge and cultural and 
artistic attainments, be polite in manners and observe 
public morality consciously; and fourthly, to exhibit 
revolutionary comradeship and a sense of duty. 

The originality of the guiding method formulated 
by President Kim I] Sung lies in the fact that it is not 
a mere method of pressing forward the revolution and 
construction but a theory of emancipating the people 
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by enhancing their role and making them stronger 
beings. 


CHAPTER III 
GREAT VITALITY OF KIMILSUNGISM 


1. Kimilsungism Had Its Birth in 
Revolutionary Practice 


Kimilsungism is a living textbook for practice; it 
was born of practice and has developed through prac- 
tice and proved its validity and vitality in practice. 

President Kim I] Sung, the author of Kimilsungism, 
was born into a rare family unexcelled in revolu- 
tionary lineage and educated in revolution from child- 
hood. Breeding national and class consciousness, he 
embarked upon the road of revolutionary struggle at 
the early age of 13. Since then he has been devoting 
his all solely to the good of the people and revolution. 

Already in the early days of the anti-Japanese 
revolutionary struggle President Kim I] Sung created 
great Kimilsungism with the Juche idea as its quin- 
tessence and has deepened and developed it in the 
whole course of the revolution and construction aiter 
the country’s liberation, past the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. 

Under the banner of great Kimilsungism President 
Kim Il Sung liberated Korea by bringing the most 
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arduous, 20-year Jong anti-Japanese revolutionary 
struggle to victory, and converted the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea into a socialist power in a 
very short span of time by successfully leading the 
democratic and socialist revolutions. 

President Kim Il Sung personally led every revo- 
lution and construction to success from the anti-impe- 
rialist, anti-feudal, democratic revolution to the so- 
cialist revolution and socialist and communist con- 
struction only in one generation. In this course, he 
defeated Japanese and US imperialisms which had 
been considered to be the mightiest. 

What is more, President Kim I] Sung personally 
made the model of the revolutionary method of work 
and popular style of work. President Kim I] Sung 
is the avatar of Kimilsungism and the paragon of 
Communists. Hence the greatest vitality of 
Kimilsungism. 


2. Kimilsungism Came into Being in the 
Course of the Struggle against All Hues 
of Reactionary Ideas 


Development of Kimilsungism founded by 
President Kim Il Sung in Korea was attended with 
the struggle against flunkeyism, dogmatism and all 
other reactionary ideas. 

More than any other place Korea had every ripe 
objective condition for the birth and development of 
Kimilsungism. 
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Flunkeyism had long prevailed in Korea which 
borders on big countries such as China, the Soviet 
Union and Japan. It posed a serious problem. 

The anti-Japanese armed struggle was waged 
under the conditions where there was neither a state 
to provide for a rear nor an aid from foreign coun- 
tries. It was impossible to apply Marxism-Leninism 
as it is in backward Korea. More, in the course of the 
revolution and construction Korea ran into quite new 
problems unforeseen by the preceding leaders of the 
working class. 

The only solutions for them were lying in the 
establishment of Juche. President Kim Il Sung grasp- 
ed this in a masterly way and strove to establish 
Juche. 

For a new idea to be shaped it must go through 
the struggle against the outmoded reactionary ideas. 
Kimilsungism emerged victorious in an implacable 
struggle against all kinds of reactionary ideas; its 
might and validity being proved in practice, it has 
become the unique weapon of revolution and cons- 
truction. 


3. Korea Is the Model of Socialism 


Under the guidance of the distinguished revolu- 
tionary leader the Korean people have pushed 
forward the revolution and construction, upholding 
the banner of great Kimilsungism. As a result, the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea has been 
turned into the model of socialism. 
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Korea is a big red family in which the entire peo- 
ple are closely united around the great revolutionary 
leader, with the workers as the leading class. Here 
the people are the masters of everything, who lead 
an independent and creative life, allowing their 
wisdom and talents full expression. Korea has at- 
tained a steady, swift progress in her economy and 
science to become a Socialist industrial state in a 
short period of time. She is developing proportion- 
ally into a community where all distinctions includ- 
ing disparity between town and country and between 
heavy and light labour are wearing away. Socialist 
national culture is in bloom and the younger genera- 
tion of Communists are in sturdy growth. 


The communist society which has long remained 
the ideal of mankind is finding a shape in Korea 
earlier than anywhere. 

All the examples of Korea have their source in 


great Kimilsungism. 
CHAPTER IV 
THE WORLD-HISTORIC SIGNIFICANCE 
OF KIMILSUNGISM 


1. Kimilsungism Is the Unique Guiding 
Idea of Our Age 


Kimilsungism is the unique, correctest guiding 
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idea of revolution and construction in our age. With 
the birth of Kimilsungism the people of our era have 
become able to advance the revolution and construc- 
tion speedily onto a higher plane, overcoming their 
stagnation and standstill. 

The creation of Kimilsungism struck a decisive 
blow at dogmatism and revisionism which raised 
their heads in the international communist movement. 
The Right and “Left” opportunists incapable of 
developing the revolutionary thoughts of the work- 
ing class to meet the new requirements of the chang- 
ed times, committed now dogmatism, now revision- 
ism, blindly following or departing from Marxism- 
Leninism, and thus made a mess of the revolution in 
their own country and retarded the development of 
the world revolution. The creation of Kimilsungism 
has provided an important guarantee against all such 
fetters and for the healthy development of the revolu- 
tion and construction. 

Kimilsungism is the most advanced, immortal 
revolutionary idea representative of the future society. 
It may be said that the highest stage of communism, 
the ideal of mankind, is a society where Kimilsungism 
is fully realized.

history. 
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2. President Kim Ii Sung Is the Most

1. THE JUCHE IDEA IS THE MOST 
ADVANCED REVOLUTIONARY IDEA 
WHICH HAS OPENED A NEW ERA—THE 
PINNACLE OF THE REVOLUTIONARY 
IDEAS REPRESENTING THE PRESENT 
AND THE FUTURE 


1) The Juche Idea Has Ushered in the 
Present Era 


Ours is, in a word, an era of Juche—a new era in 
which the overwhelming majority of the people have 
emerged as masters of history. 
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A new era imperatively requires a new revolution- 
ary idea; it is President Kim I] Sung’s Juche idea. 

The Juche idea is the only revolutionary idea of 
the present age meeting the requirements of the 
times; it is the most powerful revolutionary idea 
which has brought in a new era. 

Human history, guided by advanced ideas, has 
developed through purposeful production activity and 
class struggle; our era, the era of Juche, is opened 
with the creation of the Juche idea by President 
Kim II Sung standing in the forefront of revolution. 

Hence our age may be called the era ol 
Kim Il Sung named after President Kim II Sung, 
the initiator of a new era, the founder of the new 
revolutionary idea and the leader of the present and 
the future. 


2) The Juche Idea Gives the Solely Correct 
Answers to All Problems Raised by Our Age 


In his report delivered at the commemoration of 
the 30th founding anniversary of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea President Kim I] Sung said: 

“The Juche idea is a revolutionary theory evolved 
with the working masses as the central factor, and 
embraces a revolutionary strategy and tactics based 
on their role. The Juche idea, an ideological and 
theoretical generalization of the revolution and the 
communist movement in our country, contains an 
abundance of revolutionary theories for all aspects 
of the transformation of nature and society, and gives 
correct answers to all problems arising in the course 
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of the revolution and construction. The Juche idea has 
clarified the tasks of each revolutionary stage and 
the means for their fulfilment, and it has set forth 
strategic and tactical principles that must be adhered 
to throughout the whole period of the building of so- 
cialism and communism.” 

The Juche idea is a fully original revolutionary 
idea evolved with man as the central factor. This idea 
alone leads revolution and construction along the 
right path today. 

Formerly, Marx exerted mucheffort to placing the 
theory of the working class on a scientific basis to 
meet the demand of a new era. He created Marxism 
by developing the classical economics of Britain, 
philosophy of Germany and Utopian socialism of 
France on scientific lines. That was his great histori- 
cal deeds. 

But because of the limitations of his times Marx 
failed to place man in the centre of the revolutionary 
idea of the working class, and accordingly the system 
of Marxism centred on economics. 

Afterwards Lenin developed Marxism. 

Much discussion is being made even today for the 
development of Marxism-Leninism. But they fail to 
lay the main consideration on man. 

Today many think the immediate task of Marxism- 
Leninism is to creatively develop and “apply” its 
“theory” to actual conditions. 

President Kim II Sung elaborated on the Marxist- 
Leninist “ideology” and for the first time made it 
give its main consideration to man, not to matter and, 
on this basis, evolved the whole system of the revolu- 
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tionary idea of the working class. 

Thus the Juche idea has attained the acme of the 
revolutionary idea of the working class and become 
the unique guideline of revolutionary struggle in our 


agie. 


3) Formation of the Society for the Study 
of the Juche Idea in Japan and Its 
Present Tasks 


It has now become an irresistible trend of our age, 
the logical exigency of developing revolution and the 
urgent demand of the world people to study the Juche 
idea and live as it directs, 

The Japanese people, too, demand the Juche idea. 

The Japanese government which tries to preserve 
itself by toadying to US imperialism is feverishly 
resorting to the policy of war against Korea while 
intensifying the exploitation and oppression of the 
Japanese people. 

Heightened political and class awakening of the 
Japanese people along with highly developed pro- 
ductive forces favours their struggle, and the internal 
and external developments facilitate struggle and 
unity. 

Under these circumstances the awakened people 
have studied the Juche idea to overcome temporary 
confusion in their present struggle and find a new 
prospect for life and struggle. 

The Society for the Study of the Juche Idea has 
been able to develop in Japan since its formation 
because the Juche idea correctly reflects the aspira- 
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tion and demand of the Japanese people and fully 
meets the requirement of struggle for Japan’s future 
and that of the developments of situation. 

Eloquent proof of this are the rapid development 
of this society in the past three-odd years since its 
organization and the change of the internal and 
external situation. 

Through its activities in this period we have come 
to see how important the Juche idea is for the Ja- 
panese people and feel the need to develop our socie- 
ty more rapidly on the right track. 

In my report today I should like to suggest some 
problems for the development of our society. 

Here are three points; 

Firstly, on following President Kim II Sung, the 
only leader in our age, in the life and struggle of the 
Japanese people; 

Secondly, on disseminating the Juche idea among 
the broad masses; 

Thirdly, on reinforcing the societies for the study 
ot ‘the Juche idea and tightening the ties among them- 
selves and between them and many democratic 
organizations, 
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2. JAPANESE PEOPLE CAN PROPERLY 
DEVELOP THEIR STRUGGLE WHEN 
THEY HAVE PRESIDENT KIM IL SUNG 
AS THEIR LEADER 


1) Distinguished Leader’s Role in 
Revolutionary Struggle 


The key to putting anend to division and confu- 
sion in the history of revolutionary struggle and 
developing it along the right course lies not in ap- 
plying this or that method or theory but in finding 
a distinguished revolutionary leader and his idea. It 
is a truth proved by the Paris Commune and other 
historical facts that the masses of the people left to 
spontaneity cannot emerge victorious in the class 
struggle. 

For the masses of the people to emancipate them- 
selves they must receive the leadership of the working 
class, the most advanced class. Meanwhile, the work- 
ing class can realize its historic cause well only 
when it is led by a distinguished revolutionary leader 
who fully represents its will and aspiration. 

By the distinguished leader of the working class 
we mean the international leader, not the leader of a 
single country. 

It is common knowledge that Marx was the leader 
of the working class in the middle of the 19th century, 
and Lenin in the beginning of the 20th century.

A country can have its revolutionary line and 
leadership, collective leadership in particular, only 
when it enjoys the centralized guidance of the inter- 
national leader of the working class. 

Just as headless soldiers are unthinkable, so the 
working class without its leader is impotent. And just 
as a hydra-headed army fails to keep its order, so 
the working class with many leaders can hardly 
maintain its unity. 

The era of Marx was guided by Marxism with the 
result that each country could form its line and 
leadership. The same was the case with the era of 
Lenin. 

But after the death of Lenin the world working 
class, though allegedly guided by Marxism-Leninism, 
found itself in confusion as to the fundamental point 
oj what is meant by Marxism-Leninism. Besides, there 
have now arisencomplicated problems of pressing 
urgency, whose answers are not given by Marx or 
Lenin. 

Under these circumstances, if one ignores the age 
limitations of Marxism-Leninism and the changes in 
our new era and clings to the classics of Marxism- 
Leninism alone instead of having the common: leader 
of the working class of the present age, he is bound to 
commit dogmatist or revisionist errors and cause 
confusion in struggle. 


2) President Kim Il Sung Is the Greatest 
Leader of Revolution in the Present Age 


The world working class craved for the appearance 
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of a distinguished revolutionary leader who would 
meet the requirements of the new changed era. 

This has come true at last by having President 
Kim Il Sung, the Marxist-Leninist of our age, as the 
one and only leader of revolution. 

President Kim Il Sung is the distinguished leader 
of the working class of our age, the revolutionary of a 
mew type and the true Communist representing the 
future of the working class. 

Having embarked upon the path of revolution at 
the early age of 13, President Kim I] Sung created 
Kimilsungism with the Juche idea as its quintessence. 
Leading the revolution and construction invariably to 
victory, he is now building in Korea a communist 
paradise, a society of the highest stage in human 
history. 

President Kim I] Sung is the revolutionary genius 
who stands unchallenged in his revolutionary idea 
and traits, in his fighting exploits and in his future 
prospect. 


3) President Kim Il Sung Is the One and Only 
Leader of the Japanese People 


The subjective and objective conditions of Japan 
strongly demand her to have a_ great revolutionary 
leader. 

Diversified views on value and confusion in 
struggle, resulting from the lack of a distinguished 
leader can be overcome only when we have President 
Kim I] Sung as our leader. We can say this with 
certainty from the experience of the people of various 
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strata who ate studyirig and followitig the Juche 
idea. 

When we say the Japanese people should have 
President Kim Il Sung as their leader it does not 
mean that they should assume the same attitude tow- 
ards him as the Korean people do. Unlike Korea whose 
leader is concurrently the international leader, Japan 
ought to keep her identity and uphold the principle 
of collective leadership by those true to the President’s 
idea on the condition of protecting the international 
leader in every way. 

The important thing here, I think, is to lay stress 
on learning after President Kim Il Sung and drawing 
strength from it, while waging a principled struggle 
against the biased views of some people on the role 
of the distinguished leader. 

Some simply deny the role of the distinguished 
leader, entertaining a unilateral view on personal 
limitations. This is because the Japanese people have 
never had a distinguished leader, because they have 
undergone the bitter experience of the “cult of the 
Emperor” and because they are not clear on the law 
of the developing revolutionary struggle. 

Such a tendency, however, may be easily overcome 
by getting familiar with and properly learning after 
the President. Our important task is to get it over 
through untiring efforts. 
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3. DISSEMINATION OF THE JUCHE IDEA 
AMONG BROAD JAPANESE PEOPLE IS 
THE IMPORTANT TASK OF 
OUR SOCIETY 


1) The Juche Idea Demands to Put 
Everything in the Service of the People 


On the essence of the Juche idea President 
Kim Il Sung said: 

“In a nutshell, the idea of Juche means that 
the masters of the revolution and the work of con- 
struction are the masses of the people and that they 
are also the motive force of the revolution and the 
work of construction. In other words, one is respon- 
sible for one’s own destiny and one has also the 
capacity for hewing out one’s own destiny.” 

The Juche idea teaches us that the key to victory 
of struggle is always in the hands of the people. 

Common popular masses, when equipped with 
advanced ideas and united as one political force, can 
exhibit a reallly great might. 

In dealing with the question of revolution in Ja- 
pan, therefore, the basic factor favouring victory 
should be sought in awakening the broad masses and 
uniting them as one and primary attention be paid to 
attaining this purpose, instead of indulging in analy- 
sing success or failure of revolution on the basis of 
the banal tactics of violent revolution or peaceful 
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revolution by parliament struggle, proceeding from 
the opportunist stand, forsaking the revolutionary 
principle. 

The President showed the utmost concern in this 
respect in the whole course of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle. 

In the arduous, protracted anti-Japanese revolu- 
tionary struggle the President found the factor of 
victory in the masses of the people and made utmost 
efforts to win them over. 

In the summer of 1930 he organized the Korean 
Revolutionary Army and made preparations for the 
armed struggle. At that time he attached great im- 
portance to expanding the mass foundations of the 
armed struggle and went out to the countryside in 
person. In the spring of 1932, on the basis of thorou- 
ghgoing preparations, the Anti-Japanese Guerrilla 
Army was organized from below on the principle of 
enlisting the broad masses of people. 

In the spring of 1934 the President reorganized 
the Anti-Japanese Guerrilla Army into the Korean 
People’s Revolutionary Army, a unified armed force. 


2) The Present Is the Age of Juche When 
the Vast Majority of the People Have 
Emerged as Masters of History 


The present is the age of Juche when the vast 
majority of the people have emerged on the arena 
of struggle. From this, the President defined the 
united front question as a strategical problem to be 
taken up to a communist society, unlike in the past 
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when it had been considered as a tactical problem of 
temporary alliance. 

Fighting against idealism Marx clarified the posi- 
tion and role of the working class in the creation of 
history. But due to the limitations of the times, he 
failed to give a full account of the broad masses of 
the people. 

Lenin called the petty proprietors a middle strat- 
um and defined them as ones to be isolated or made 
neutral in the class struggle. 

Historical developments afterwards, however, 
show that the middling forces are not wavering ele: 
ments but a powerful contingent capable of being 
enlisted in the revolutionary struggle. 

On the basis of his Juche idea, President 
Kim I! Sung expounded that those taking up the 
revolution are not only the working class but the 
broad popular masses; he not only brought the pea- 
santry up to the position of the main forces of revolu- 
tion along with the working class but defined even 
the intellectuals as component elements of the 
vanguard Party. 

This idea of the President was carried into effect 
from the early period of the anti-Japanese revolution- 
ary struggle. After preparing the firm organizational 
backbone, he reorganized the revolutionary organiza- 
tions into ones assuming a mass character. 

Here are a few instances. He formed the Down- 
with-Imperialism Union in 1926 and renamed it the 
Anti-Imperialist Youth League in 1927; he organized 
the Young Communist League of Korea in 1927 and 
developed it into the Anti-Japanese Youth League in 
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1936; he founded the Korean Communist Party in 
1945 and reorganized it into the Workers’ Party the 
next year. 


3)The Form of Existence of SSJI to 
Disseminate the Juche Idea among 
the Broad Masses 


I think one of the tasks facing the SSJI in Japan 
is to disseminate the Juche idea among the broad 
masses including the working class. 

I deem it important to rouse the broad sections of 
people to a conscious struggle by spreading the 
Juche idea not only among the workers but among 
the peasants, students and people of other strata and 
even among various political parties and democratic 
organizations. 

In order to carry out this task we confirmed the 
three principles for the organizational work of the 
Youth Society for the Study of the Juche Idea. 

Firstly, although the society is guided by the 
Juche idea in its activities, anyone can join it and 
work there, irrespective of whether he approves the 
Juche idea or not. 

Secondly, since it is the basic task of the society 
and the common duty of its membership to learn and 
study the Juche idea, anyone intending to learn the 
Juche idea with an open mind can join the society. 

Thirdly, the members of the society can engage 
in various activities on individual responsibility and 
the society helps them on the basis of the Juche idea. 

In this way our society is properly combining the 
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study of the Juche idea with various practical acti- 
vities and going deep among many organizations 
and people with differing ideas and faiths. 


4. TO HAVE CORRECT UNDERSTANDING 
OF THE JUCHE IDEA IS MOST 
IMPORTANT IN DEVELOPING SSJI 


1) The First Thing Is to Have Firm 
Faith in President Kim I] Sung and 
His Juche Idea 


In conclusion I would like to touch on the question 
of strengthening the SSJI and furthering solidarity. 

I think the most important thing in strengthening 
the society is the thought and attitude of the leading 
personnel in charge of it. 

Explaining what is essential for those active in a 
capitalist society in adhering to their revolutionary 
constancy, not being bitten by the capitalist insects 
of all kinds, President Kim Il Sung said: 

“The way to overcome difficulties on the arduous 
road of revolution is to revolutionize people. In other 
words, it is to firmly arm them with a revolutionary 
world outlook.” 

“What is most important in establishing a revolu- 
tionary world outlook is to firmly arm yourselves 
with our Party’s Juche idea.” 


“Only when you arm yourselves firmly with this 
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idea can you prevent all kinds of germs from infiltra- 
ting into your bodies.” 

The attitude towards the Juche idea is just the 
attitude towards President Kim I] Sung. If the core 
elements take a correct attitude towards President 
Kim Il Sung and his Juche idea, they will be able to 
keep the purity of their thinking and strengthen the 
society through their vigorous activities. 

That is why we are striving hard to acquaint 
ourselves with the Juche idea to begin with, and 
reorganize our daily life in accordance with the 
Juche idea. We think this is the key to the develop- 
ment of our society. The young men and women 
equipped with the Juche idea advance with incredible 
rapidity and exhibit great ability. And they cast away 
liberalism and individualism from which they suf- 
fered in the past, believe all people and strive for the 
good of them. 

They exert themselves, oblivious of rest, to deve- 
lop our society. Heedless of any reward, they are now 
devoting themselves to the work of the society, scour- 
ing alll over the country. 


2) Juche Idea Study Societies 
throughout the Country Should 
Strengthen Their Solidarity 


Next, I think it essential to closely unite the Juche 
idea study societies in various parts of the coun- 
try, while rapidly expanding each of them. 

In forming ties among these societies it will be 
important for them to actively promote their mutual 
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intercourse, each having the feelings of respect and 
comradeship towards others as an _ enthusiastic 
learner of the same idea. I believe this will deepen 
their mutual trust and strengthen solidarity. 

In this respect too, we have enlisted a large 
number of young people in the Juche idea study 
societies and succeeded in forming the liaison council 
as a body for their horizontal contact. 


3) Contact Should Be Kept with Various 
Democratic Organizations 


We should strive to learn the Juche idea and 
develop the Juche idea study societies by uniting 
ourselves firmly with the broad masses of the people. 
Their proper development will also be conducive to 
the struggle for the future of Japan. 

President Kim I] Sung has always attached great 
importance to unity of the broad masses in the whole 
period of the revolutionary struggle; today he has 
closely united the Korean people and is uniting the 
peoplles of the whole world. 

Creating the Workers’ Party of Korea by merging 
the Korean Communist Party and the New Democra- 
tic Party, the President said: 

“Disunity of the working masses constitutes the 
greatest danger in their life-and-death struggle with 
the enemy. In order to achieve our fighting task 
victoriously, the working masses should stand toge- 
ther more firmly and forge closer unity.” 

The fine example supplied by the President in 
rallying the masses gives great strength to us who 
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are striving to speed up struggle in Japan. 

In the days of the anti-Japanese armed struggle 
the President led every ally to struggle and helped 
it in struggle on the principle of uniting while fight- 
ing and of fighting while uniting, even in case if had 
a meagre armed force and was noncommittal and 
shaky in the struggle with the enemy. 

An instance of this was the formation of a joint 
front with the Chinese nationalist anti-Japanese units 
led by the national bourgeoisie who, at the ordinary 
times, took an inimical stand toward the Korean 
Communists even killing some of them, and showed 
cowardice in the struggle with the Japanese imperial- 
ists. 

When that joint front was formed and the com- 
mander of a Chinese nationalist anti-Japanese unit 
was in danger of being captured by the enemy, the 
President saved him at the risk of his own life. He 
dealt with all problems in this way, displaying the 
broad-mindedness of a Communist. 

As another instance I may recall the fact that after 
liberation the President himself helped in the forma- 
tion of the Democratic Party and the Chondoist 
Chongu Party. 

The President said as follows: 

“It is necessary to respect the friendly parties and 
give them active assistance, while striving to expand 
and consolidate our Party.” 

If we firmly rely on the idea and experience of the 
President, we will be able to find all answers in car- 
rying out the tasks of our society. This is my firm 
belief. 
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I would like to conclude my report by evincing our 
determination to remain faithful to the Juche idea to 
the last and devote ourselves to the nationwide deve- 
lopment of our society and to the development of 
struggle for the future of Japan.
